NEW YORK THOUGHT IT WAS A FIRE. 


Remarkable Display Witnested in the East 
~Theory of the Sun-Spot Influence. 

New York, Feb. 13.—[Special.]—* Loox at 
the sky!“ was the involuntary exclamation 
that came from thousands of lips at a quarter 
after 7 o’clock tonight. From the constella- 
tion of the Great Bear in the North to 
Cassiopeia, The Lady in the Chair,“ 
a one-third of the distance to the south 

and extending 60° from the horizon the 
heavens were illumined by a soft, reddish light. 
It grewmore and more brilliant and gradually 
extenced toward the zenith. Then the ruddy 
hue began to soften into a rosy pink, and as 
it did great broad bands of white light spread 
vertically from the horizon to the zenith, 

Not asingle minute did the color remain 
unchanged. In the middle of the illumined 
part of the heavens it grew blood-red and 
white on the edges. The pink tint was so 
delicate that the stars were distinctly visible 
throughout. The rest of the sky in 
comparison seemed darker, and on this 
background the phenomenon formed a 
spectacle of marvelous beauty. Hundreds 
of persons in this city. started on a 
run for the West Side, thinking there was a 
big tire: over in New Jersey. When they 
reached the river, however, and the light was 
as far away as ever, and they for the first time 
noticed the white auroral streamers, the more 
ignorant became afraid, What might this 
fiery appearance of the heavens, the like of 
which they had never beheld, portend? Many 
thought it was a sign that the world was com- 
ing to an end. 

During the progress of the big fire at the 
Telephone Exchange in Broadway many per- 
sons lef for the scene of the supposed greater’ 
conflagration. It was first reported that Kin- 
ney’s cigarette factory, at Twenty-second 
street and Tenth avenue, was afire and later 
that the freight houses of the West Shore rail- 
road at Weehawken were burning.

There's a big fire 
over on the West Side.“ The young men 
listened to an impromptu lecture on the 
aurora borealis’? and then went down- 
stairs again. 

But the beautiful display in the heavens was 
not the only manifestation of the aurora. The 
wires of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany were effected in a peculiar manner. For 
intervals of three or four minutes during the 
display the wires were so surcharged with 
atmoepheric electricity that between this 
city and Albany it was possible to 
send messages without the aid of the regular 
batteries. When the batteries were not cut off 
it was difficult to break off the station sending 
a message and to make adjustments properly. 
The Postal Telegraph Cable company ex- 
perienced its chief trouble on the wires be- 
tween this city and Chicago. The delay, how- 
ever, was in no case sufficiently great to cause 
any serious inconvenience. 

Tonight’s display was peculiarly satisfactory 
to those who have advocated the theory that 
there is a connection—mysterious though it 


may be—between the great spots that period- 


ically appear on the surface of the sun and the 
terrestrial phenomenon, the aurora borealis. 
Tune and again it has been observed 
that the northern lights dance in company 
with the solar phenomenon. But never before. 
was the conne so apparent. For within 
tho last there have appeared on the 
so immense that they may be 
observed through asmoked glass without the 
aid of atelescope. When sun spots are most 


numerous magnetic disturbances are most 


violent and numerous on the earth, and it is 
at such times that the aurora borealis is most 
frequently observed. 

Dispatches from distant points indicate how 
remarkable and widespread was tonight’s ex- 
hibition. Bostonians thought all Cambridge 
was afire, and the Boston Fire Department 
actually got in readiness to respond toa call 
to save the Harvard University buildmgs. 

At Princeton, too, the aurora was observed. 
The large colored population of that place was 
badly frightened and regarded it as a bloody 
portent. Students and professors of Yale and 
Trinity Colleges also manifested great interest 
in the rare celestial exhibition. 

A dispatch from Albany stutes that during 
the continuance of the aurora at that place a 
peculiar rustling noise was plainly heard at 
the telephones, and the disturbance on the 
telegraph wires was the greatest in years. 
The polarization was noticed chiefly on the 


‘northern and eastern multiplex sets. Oper- 


ators in Rutland, Vt., and North Adams, 
Mass., telegraph to learn if there was not a 
big fire in Albany. Residents along the New 
Jersey coast generally attributed the glow in 
the sky to the prevalence of forest fires in the 
interior of the State. 


IT IS SEEN IN THE WEST. 


Red Lights Illumine the Northern Heavens 
and Make an Imposing Display. 

NoxrurreLp, Minn., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
A marvelous sight was witnessed in the 
heavens between 6and 7 o’clock tonight. The 
northern part became tinged with a fiery red 
and this increased until at 6:30 it extended 
from the zenith to the north horizon. It was 
so strong that the snow and houses bad a pe- 
culiar hue and the country was lit up for.a 
long distance. Later white streamers sprang 
from the zenith, giving the sky a peculiarly 
corrugated appearance. 

Tuscol.-A, III., Feb. 13.— [Special. From 6 
to 7 o' clock this evening a grand display was 
witnessed in the northern heavens. They as 
sumed a beautiful pink appearance and at 


. frequent intervals streaks of light would flash 


upward through the vapory mass in all the 
colors of the rainbow. Many timid people 
were alarmed. 

Garzssura, III., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— A 
magnificent display of aurora borealis, the 
finest for many years, is visible here tonight. 
nearly filling the entire northern hemisphere 
with a fiery red, traversed by changing columns 
of white. 

Cuamparen, III., Feb. 13.— [Special.] — The 
Northern heavens afforded sky-gazers excel- 
lent observation this evening. A large part of 
it was of solid red, and at intervals streaked 
with lines of white. The auroral display was 
the finest ever seen here. 

Danvitiz, III., Feb. 13,—[Special.}—The 
aurora borealis was brilliant at 6 o’clock this 
evening. It was the first display for years. 
The sky had such a deep unbroken crimson 
hue that many persons ran up and down the 
principal streets looking fora fire. The light 
disappeared shortly after 7 o’clock. 

Dusvuave, Ia., Feb.: 13.—| Special. |—There 
was a magnificent display of the aurora 
borealis this evening. The northern sky was 
colored deep red with flashing streamers of 
light shooting upward. Nothing of the kind 
has been seen here before for many years. 

Lyons, Ia., Feb. 13.—At 6 10 o’clock tonight 
was witnessed the most wonderful exhibition 
of northern licht ever seen in this section of 
the country. From east to west the northern 
sky was illuminated by an immense half circle 
flaming upward nearly to the zenith,

ILLEGALLY IN OFFICE. 


ATTORNEY a CHARGE AS 
TO DRAINAGE TRUSTEES, 


| He Declares That Neither Cooley, Bolden- 
weck, nor Eckhart Has a Right in the 
Board—The Choice of a Successor to Mr, 
Hotz Postponed Until Next Fall—Noth- 
ing in the Law to Warrant the Calling 
of a Special Election — The Combine 
Broken by the Opinion. * 


Is the Sanitary Board as it now stands prop- |. 


erly constituted? Are Messrs. Cooley. Eck- 
hart, and Boldenweck legally members of that 
body? Is Frank Wenter its legal President? 
Have its proceedings since tne middle of No- 
vember last been legal and of full force and 
effect? These are the questions raised by 


County-Attorney Henry in an opinion which |. 


he has just furnished County Clerk Wulff in 
reply to other questions arising out of the 
resignation or withdrawal of Christopher 
Hotz from the board, Mr. Wulff asked: 
«First—Can a special election be called to fill 
said vacancy at the town election in the spring? 

Second—If so must a separate ticket be printed 
by the County Clerk end deposited in a separate 
ballot-box, or can the Town{Clerk order the names 
of the candidates for said position to be printed 
on the regular town ticket? 

Third— Will the county be liable for services 
rendered by the judges and clerks of said special 
election? 

Mr. Henry replies in substance as follows: 

The law creating the Sanitary District makes 
no provision for special elections to fill vacancies, 
and in this respect this statute differs from the 
provisions of the Constitution, as well as every 
other law of the State creating public offices 
and providing for the election or appointment of 
persons to fill them. 

This law seems to have been framed upon the 
theory that the duties of members of the board 
would prove so satisfactory that vacancies could 
not possibly occur, The reverse of this has been 
demonstrated, ‘Considering the frequency with 
which these resignations have occurred it bo- 
comes important to consider how the expense 
incident to elections held for the purpose of fill- 


ing such vacancies is to be provided for, as well 


also as the mode and manner of holding such 
elections. 

I assume that Mr. Hotz’s resignation has been 
presented to you upon the theory that you are the 
officer charged by law with the duty of calling an 
election to fillsuch a vacancy. It seems to me 
that a serious question might be raised as to 
whether or not the Legislature contemplated that 
vacancies in the Board of Sanitary Trustees should 
be filled in the manner prescribed by the general 
statute relative to vacancies in public offices. 

What the Sanitary Law Prescribes, 


Mr. Henry here quotes the provisions of the 
Sanitary law in reference to the election of 
trustees, and continues: 

The Sanitary law prescribes how the members 
of the first and the succeeding board shall be 
elected, and especially provides that the board so 
elected shall exercise the powers of municipality. 

Under these provisions of the statute it seems 
to me doubtful whether a member of said board 
elected in any other way or at ahy other time 
than that prescribed can legally qualify as a 
member of said Board of Trustees, and if this be 
the true construction of the act, the general pro- 
visions of the statutes providing for the filling of 
vacancies in public offices would not apply, and 
no authority. would be given under the law to 
call an election to fill such vacancy. 

However, as the Sanitary law is silent as to the 
mode and manner of filling vacancies, and as 
there is no provision of law providing for the fill- 
ing ofsuch vacancies, except that contained in 
the General Election law, and especially in view 
of the precedent that has already obtained in re- 
gard to the filling of vacancies upon this board, I 
shali assume, for the purpose of the questions 
now under consideration, that you are the proper 
officerto call the election to fill the vacancy in 
question; but, asthe election will be attended 
with considerable expense, home ed must be paid, 
and as there is no 1 R of the statute: 1 
covering special elec officers of this char- 
acter. I think it would be better ta fix a time for 
the election when the question of expense would 
not arise. 

If the election should be called at the time of 
the town election in the spring, no additional ex- 
pense on account of elections being had for Saui- 
tary Trustees would be incurred in those pre- 
cincts of the City of Chicago within the Sanitary 
District. for the reason that provision is made for 
such expenses under Sec. 4 of Art. 7 of the 
law creating Election Commissioners in cities and 
villages ; but as to that portion of the Drainage 
District which lies in the towns outside of the 
City of Chicago, election judges and clerks would 
have to be provided for, as well, also. as the gen- 
eral expenses incurredin giving notice incident 
to such election. And, as the Drainage District 
is a separate and distinct municipality, embrac- 
ing within its limits only a part of the county, 
lying, as it does, partly within the 
city and partly in the country towns, 
it becomes an important question whether, 


under the statute, the county can be charged with 


any part of the expense of holding a special elec- 
tion to fill a vacancy in said board; or, in other 
words, whether the public funds of the whole 
county can be used for the purpose of holding a 
special election for officers in a municipality 
which is separate and independent in its charac- 
ter, and in which the people of the county out- 
side of the district are not presumed to have any 
interest. 
The County Not Obliged to Pay. 


I feel constrained to hold, on the authority and 
reasoning of the opinion of the court in the case 
of Wetherell vs. Devine, 116 III., 631, that the 
county cannot be charged with such expenses; 
and I am strengthened in this view by the provis- 
ion contained in Art. 7 of the law providing 
for an Election Commission in cities and towns, 
and especially Sec. 5 of Art. 7 of this act, 
which provides that the county shall pay the cost 
of election judges and clerks in all elections, 
whether general or special, in which the people 
of the whole county participate, even though 
other officers may be voted for and elected at the 
game time. 

It may be insisted, however, that it is within 
the power of the Legislature to cast upon 
the county the burden of paying the expenses of 
special elections of separate and independent 
municipalities within the corporate limits of the 
county, and, therefore, that Cook County may 
properly be charged with the expense of holding 

“special elections for the purpose of filling vacan- 
cies upon the Sanitary Board, It is sufficient, 
however, to state that thus far the Legislature 
hab not so provided, and until it does so in ex- 
press terms it seems to me that it would be in con- 
travention ofthe spirit of our Constitution and 
laws to hold that the public funds of the whole 
county could be appropriated and used for the 
purpose of paying the expenses incurred solely for 
the benefit of a separate and independent munici- 
pality within the county. 

Of course, as I have already stated. if a special 
election to fill a vacancy in the Board of Sanitary 
Trustees should be held at the time of the gen- 
eral city and town election in the spring, a part 
ofthe expense would have to be borne by the 
city, but the test of the rule as to how the ex 
penses of such special election should be provided 
for is not to be determined by the fact that the 
election may be so timed as to throw a part of the 
expense upon some certain municipality. 

If the election is to be held at the time of the 
general town election in the spring [ have no hes- 
itancy in saying that the town officers would have 
nothing to do with the printing of the tickets, 
nor could the towns, in my judgment, be re- 
quired to make their town election conform to 
the special elections being held for the election of 
a Sanitary Trustee, especially in that portion f 

the Sanitary District lying outside of the City of 
Chicago. 

How the Election Should Be Held. 


Conceding that you are, under the law. the prover 
officer to call an election to fill the vacancy in 
question, it would undoubtedly be your duty to 
see to the printing of the tickets in the towns 
outside of the City of Chicago, and the election 
would have to be held in conformity to the pro- 
visions of the statute governing general elections. 

I nad it difficult to reach a definite or satisfac 
tery conclusion as to whether aspecial election 
could be held at the time of the general town 
election in the The question is, to say the 
least, doubtful; considering the importance 
of the election of a member of the Board of San- 
itary Trustees, together with the peculiar pro- 
visions of the Sanitary law, as well, also, as the 
doubt and confusion seem to exists under 
our statutes as to how the expense of conducting 
such elections should be provided for, I am of the 
opinion that it would be better to postpone the 
election until the ll election in — 
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to cast doubt on the Falidity of the elec- 
tion of Messrs. Cooley, weck, and Eck- 
hart, he was interviewed evening on the 
subject. He said: * Yes, L doubt whether the 
election of the three last Novem ber was 
in legal form. I doubt whether the resignations 
of Messrs. Nelson, King, and Willing were 
properly accepted.

Awkward Blundering by Physicians in the 
Case of a Sick Girl,

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SUCCESS OF A WOMAN'S CORPORATION. 


How the Canning and Presorving Company 
Has Grown and Prospered, 

The Board of Directors of the Woman’s 
Canning and Preserving company met at No. 
70 Adanis street yesterday afternoon, when a 
statement showing the success of the under- 
taking was laid before the board by the Secre- 


The Woman’s Canning and Preserving com- 
pany was organized a year ago with a capital 
of $1,000,000, and up to date nearly $200,000 
of stock has been sold. The stock can be sold 
only to women, yet there are holders in every 
State in the Union, and so well and widely is 
the company known that there are stockhold- 
ers even in such far-away places as Japan and 
Africa. 

For the last year the company’s factory has 
been at Nos. 2409 to 2411 Archer avenue. The 
output of canned goods at these works—prin- 
Cipally of tongue, pudding, and dessert nace 
has been an average of 500 cans daily. So 
large, however, has the demand for the com- 
pany’s goods become that a four-story and 
basement brick building has been secured at 
No. 19 Michigan avenue. The néw works, 
which will be fitted with the latest machinery, 
will give employment to seventy-five women 
and have a daily output of 6,000-cang

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“but none — ‘found — ‘the — 
technical training. By the constitution of the 
company its women employés have the priv- 
ilege of buying stock in the company at par, 
no matter what the market premium may be. 

A branch factory has been established at 
Montello, Wis., which has met with success. 

The eompany does all its canning upder the 
Amanda T. Jones patent, which, by a new ap- 
plication of the vacuum process, enables it to 
preserve fresh fruit without raising the tem- 
perature above 70°. This process, it is 
claimed, leaves the full flavor ih the fruit, and 
the contents of the can are unaffected by timed 
The same apparatus is also adapted to the 
canning, at high temperatures, of cooked 
goods. : 

The moneys of the company are deposited 
in the Merchants’ Loan and Trust and Com- 
mercial National Banks, $35,000 being out 
on secured call loans. 

One trouble only has met the company, and 
that was of short duration. W. R. Omohundro, 
legal adviser of the company, said thas last 
summer G. L. Wilson, connected with the 
advertising department of the Union Signal, 
proposed an arrangement for widely adver- 


all the risks of the enterprise. As the com- 
pany had not then means for extensive adver- 
tismg this proposal was accepted, Wilson 
being given a commission on the stock sold 
as compensation. 

The advertising was quite successful but 
Wilson had not enough money to carry out 
the enterprise and sosold his contract to C. 
E. Sayler. Sayler, the attorney claims, 
started out with advertisements makmg un- 
authorized statements; for instance, that the 
company would pay a dividend of eight per 
cent in March. Nearly $10,000 worth of stock 
was sold by this means before the company 
heard of the argument used, and then an in- 
junction was obtained against Sayler, pre- 
venting him from either advertising or in any 
way interfering with the company. Letters 


were written to all recent stock buyers mak- 


ing a plain statement of Sayler’s methods and 
offering to immediately refund the amount in- 
vested. So great confidence did this act in- 
spire that less than $800 was withdrawn and 
that only by women entirely dependent upon 
their dividends.

NEW BUILDINGS FOR LAKE FOREST, 


Plans for Spending $125,000 in Improving 
the Facilities of the Schools, 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Lake Forest University $60,000 was 
subscribed towards a fund for the erection of 
new academy buildings to accommodate the 
praparatory department of Lake Forest Col- 
lege. Iwo wealthy men of Chicago have 
promised to give an additional $30,000 apiece. 
The new buildings will cost $125,000. The 
architect is Henry Ives Cobb, 

The new buildings will be arranged in the 
form of a horsehoe, with a main assembly hail 
in the center, cottage aormitories to the right 
and left, and recitation buildings op each end 
of the ‘nominal semi-circle. The material 
used will be brick and gray granite. The 
plans have been made on the recommendation 
of the committee, which recently returned 
from a visit to Phillips and Laurenceville 
academies, and the Lake Forest buildings, it 
is said, will surpass the eastera institutions 1 in 
com pleteness of arrangements. :

The commit- 
tee has placed the reading-room on the 
top floor and the stack room below, and 
that idea is directly in accordance with my 
own. If we want to make some slight changes

Among the libraries that they have 
designed and built are the public library at 
New Orleans, thé University library at Bur- 
lington, Vt., the city library at Springfield, 
III., and a library at New London, Conn. ? 


CHICAGO’S ARMY OF UNEMPLOYED, 


Thousands Who Came Expecting to Make 
Rapid Headway Cau't Get a Start. 
While the cashier of a La Salle street bank 
was talking to a customer yesterday five men 
interrupted the conversation. One of them 
had sticking plaster for sale, another wanted 
a hat, the third was a peddler of pens, and 
the other two asked for work. Every man 
of the five looked seedy and careworn. 
Those five men, said the cashier, are 
fairsamples of the scordy i see. Probably 
twenty men call every day on a similar er- 
rand, engaged in some little trivial occupa- 
tion that no man would undertake save as a 
last resort in the hope of it buying him bread. 
These men may be truthfully called out of 
work because such little peddling yields noth- 
ing. I presume they are willing to work, but 
probably they can’t find it to do. If my ob- 
servation is any guide, there must be thou- 


4 sands of men out of em plo ment.“ 


Was the cashier right? H. W. Mixsell of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association Employ- 
ment Bureau says the number of men out of 
work is undoubtedly large. We have mere 
applicants by many than a year ago, he 
said, many more than we can place, though 
we have a demand for skilled labor. Wages 
are lower, too, a fact attributable perhaps to 
the pressure for employment. I could not un- 
dertake to say how jnany people are idle, nor 
dol think anybody could intelligently eati- 
mate the number. But it is undoubtedly great. 
The ranks of the unemployed are greatly 
swollen by the influx of outsiders. They come 
from all parts of the Union and Canada. The 
idea has gained ground that Chicago is boom- 
ing in consequence of the World’s Fair and 
can furnish work for multitudes. Many of 
these strangers come here with scarcely money 
enough to tide them over a week. When that 
is gone they are willing to take anything. 
Most of them are clerks, bookkeepers, and so 
on, men unused to manual work, but really 
unskilled at their so-caljed specialty.”’ 

Said Supt. Trusdell of the Relief and Aid 
Society: 7 

Altogether too many people are coming 
here under false impressions. They look upon 
Chicago throughout the country as an El 
Dorado, where plenty is to be had for the 
asking. The result is mén, and women, too, 
poorly equipped in every way, are pouring 
from all directions. I couldn’t undertake to 
guess at the size of the unemployed army, but 
beyond doubt it 1s great, We have more ap- 
plicants than ever before for relief from out- 
side people. I think the newspapers ought to 
take a stand and point out that, while Chicago 
is great, she isn’t great enough to take care of 
the idle multitudes of the country.“ 


At half a dozen of the larger stores it was 


said that the applications fur work were multi- 
tudmous. The superintendent of one State 
street store said: We could double our 
force, if we wanted to, in two days out of the 
2 we have. There are vast numbers 
of men out of work, and many of them are 
strangers lured into Chicago by stories of its 
great commercial activity, Now, everybody 
knows that last year wasn’t so active as the 
year before. What is the quality of these 
men? Frankly, itisn’t high. They are un- 
skilled. I believe, however, a man can get 
work in Chicago uf he sticks to it, but whether 
it will pay him enough to support a family is 
another question. The labor market is over- 
crowded.”’ 

Architects predict a large amount of build- 
ing during 1892, which will, of course, furnish 
work for masons, carpenters, and men in kin- 
dred trades. The World's Fair buildings, 
which now give employment to 5,000 men, will 
also require an increase in the umber in the 
spr There will undoubtedly be many en- 
terprises started in connection with the Fair, 
giving work to clerks, but at present unskilled 
men, unaccustomed to manual labor, who 
meditate coming to Chicago, might read with 
advantage the experience of a young inan 
who was inet yesterday. He is a fair book- 
keeper and correspondent and is well appear- 


me I’ve been in town two months,” said he, 
“and I’ve answered hundreds of ad vertise- 
ments, with hundreds of other men. Some of 
the advertisements were mere schemes to ex- 
tort money from applicants. Many of the 
others were for peddlers, disguised in other 
words. I’ve walked my feet tired looking for 
work and the best I can get is an odd job of 
canvassing now and then for something that 
is unsalable.“

One of the Shrewdest Makes Chicago His 
Home. | 

That is the largest consignment of dia- 
monds that ever came through the Chicago 
Custom-House,” said an official the, other 
day, as he pointed to a large package tightly 
sealed. “A great many shipments of dia- 
monds have been received in Chicago this 
season,“ he continued, “which shows that our 
jewelers bought largely of precious stones in 
Europe. I cannot remember a time when so 
many valuable packages have reached here, 
from foreign countries.” 

As a matter of fact, the dealers in precious 
stones have adopted a system of buying di- 
rectly from European markets. This, of 
course, necessitates a personal visit to the 
foreign cities where jewels are sold. Dia- 
monds have constituted the larger part of 
the purchases abroad, and, although other 
precious stones have been bought in small 
quantities, they are scarcely estimated 
in the large sums which have been 
invested. Amsterdam and Antwerp con- 
tinue to be the great marts for the 
distribution of diamonds, the former city 
being the place where nine-tenths of all the 
diamonds in the world are cut. It it here that 
diamond merchants congregate and purchase 
the jewels that adorn the princes of Europe 
and the millionairesof America. The mission 
of a shrewd diamond merchant is fraught 
with considerable anxiety, and he must, in- 
deed, be perfectly familiar with the markets 
if he wishes to purchase to an advantage. It 
is a well-known fact that all the diamond- 
cutters of Amsterdam are Hebrews. Ever 
since the ancient days the Jews have taken 
pleasure in fondling diamonds, and even now 
the diamonds of the world are in the posses- 
sion of these people from the moment they 
are dug from the earth until they are worn by 
the purchaser. There are a few instances 
where dealers not of Hebrew origin carry on 
the business of buying and selling precious 
stones. 

In this connection it is a remarkable state- 
ment that the bulk of the diamond trade in 
Chicago is controlled by Americans. One of 
the heaviest dealers in the United States is a 
Chicago merchant who claims a Yankee an- 
cestry that extends back to the landidg of the 
Pilgrim fathers. He is probably the shrewd- 
ost buyer of precious stones in the country. 
and has the utmost confidence in his ability. 
He recently made a trip to Amsterdam, and 
his experiences make an interesting story. 

“I made a trip to Amsterdam,” said the 
merchant, “and negotiated the heaviest pur- 
chase of my experience. I presume that I 
have a way of my own to avoid being beaten 
by diamond cutters. On arriving in Amster- 
dam | immediately bire an office with some 
broker. On my last trip I secured a lozation 
on one of the principal streets and hung out 
a card bearing the name of our firm. The 
card had not been out more 
than fifteen minutes before a long 
line of Hebrew diamond cutters were 
awaiting an opportunity to see me, Each one 
had the goods in his pocket and was prepared 
to close a contract then and there. I had to 
use the utmost precaytion. The men with 
whom I had to deal were the shrewdest people 
on the face of the earth. It was not their in- 
tention to sell me diamonds at what they were 
worth, but every one of them would cheat me 
it he could. knew the character of the 
people and was therefore on my guard. The 

lan which I had mapped out, and from which 

never deviated, was to letin one at a time 
and lock the door behind him, My first vis- 
itor was a Hebrew, low of stature, and with 
thick, bushy whiskers. 
my language nor! his, and in this I had the 
advantage. He went through all the motions 
of a man selling a bill of goods, 
but I paid no attention to his wild 
gesticulations, Like all the rest he had the 
diamonds wrapped up in a series, of papers 
with a thin oiled tissue on the inside. While 
he was walking around me talking loudly and 
swinging his arms I was examining thestones. 
He must have thought that I intended to have 
everything my own way, for after looking the 
diamonds over with a powerful microscope I 
pushed them to one side, I then took one of 
my own letterheads and marking the price 
which I intended to pay I wrapped this piece 
of paper in with the diamonds and the pack- 
age was ready for sealing. Now this process 
of sealing the package I adopted for my own

This piece of paper I also gave to 
the Hebrew, and he knew what it meant, It 
can readily be seen that had 1 not sealed 
the package after having madea price upon 
the stones they would have been changed and 
I would have been beaten in the transaction.

I let 
them in one at a time and made each of them, 
a price on the stones they brought. Of course 
they did not all come back, but encugh of

BUNCH OF BAD BONDS. 
A SAMPLE LIST OF BAILERS AC- 
CEPTED ‘BY JUSTICES, 


It Offers Evidence of Carelessness on the 
Part of Police Court Magistrates in Tak- 
ing Security for Prisoners—More Solicit- 
ous About Their Fee than the Character 
ef Bondsmen—Mayor Washburne and 


Controller May Determined to Remedy 


the Scandalous Evil. 
If the instructions of Mayor Washburne and 


Controller May are carried out there should 


soon be an end to fraudulent bailing in police 
courts, and to the accumulation of forfeited 
and worthiess bonds in the hands of officials. 
By direction of the Mayor a communication 
was recently sent to the Police Justices in- 
struging them not to accept any person on a 
bond not personally known to be good for the 
amount and to compel all unknown persons 
who seek to go on bonds to file schedules. 

We are determined,” said the Controller, 
“to put a stop to this business of straw bailing, 
which has become a farce on justice, a pro- 
tection for thieves, and an incentive to wrong- 
doing. Every Police Justice has been ordered 
to rigidly and intelligently obey the law in the 
acceptance of bonds, and when a bondsman 
schedules who is not known he shall be re- 
quired either to show his deeds to the property 
claimed or be vouched for by some responsible 
citizen. This acceptance of Tom, Dick, or 
Harry, whether crook or pauper, on bonds 
must be stopped. 

The truth is,” said another City Hall 
official, “that in this bailing business the 
Justices have been more solicitous about their 
fees than about the law, and when they found 
the doliar was good they thought little of the 
character of the bond.”’ 

It is a fact, known to police Captains and 
others, that Police Justices have accepted as 
bondsmen men who had previously forfeited 
bonds and who were, therefore, criminals in 
the eyes of the law. But they had better be 
careful, hereafter, for the Mayor and Con- 
troller have been looking into the matter and 
find that Sec. 2,394 of thé laws and ordinances 
of the City of Chicago reads about as follows: 

The Law Is Very Plain. 

The Controller shall on the first of e month 
send a list to every Police Justice of ali forfeited 
bail bonds, and upon such notification the P 
Justice shall refuse to accept any persons appear- 
ing upon said list as a bondsman in any other case 
— * said forfeited bonds have been paid or 
settled. 

If any Justice after receiving such notification 
accepts any such person, or persons, upon any 
bail bond, the said Justice shall be removed from 
his oflice by the Mayor. 

The Controller shall the Ist of every month 
send all defaulted and forfeited bail bonds re- 
ceived by him during the preceding month to the 
Prosecuting Attorney for collection by suit or 
otherwise. 

The necessity for vigorous as well as prompt 
action against these professional and fraudu- 
lent bailers may be seen by the following list 
of defaulted and forfeited bail bonds. The 
list is for the last year, or from Jan. 13 to 
Dec. 31, 1891. It is not a complete list, either. 
The figures after names of boridsmen show 
the number of bonds they had signed and 
forfeited, The second column names the 
Justice who had taken the bond:

As an illustration of how bonds are made 
and accepted, J. H. Ransom may be selected 
from the foregoing list. He was a criminal 
under arrest himself, and was bailed out by 
somebody purporting to be Daniel Scott of 
No. 7147 Armour street, who defaulted on his 
bond.

And to further illustrate 
the easy and obliging peculiarities of a Jus- 
tice’s just ice it should be mentioned that this 
game J. H. Ransom, who gives his address as 
No. 2087 State street, and who drives an ex- 
press wagon, according to the city directory, 
signed a bail bond on Oct. 12, just a month to 
a day before he went into the bailing business 
by on and that he also forfeited that 
ond, 

Several of the securities on the foregoi 
list have been sued and judgment — 
against several, but the great majority of the 
bonds are absolutely worthless, many of the 
names signed being fictitious and others 
forgeries. Of the few who have been located 
scarcely a dime can be secured from most of 
them. It would appear from thé books that 
George R. Davis, Director-General of the 
World’s Fair, had defaulted on a bond. A 
notice to that effect was sent to him at the 
World’s Fair headquarters, but he returned it 
with the indorsement that he had given Jus- 
tice Eberhardt no such bond, and that the sig- 
nature was certainly a forgery. Another. for- 
gery is that of the name of John Dunn of No. 
1674¢ West Sixteenth street, and if the sig- 
nature were genuine it would be worth not 
ing. And so through the entire list might 
explanations no better be mude,

MEXICO SHOWING DEEP INTEREST. 


Senor Sorreno Enthusiastic Over What 
| Has Been Accomplished, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 18.—The World's 
Columbian Exposition has established an 
office in the City of Mexico for the promotion 
of the work of interesting the people of that 
republic in the Fair, and H. C. Payne, the 
special commissioner in charge of it, reports 
a growing interest on the subject.

SYLVANIA OFFICIAL. 

Other Officers of the Road Are Now on 
Their Way to Chicago to Confer with 
the Municipal Authorities—®r. Ware 

Talks of Garbage Crematories—Typhoid 

Fever and Diphtheria Decreasing—Dis- 
position of Gamblers’ Cases—Inaction of 
the Tunnel Committee, | 

Mr. Watts, the general agent of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad company, called on Com- 
missioner Aldrich yesterday to discuss with 
him the question of crossing protection 80 
much needed along the line of that corpora- 
tion’s tracks along Stewart avenue. 

Mr. Aldrich informed Mr. Watts that the 
city would insist on the elevation of the tracks 
of the company withm a certain distance. 
That was the surest way, the Commissioner 
said, of securing safe crossings, Mr. Watts 
demurred to the proposal for track elevation. 
It would be too costly, he said. Mr. Aldrich 
pointed out that the company elevated its 
tracks in Philadelphia and that Chicago is a 
more important town than the Quaker City. 

Mr. Watts said the cost of elevation in Chi- 
cago would be greater than it was in Philadel- 
phia. His company, he said, would erect via- 
ducts in accordance with the ordinance of 
1887, put in gate-guards, and otherwise 
provide for the public safety. Mr. Aldrich 
asserted that gate guards and such affairs 
were but poor expedients for protection at 
best. Mr. Watts admitted this to be the case. 
The accident the other day which resulted 
so seriously to many citizens happened at a 
gate-protected crossing. The approach of the 
gar was obscured by smoke from another en- 
gine floating near the track—‘ which. indi- 
cates,’”’ said Mr, Aldrich, that your company 
violates the smoke ordinance as well as other 
ordinances for the preservation of health and 
human life.“ 

Mr. Watts was discouraged. But he said 
that Mr. Brooks, the General Counsel of the 
Pennsylvania company, and the Chief En- 
gineer of that corporation will be here some 
day this week to consult with Mr. Aldrich 
about the duties of their company under the 
ordinances.

HE FAVORS GARBAGE CREMATORIES. 


Dr. Ware Wants Them in Chicago—Ty phoid- 
Fever Decreasing, — 

Dr. Ware, Commissioner of Public Health, 
was at his office yesterduy. Early in the day 
he had a conference with Commissioner Ald- 
rich regarding the tests of the purity of the 
water supply by Prof. Haines. In the after- 
noon he was intormed by Mr. Haines that the 
analysis would not be completed till next 
Tuesday. Dr. Ware had a conference also 
with the Controller in reference to his esti- 
mates. The Health Commissioner will pot 
ask for an appropriation for sanitary ward in- 
spectors this year. He has not much faith in 
those functionaries, He prefers to use patrol- 
men in enforcing the health ordinances of the 
city. One good patrolman is better, in his 
judgment, than six ordinary ward sanitary 
inspectors. By doing away with the thirty- 
four inspectors there will be a saving of $40,- 
000. | 


Dr. Ware will not object if this is added to 


the police appropriation if he can have details 
of patrolmen whenever he wants them to en- 
force the ordinances. 

The Health Commissioner had scarcely 
seated himself at his desk when he received a 
telegram from Col. Patrick, the proprietor of 
a garbage cremgtory in successful operation 
in Pitteburg, Allegheny City, and other East- 
ern points, accepting an invitation ta come 
here next Saturday to explain toa subcom- 
mittee of the Council the advantages of his 
device. Dr. Ware has inspected the affair. 
He pronounces it admirable. He said yester- 
day: It we had ten of those garbage crem- 
atories in the city—two in the West Division, 
two in the South Division—we would no 
dumping grovad for our garbage. We can 
have them if the Council will act wisely ana 
liberally. Each crematory will cost 510.000. 
The Patrick crematory is not offensive 
in the localities in which I saw it. In Pitts- 
burg it is within 300 yards of a $3,000,000 pile 


‘of buildings, It would not be-there if it was 


offensive. There is no odor from it when in 
use. I have also inspected the Engel furnace 
at Detroit. That, too, is effective. The agent 
will be here Saturday to meet the subcom- 
mittee 3 of Ald. Madden, Mahoney, 
and Vierling. favor those crematories. 
They are cheaper than dumping-grounds.”’ 
Dr. Ware says that while the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city is not as satisfactory as it 
ought to be, yet there are signs of improve- 
ment. Thus, while the number of deaths 
from typhoid-fever were ninety the first week 
in January, there were only fifty-six the first 
week in February, and only fifty-five this last 
week. Thedeaths from diphtheria last week 
were nineteen, against thirty-two the first 
week in January, and twenty-seven the second 
week. These figures speak for themselves. 
The health officers are making an investiga- 


tion into every case of death from typhoid- 


fever so that the Commissioner may be able 
to say whether the deaths were caused by 
polluted water, bad sewers, or other causes, 

Dr. Ware admits that the water is not pure, 
and he repeats Dr. Haine’s advice to boil it. 
He does not hope for much improvement in 
its condition until the Bridgeport pumps are 
sending 70,000 or 80,000 cubic feet a minute 
down the canal, He had been informed by 
the Canal Commissioners that they would 
take that quantity and would raise the banks 
to hold it. He had also been informed that 
the a Trustees would advance the 
money for the Bridgeport pumps. 

Dr. Frank W. Reilly, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, called on the Commissioner 
to make arrangemepts for the conference of 
Canal Commissioners, Drainage Trustees,

SARAH ALTHEA TERRY. ‘Torry came down from 


Stockton with a young man whose nanie is 
not known, and went to the house of 
a friend, Robert Culbreth, publisher 
of a weekly paper, who lives at No. 407 Mo- 
Allister street. It was at once noticed that 
she was acutely insane. She had been 
dabbling in spiritualism for some time and 
this, with the strain of her many and unsuc- 
cessful contests in the courts, had driven her 
crazy. She was put in charge of a nurse in 
Culberth’s house and a doctor who examined 
her pronounced the case hopeless.. Dr. Logan, 
Mrs. Terry’s uncle, was informed of her con- 
dition, but he positively refused to have any- 
thing to do with her. 

In Her Madness She Talks with Spirits. 

Mrs. Terry’s mania is of the vialent type, 
with occasional intervals of lucidity, Yester- 
day she sat in her room and held a hand«er- 
chief to her ear. She said it was à spiritual 
telephone and that she was receiving commu- 
nications from the other world, On the 
lay a photograph of Judge Terry, her dead 
husband. She said she had received messages 
from him. Last night she eluded her nurse 
and was found on the front steps clad only in 
a sealskin sacque. Then she climbed upon a 
bureau and sat crouching there for four hours, 
talking to the spirits all the while. At night 
her madness is the worst and there is a ten- 
dency toward homicidal mania. 

Desperately in Love with R. Porter Ashe,

LIFE OF THE WELL-KNOWN WOMAN, 


Beautiful and Haughty When a Child, She 
Started on Her Exciting Career. 

Sarah Althea Hill was born in Cape Girar- 
deau, Mo., in March, 1850. She came froin 
one of the best families in that section of the 
country, and was related to the old and 
wealthy pioneers. Her father was Samuel 
Hill, an attorney, and her mother, Julia 
Sloan, daughter of a wealthy lumber 
merchant. She had one brother, 
Hiram Roger Hill. The children were left 
orphans in 1854, with an estate of $30,000. 
Hiram Sloan, the grandfather, assuined 
charge of the estate and the children, and al- 
lowed them to do much as they pleased. 

Sarah Althea was sent to school at Danville, 
Ky., and finished her education in St. Vin- 
cent’s Convent, in her native town. She grew 
up the loveliest girl in all that country. 
but with a temper that repelled many of her 
friends. She was of medium height, had a 
creamy complexion, beautiful teéth, and a 
pair of eyes that danced and sparkied. She 
dressed extravagantly and after reaching legal 
age made her fortune dwindle rapidly. Her 
highest ambition seemed to be to 
eclipse her female rivals, and 
she accomplished it most decidedly, 
for half the young men of the county were 
infatuated with her. She had not only two, 
but usually half a dozen strings to her bow, 
and was engaged at one and the same time to 
three men. Although a flirt, her reputation 
was untarnished and not a hint of scandal was 
breathed about her here. Har terrific temper 
manifested itself in her love affairs, and she 
compelled her lovers to bow to ber iron rule. 

Among her many gallants at the time was a 

oung man, who has since achieved national 

ame asa politician. He was thoroughly in- 
fat gated with her, and it was afterward said 
tha? Sarah Althea was in love with him, but 
| was too imperious to confers her weakness. 

She accompanied him to a ball and refused to 
dance with him during the whole night. He 
told some of his friends that he would break the 
engagement of marriage that existed between 
them. Sarah heard this and resolved upon 
revenge. She refused to accompany the young 
man home, but summoned him to her side 
the folluwing evening. She was primed for 
the occasion and never looked cooler. Her 
eyes shone and her tongue was entrancing. 
The old infatuation. returned and. the young 
man resolved to inarry the enchantress. She 
wae all graciousness until he turned to go. As 
they stood on the threshhold she said: 1 
heard you were going to break our engage- 
ment. I will now break it. We will cry quits.“ 
Her eyes blazed with anger as she spoke, and 
the lover left dejectedly ana never saw her 
again, 

It is said she Believed she could win him 
back, but in this she was disappointed, and 
with only the wreck of her fortune she left 
for San Francisco in 1870. She accompanied 
her yours uncle, William Sloan. Sarah was 
placed with his mother, but the pair could not 
live in harmony, and Mr. Sloan placed her in 
a fine suite of rooms in a leading hotel. It 
was while there she met Senator Sharon. 

Whatever the relations of Senator Sharon 
and Sarah Althea were they first attracted pub- 
lie attention when she sued him, claiming that 
she was his lawful wife by a common law 
marriage, and also produced a bill on 
which she demanded a_ portion of 
his bonanza millions. David Terry, who re- 
signed from the Supreme Court of California 


July, 1885, while the case was on trial, 
Terry assauited one of the lawyers for Sharon. 
The marriage bill was profiounced a forgery, 
and Sarah Althea sustained serious defeat, 
In 1888 the Supreme Court held that her mar- 


riage to Sharon was legal and decid- 
ed that she was entitled to part 
of the property of Sharon, who 


had died in the meantime. His executors re- 
vived the bill and decree of 1885 in the United 
States Circuit Court. In the meantime Judge 
Terry created a sensation by marrying Sarah 
Althea, a move that was in keeping with his 
long, „ career, and he appeared as 
h sband and attorney when the decision of 
the United States Court was filed. 
read by Justice Stephen J. Field of the United

| Present Prices Lower than They Have 


Been Since the Establishment of the

Years—Wall Street Does Not Believe 
the Coal Combination Illegal. 

New Yorx, Feb. 13.—jSpecial.j]—A story 
was printed today to the effect that the mem- 
bers of the Cotton Exchange were stirred up 
by the domgs of a syndicate which had been 
formed to advance the price of cotton. At 
present quotations are lower than they have 
been since the establishment ofthe exchange.

The syndicate 
shone was greeted with a good deal of ridicule 
by the best posted members of the exc 
They pointed out some of the difficulties

WALL STREET HAS LITTLE FAITH, 


INegality Will Hardly Be Provén in the 
Recent (oal Deal. 

New Tonk, Feb. 13.—On Wall street but 
little faith seemed to be reposed in the reports 
of the alleged illegality of the recent coal 
deal. if there was any lack of faith in its 
legality, it was not influential enough to force 
the prices down, as some people seemed to ex: 
pect would be the case. Samuel Sloan, Presi- 
dent of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern road, was questioned today with reference 
to the alleged illegality of the deal and the 
resolution offered in the House of Representa- 
tives by Mr. Stout requesting the Committee 
on Inter-State Commerce to investigate it. 
Mr, Sloan said: 

This road simply codperates with the other 
roads in the movement, and there is nothing il- 
legal in that any more than there would be in any 
Democrat codperating with Mr. Stout ia some 
political movement. do not attach any im- 
portance to the rnmors of the alleged illegality 
of the arrangement. I have no doubt that before 
the arrangement was consumma best 
counsel available was consulted in the matter. 
Personally I have no doubt as to the legality of 
the transaction. There is a point inthis question 
which has not, [ think, been considered. The 
maximum of production and the maximum 
of consumption are now so_ close together 
that that of itself would tend im a 
great measure to steady price. If 
there were ah excessive demand for coal now in 
the anthracite region 1 do not think it could be 
supplied. Why? Well, for the lack of labor for one 
thing. Laborin the anthracite region has been 

tting less and less because the miners have not 

ad full work. The men have not been fully em- 
ployed—thay have only averaged half a day's 
work all the year round—and mini labor has 
been reduced because of the curtailments from 
time to time of the mining companies. The men 
have gone West. The resultof this new agree- 
ment will be that work will more uniform 
throughout the year, and both labor and capital 
will be better remunerated, while the consumer 
will not be required to pay any more than in the 
past. 

J. Rogers Maxwell, President of the Jersey 
Central road, said: 

Personaliy, I have no doubt as to the legality of 
the transaction. I do not believe the price of coal 
will be any higher to the consumer than it was 
last year, but the prices will be steadier and the 
miner will be more steadily employed. The prvs- 
ent excitement will be allayed ina few days and 
then things will move quietly along. 


COLLECTION OF PRECIOUS STONES. 


J. Pierpont Morgan Makes a Present te the 
American Museum of Natural History. 
New York, Feb. 13.—[Special.|—J. Pier- 

pont Morgan has presented a collection of 

precious stones to the American Museum of 

Natural History. The gems are “ the Tiffany 

collection,” which was on exhibition at the 

Paris Exposition. They have been characterized 

in the work of George F. Kunz on Gems and 


Precious Stones of North America as the 


finest known collection. The gift of Mr. 
Morgan includes the collection of .pearis 
which with the other gems gained the award 
ot two gold medals at Paris. There are also 
some rare and brilliant gems from foreign 
countries. Among the latter are thirty-four 
cut sapphires from Ceylon and Burmah which 
are of remarkable brilliancy and of the most 
delicate coloring. There are also some star 
sapphires of rare beauty. The collection of 
diamonds is not large, but it is interesting 
because it was made up of American stones. 
There are four small sparks, octahedrous, 
the total weight of which is seventeen- 
thirty-seconds of a carat, which were found in 
the gold stamps at Voleano, Amador County, 
California. One diamond weighing almost 
half a carat from North Carolina is am 

the collection, and there is a model of The 
Dewey, the largest diamond ever found in 
the United States, which came from Manches- 
ter, Va. The collection includes about 100 
pearls and pearl-bearing fresh water mussels 


coming from all parts of the coun- 
try. One is a pearl oyster with 
two shells. a pearl adhermg to them 


which came from Lower California. In all 
there are over 1,000 gems. The collection was 
purchased from Tiffany & Co. for $20,000, It. 
intrinsic value is said to be considerably more 
than that and for purposes of exhibition it has 
a value which cannot be named in dollars and 
cents. It will be placed near the Spang 
collection in the museum. This latter is val- 
ued at $17,500,

New Yorr, Feb. 13.—[Special.}—Chicago 
Tammany Boss Michael C. McDonald made a 
friendly call on New York Tammany Boss 
Mayor Hugh J. Grant, at the City Hall today. 
He told Mayor Grant he was going to Wash- 
ington Tuesday for a talk with Senators Brice 
and Gorman, He thought the quarrel in New 
York between Clevelana and Hill would prove 
the political ruin of both, and added 
that the. talk in Chicago was more 
concerning Whitney and Gorman than either 
of the two New-Yorkers.

BUBNING OF THE CLIPPER LOODIANA., 


Loaded with Refined Petroleum and Con- 
sumed in Mid-Ucean, 

New Lon, Feb. 13.—The identity of the 
ship seen burning Jan. 16 about 1,200 miles 
southwest of Cape Clear, Ireland, has been 
established. It was the Nova Scotian clipper 
Loodiana, which left this port with a cargo of 
refined petroleum in cases Dec. 31. It was 
commanded by Capt. Boyd and carried a 
crew of thirty-eight men. Capt. Irwin 
of the Egyptian Monarch reported after 
reaching Liverpool Jan. 22 that he sighted a 
wooden vessel burnmg furiously. Judging 
from the dense black smoke and the odor he 
thought it was laden with oil. Its masts were 
gone. The bowsprit was standing, and to it 
Cupt. Irwin saw two men clinging. Before 
a boat could be lowered the bowsprit shapped 
and tell into the sea with the two men, who 
disappeared. Believing that the boats from 
the burning ship might be in the neighbor- 
hood Capt. Irwin remained near until dawn.

The Detroit Impostor and the Murderer of 
Silveratoff Said to Be One. 

Derrorr, Mich., Feb. 13.—[Special. |—Stan- 
islaus Padlewski, the Russian Nihilist who 
blew out his brains in Texas the other day, 
hag been allegedly identified as the smooth 
and well-groomed man who imposed on ex-

have been Baron Heune, the name given by 
the impostor who by his brazen effrontery cut 
a big dash in German society in Buffalo, New 
York, and Detroit.

“In- 
structions are we awaiting me now in 
Washington, however, and, personally, I hope 
to see and shall certainly do all in my power 
to accomplish the doing away with any exist- 
ing trade restrictions. 

The Baron with Mr. Buenz visited the 
World’s Fair grounds yesterday, returning at 
2 o’clock for a dinner at Kinsley’s. The party 
consisted of H Rubens, President of the 
Germania club; Dr. Arendt, the German Vice- 
Consul; and Mr. Buenz, who entertained this 
distinguished visitor with due hospitality. 

Baron von Holleben will spend a short time 
in New York before assuming the duties of his 
office at Washington. 

The new Minister was assigned to his pres- 
ent position to fill the place made vacant 
by the death of Count von Arco Valley. For 
the last eight years he has been stationed at To- 
kio, J apan, as the German Ambassador to that 
empire. For a long time previous to this his 
residence was in Buenos Ayres, where he occu- 
pied a similar position. He has been twenty 
years in the diplomatic service. 

Mr. von Waldhausen is at present chargé 
d’affaires at Tokio pending the appointment 
of Baron von Holieben’s successor.

SUSPICION THAT ITIS PALMED OFF 
‘FOR THE PURE ARTICLE, 


Dr. R. N. Tooker Found His Parchased 
Spring Water to Be Bogus— He Thinks 
All “Pure” Water Companies Should 
Be Made to Pay a License and That the 
City Should Inspect Their Goods—Ten 
Gallons of Lake Water for $1.50—What 
the Water Venders Say About It. 


There is a growing belief among those who 
have abandoned the use of lake water for 
drinking purposes, ‘and adopted the use of 
spring, distilled, and other waters, that they 
are paying for water which is nothing more 
or less than lake water. At present there is a 
decided aversion to the use bf lake water, and 
from all indications there are good grounds 
for fear. Physicians in all parts of Chicago 
have advised their patients and friends not to 
drink lake water, through which typhoid fever 
may be conveyed into their systems. 

Dr. R. N. Tooker, No. 268 Dearborn avenue, 
has spent much of his time analyzing the 
lake water and other drinking waters. In 
referring to the matter yesterday afternoon 
he said: 

There is no doubt that the lake water is 
impure, especially at the present time. It 
can never be made pure, unless the impuri- 
ties of the Chicago River are diverted to 
another source than Lake Michigan. Five 
hundred and sixty people have died from 
typhoid-fever during the month of January, 
which is five times as many as died during the 
same month last year from the same disease. 
It is safe to say that the water is responsible 
for this great increase, and the majority of 
people are fully awareof this fact. 

Upon the advice of their physicians and 
others they have abandoned lake water for 
drinking purposes, and areusingspring water 
and other waters which are known to be pure. 
The dealers find it impossible, or, at least, it 
is right to presume they must, to supply the 
great demand for pure water, but I have not 
heard any complain they could not obtain the 
waters. Many believe they are poying for 
water which is nothmg morethan lake water, 
and they consequently commence drinking 
lake water again, thus making themselves 
liable to all the dangers which may arise from 
the impurities it contains. 

* The wagons of many peddlers who sell 

‘pure’ water have been seen in the early 
morning m close proximity to the springs in 
Lincoin Park, and it is no wonder that sage. 
who are paying for water are becoming s 

It is but right that 
they should have some guarantee the 
water they are moe for is genuine. 

What rem would you suggest?“ 

There is but one way. That is, to compel 
all companies and individuals who sell different 

‘pure waters to pay a license. This would 
enable the city to employ inspectors, without 

a loss, to examine all vessels sup to con- 
tain pure water, and label them with an offl- 
cial stamp. Only in 1 way can 
the people be assured and it 
is.exceedingly important they should have as- 
surance, in order that they may prevent them- 
selves from danger by using other than lake 
water. 

A few days ages a certain insurance agent 
went to a large bui ee in Chicago to ex- 
amine it, the owners wishing to have it in- 
sured, He was shown through the place, but 
on the top floor the guide showed him into 
every place but a certain room, saying, in ex- 

lanation, that there was nothing in it but a 
ot of rubbish. The insurance agent de- 
clared he would have to examine, and the 
guide reluctantly opened the door Inside 
was a large iron tank running up to the roof, 
where lake water was emptied into it. The 
floor in question was used by a certain firm 
who are supposed to supply people with a ~ 
tain kind of spring water at $1.50 for ten gal- 
lons. This is but an instance to show 
largely the de2eption may be carried on. 


Should Have Used the Hydrant,

for ten gallons of distilled water that they 
didn’t have it. He told him he should have 
filled the vessel at the hydrant.

pure water are frauds. 

In glass bottles is the only way water can 
safely be carried and kept pure at the same 
time. The water which is sent out in tin cansor 
iron tanks cannot remain pure, and people 
may as well drink lake water. I belive dis- 
tilled water is the only water that is perfectly 
pure, and it is the only water | would recom- 
mend. People who cannot afford to buy dis- 
tilled water should atleast boil their water, 
which will kill the greater amount of impuri- 
ties. 

“T have given some study to the output of 

rtain spring that supplies a great deal of 
water e Chicago consumption and use in 
other places, I don’t believe the entire 
output is as great as the amount of water 
stored in Chicago alone as coming from 
there. 
Approve the License Idea. 

Numerous interviews with doctors, drug- 
gists, and agents of mineral and distilled 
waters support. the theory advanced by Dr, 
Tooker that great quantities of water sold as 
distilled are nothing short of every-day lake 
water. The doctors agree generally that the 
lake water is impure, and strongly advise that 
all drinkimg water other than  estab- 
lished table brands should be boiled 
before drinking. They do not deny 
either their belief that many of the alle 
manufactured waters are anything but what 
they are represented to be. Dr. Tooker’s 
idea of the government giving a license before 
venders can retail any mineral or distilled 


waters is indorsed by many practitioners. 


Some of the drug store men who do a large 
business in retailing the various mineral 
waters acknowledged that many of their 
customers frequently express doubts of the 
genuineness of the spring waters they pur- 


chase for table use, and express their belief 


that they are paying for lake water, pure and 
simple. It would not affect their business, 
they say, if licenses had to be obtained for 
the sale of the waters, and they would not be 
bothered by the insinuations of their cus- 
tomers. 

The proprietor of a — drug store on 
State street expressed Renna f as of the belief 
that most of the waters sold were positively 
what they were represented as being. 

The agents of the mineral and spring wa- 
ters are open in their declarations that im- 
pure water is bottled and sold for their genu- 
ine distilled stuff, and they do not hesitate to 
eee against their competitors that all 

their goods are not pure. A doubt as to their 
own stuff, however, causes much surprise, 
and a sample of it is put immediately before 
the doubting person, but, as a rule, he is per- 
fectly imcompetent to tell whether he1s drink- 
ing distilled or lake water.

‘Loxpon, Feb. 13.—Perhaps when Mr, Glad- 
stone returns to England Parliament will 
brighten up. It is to be devoutly hoped so, 
for this opening week at Westminster has beén 
unspeakably depressing. The speeches were 


all bad, and their manner was even worse.“ 


Save for a brief hour after dinner on Thurs- 
‘day, when some score of young Tory bloods 
in evening dress and drunk came in to cheer 


Mr. Chamberlain, and laugh boisterously at 


his cheapest jokes, this new session has borne 
a melancholy resemblance to a funeral.

Feateres of German Socialism. 

The feeling that there is no likelihood of war 
this year has now become so general that do- 
mestic politics in the various continental 
countries is assuming activity once more, with 
social questions more prominently in the 
front than ever. As usual in these days Ger- 
many exhibits the most satisfactory results 
of this renewed interest in home 
affairs and the Latin countries the worst. 
The new government loans taken up four 


times over in Berlin alone show financial 


solidity which scarcely another nation on the 
continent can rival, while the delegates in the 
Reichstag enforce a new and wide contrast 
between socialism in the empire and elsewhere 
in Europe. 

I pointed this out last May, when Germany

Stration led to no bloodshed or violence. Herr 


Bebel’s speech poiuted it out afresh yesterday, 
when it was reiterated over and over again

should the liberty, independence, and unity 
of the empire.be endangered. This undoubt- 
edly is the spirit? of his party, and 
it makes German _ gocialism intelligible. 


What shall one say of that hideous other so- 


cialism or anarchism in France, Spain, and 
Italy, which jeers at the idea of love of coun- 
try, denies all laws, and spreads its propa- 
ganda by throwing bombs among women 
and chilaren? It grows increasingly difficult 
to know what to say of it or how to deal with 
it. In a characteristically forcible and feeble 
way the Spanish Government has just rushed 
four Anarchists to the scaffold in breathless 
haste, but seems gnable to protect itself 


against the presence of scores of 
French and Italian agitators, who are 
openly organizing the slums of 


the Spanish cities in the ranks of disorder. 
In all the troubles of these three countries, 


and of Belgium, Holland, and Switzerland as 


well, the most notable feature of the agitation 
is its international character. In each land the 
most successful and dangerous organizers are 
foreigners. In Germany alone, one does not 
hear of alien Anarchists. Poland is rapidly 
forcing itself forward upon the consideration 
of neighboring nations as a problem of grave 
magnitude. 
Are Carrying Disease with Them. 

It is not alone that terrible international 
events threaten to agitate outside humanity, 
but the refugees are pouring over its 
frontiers by thousands, bringing with them 
a half-dozen different varieties of typhus, all 
peculiarly contagious and malignant. Ali the 
eastern towns of Germany and Austria are 
more exercised over this new infliction than 
they were during the influenza epidemic. Hos- 
pitals are being extemporized for these suffer- 
ing swarms of strangers and manned by the 
medical staffs of the various regiments, as 
naturally renewed attention is being paid to 
guarding the frontier. 

Yet despite this and the even more stren- 
uous efforts of the Russian authorities to pre- 
vent their escape the exodus of the Polish 
Jewish poor continues. They give incredible 
accounts of the horrors they left behind them 
where the army of occupation devoured every- 
thing like a cloud of locusts, and famine, 
pestilence, and anarchy desolate the land. 

Gen. Gourko has hastily gone to St. Peters- 
burg to confer with the Czar on the situation, 
and it is reported from Berlin that the remedy 
he suggests is moretroops. There are already 
some 400,000 quartered upon the unhappy 
kingdom, which is about the size of the State 
of New York. | 

Report of the Immigration Commission, 


1A short summary of the report of the United 


States Immigration committee, called here 
during the week, is devoted chiefly to the 
charge of the official exportation of criminals 
made against England, and Mr. Powderly’s 
theory that British destitution is 
due to the 22,000,000 acres of land 
lying idle for the amusement of the nobility. 
How far Commissioner Cross can justify his 
accusations of the shipping of convicts to 
America I don’t know. He told me last au- 
tumn of remarkable discoveries he had made 
at Glasgow and other ports, and seemed to be 
very sincere about the matter; but Mr. Puw- 
derly’s remarks as reported here are those of 
aman whom no government ought to impose 
upon another as acritic, and in self-defense 
should keep at home. His figures are gro- 
tesque and his reasoning is absurd. 

There is a good deal of land idle in sundry 
sections of England, but it has been aban- 
doned, like farms in Vermont, because it is 
worked out. Nobody can make a living on it. 
Of the nobility’s estates only an infinitesimal 
fraction is not under pasture or cultivation. 
It is the rents that they and other landlords 
impose and their ability to divert taxation 
from themselves to others which make life 
hard over here for the landless. The progress 
of the land nationalization sentiment, 
which is vastly greater than many imagine, 
may alter the tenure by which, land is held, 
but the most sweeping reform would only im- 
perceptibly increase England’s producing 
acreage. 

Return of Gen. Booth. 

One might have been pardoned any time 
this last month for forgetting that England 
lived under a parliamentary religion and an 
established church. First Cardinal Manning, 
then Charles Spurgeon died, and in dying 
stirred emotions of literally millions of En- 
glish people, which is more than the simul- 
taneous decease of a whole bench of Bishops 
could do. Just as the mourning for the sec- 
ond of these great non-conformists is put 
away a third makes a triumphant entry into 
London, and has received a popular greeting 
of really wonderful character. All the after- 
noon that great artery stretching from 
the Marble Arch to Holborn viaduct has been 
crowded. with scores of thousands of poor 
people waiting for or watching the monster 
Salvation Army parade in honor of the return 
of Gen. Booth from the Cape. 

The procession is a rather astonishing affair, 
but there is no doubt of the sympathetic tone 
of the vast majority of the spectators. What- 
ever polite watering-places may think, the Sal- 
vation Army is a tremendous and beneficent 
fact in the conciousness of London, and more 
people here are glad Booth 1s back than could 
be moved by any other imaginable personal

ROSSINI'S BIRTHDAY WILL BE 
WIDELY CELEBRATED. 


— 


Italian Government Has Appointed a Com- 
mission to Search for Interesting Facts 
About His Life—At the Maestro’s Birth- 
place, Pesaro, Festivities Will Last a 
Week—Return of the Royal Family to 
Society — Amusing Incident at Covent 

F Garden+General Stage Notes. 


Lonpon, Feb. 13.—On_ the last day of Feb- 
ruary the centenary of the birth of Rossini 
will be celebrated throughout Italy and gen- 
erally on the continent. A committee of lead- 
ing musicians, including Marchetti, Terziani, 
Pinelli, and Maldura, has been formed in 
Rome to carry out the arrangements. The 
government has decided to mark the occasion 
by the publication of the composer’s corre- 
spondence. Towards this end a special com- 
mission has been ‘allowed to search the ar- 
chives of the Paris Opera and the 
French Ministry of Fine 
interesting documents, especially if likely to 
throw any light upon the puzzle and mystery 
of Rossini’s life—his thirty-nine years’ abso- 
lute silence in composition after the comple- 
tion of William Tell.“ In this connection 
it is worthy of remark that in a recently pub- 
lished musical work by an English writer, Mr. 
Weber, organist of the German Chapel Royal 
in London, the explanation is given that Ros- 
sini made a vow never again to write a note 
of music, because he despaired of ever attain- 
ing the heights of musical perfection reached 
by Beethoven and Mozart. It will be inter- 
esting to see whether his letters confirm this 
explanation of the problem. 

At Pesaro, the maestro’s birthpiace, the 
festivities will last a week or more. The 
musical fetes will include performances of 
William Tell“ and L’Amico Fritz.“ his- 
torical concerts and competitions for local and 
foreign musicians, In addition there will be 
an exhibition of the wines of the district and 
a cattle show. The townspeople of Pesaro 
have resolved to purchase the cottage where 
Rossini was born and conyert if into a mu- 
seum. At Venice; where many of the mas- 
ter's works were first produced, besides 
operatic representations there will be a water 
carnival. At Turin a grand performance of 
the Stabat Mater is announced. 

Paris will observe the centenary by a per- 
formance of “ William Tell.“ Some disap- 
pointment is = that no move has so far been 
made in London to mark the occasion, and it is 
hoped that somethmg may yet be done. 
Even in Italy there are, however, signs of a 
decadence of the pure Italian school repre- 
sented by Rossini. Last year the production 
of the new works was far below the average, 
and the leading Italian composers, Verdi, 
Botto, Mascagni, and others, are slowly follow- 
ing in the footsteps of the advanced school. 

Amusing Incident at Covent Garden. 

An incident arising from the masked balls 
given at the Covent Garden Theater led to a 
hearing in the police court Thursday last. 
These balls have been the liveliest events given 
‘in London for a long time. The friskiest 
actresses frequent these entertainments. It is 
also the custom for many parties of ladies, 
wearing dominues, protected by their hus- 
bands or brothers, to make short visits to the 
theater, where they watch the mad whirl of 
gayety from the boxes. Wednesday a man 
named Lowther, who had been an occupant of 
a box, was summoned to appear in court to 
answer a charge of assaulting policemen. The 
evidence showed’ that Lowther and his party 
haa with them a lay figure dressed 
as an old,gentleman. Attention was drawn 
to the box by the. eccentric tricks of the old 
man and the ludicrous poses he assumed, all 
directed of course by those controlling the 
figure. Finally a row occurred in the box, 
the old man evidently becoming incensed 
with the treatment accorded him. Of course 
those who were notin the secret thought the 
old man was a'ive, and there was great excite- 
ment and consternation when finally Lowther 
seized him and hurled him headlong from the 
box. When some of the people on the floor 
ran to his assistance they were chagrined to 
find that he was only a “‘ stuffed ’’ man. Many 
of them treated the matter as a joke and had 
a hearty laugh over the manner in which they 
had been fooled. Others, however, who did 
not have a very keen sense of the ridiculous 
insisted that their perturbed feelings could 
only be calmed by the expulsion of the offend- 
ers. Consequently constables were sent to 
the box and Mr. Lowther, who had fired“ 
the old man, was requested to retire. This he 
declined to do, and when the constables at- 
tempted to eject him he struck them. The 
result was the issuing of the summons. When 
the matter came up Thursday the magis- 
trate refused to regard the case seriously. He 
intimated that little else was to be expected at 
such an entertainment at 3 o’clock in the 
morning. The lacerated feelings of the bob- 
bies did not receive much consideration 
from the magistrate, for he merely bound Mr. 
Lowther in the sum of £5 to keep the peace to- 
ward her Majesty’s liege subjects.

Oscar Wilde’s new play, tamely named “ Lady 
Windermere’s Fan,“ will be produced next 
Saturday at St. James’ Theater. It is under. 
stood that the interest lies mainly with the 
female characters, ‘The Great Metropolis” 
was produced at the Princess Thursday even- 
ing with immense success, and a twelve 
months’ run is confidentially predicted by the 
dehghted management. London has had 
plenty of melodrama lately, but nothing so 
highly spiced as The Great Metropolis “ has 
been witnessed here for some years past. The 
play has been adapted for the British stage by 
Messrs. Terriss and Neville, who think so 
highly of their work that they have not con- 
sidered it necessary to put the name of 
the original American author on the bill.

Liberal Party Shows No Snap—Parnellites 
Are Tiforns in Gladstone's Side. 
ISPECIAG CABLE. | 

Lonpon, Feb. 13.—In the first week the par- 
liamentary battle is joined and the general 
plan of campaign begins to shape itself. It is 
evident the attack upon the government is 
much weaker than was anticipated. The 
Gladstonians have been boasting for months 
of the awful things they meant to do when 
Parliament met, and now when the time has 
come for action they seem disposed to run off 
the field altogether. This is disappointing to 


many of the party. who were led to 
believe that a big fight was impend- 
ing. The only fighting thus far 


done has been by their arch enemy, Mr. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, waose raking fire is all the 
more annoying because it is kept up from 
theirown ranks, Mr. Chamberlain will per- 
sist in sitting among them while accusing 
them of every political erime known to man. 

It is a state of affairs never seen in Parlia- 
ment since Benjamin Disraeli from the Tory 
benches poured in hot shot upon his leader, 
Sir Robert Peel. 5 

Another thing made lear is that the two 
Irish parties have made and intend to make 


no approach ta -<Reeewliation. More- 
over, ons of them, the Parnellites, 
led by Mr. John Richards, is fully 


determined to force Mr. Gladstone hard on 
the home-rule question, They will insist on 
knowing the details of his new scheme, and 
thus far Mr. Gladstone has absolutely de- 
clined to give any information on the subject. 
It willbe very awkward if a considerable 
section of the Irish party in Parliament per- 
sist in backing up the demands of the Con- 
servatives for the particulars of the projected 
bill, for should they be refused they will see 
that Mr. Gladstone cannot possibly settle the 
home-rule question and they will not support 
him at the next election. Thus the late Mr. 
Parnell’s followers will be able to exact venge- 
ance for the death of their chief, and they 
seem fully resolved to do it. The MeCarthy- 
ites are all in favor of letting Mr. Gladstone 
get back to power and then making such 
terms with him as may be deemed necessary. 
The Parnellites insist on having the terms 
signed, sealed, and delivered beforehand. 

As the critical hour approaches Mr. Glad- 
stone finds himself unable to satisfy his Irish 
allies, whose united support is indispensable 
tohim. This accounts for Mr. Chamberlain’s 
shriek of triumph over his former colleagues 
Thursday night. At the eleventh hour, there- 
fore,dismay begins secretly to make itself 
visible in the Gladstonian ranks. Will their 
leader insist on preserving the supremacy of 
the British Parliament? If so, his Irish allies 
will not accept his bill. If not, the English 
people will throw him and his bill overboard. 
Mr. Gladstone’s calculation was that he could 
get elected before divulging his great 
secret, but Mr. John Redmond requires full 
and complete explanation. If Gladstone can- 
not parry this he may as well renounce all 
hopes of getting into power again. Radical 
forces have been in good attendance all the 
week, but chey are rather cast down at the 
tactics of their leaders, and the Old Man him- 
self will be obliged to come back in a hurry. 

Lord Randolph Churchill has not turned up 
at all thus far, but he has got into a rather 
ugly controversy with his constituency, 
who are not satisfied with the way he 
has represented them. They asked if 
they nominated him again, would he support 
the Conservative party. He replied he would 
give the same support as he had done ever 
since he entered Parliament. Looking back 
on the events of the last five years this answer 
does not satisfy his constituency, and they call 
for better guarantees of good behavior, The 
Randolphia stock has sunk very low, but still 
it is not conceivable that he should long seek 
in vain for a seatin Pariiament..

LABOR QUESTION IN AUSTRALASIA, 


Colored Labor Is Necessary for the Cul- 
tivation of the Sugar Crop. 
[®PECIAL CABLE. | 

BrisBang, Feb. 13.—A remarkable mani- 
festo on the colored labor question, signed by 
the Premier, the Hon. Sir Samuel Walker 
Griffith, K. C. M., was published this morn- 
ing. 

It begins by stating that the attention of 
the government has been repeatedly directed 
to the unsatisfactory condition of the sugar 
industry through the difficulty of obtaining 
Suitable labor. It continues that the revival 
of this great industry would result in the res- 


toration of prosperity to the colony. 
“There are only two alternatives,” it 
adds. “First, to allow the industry to 


struggle on until a sufficient European 
population is introduced, with the result that 
this course will greatly diminish or extinguish 
the sugar proddction of Queensland. Second, 
to take action to bridge over the interval be- 
fore the change of system could be brought 
into operation by making provision for the 
supply of labor. . 

Tbe only labor which is available for this 
interval is that of the Polynesians, which is 
less open to objection than to other colored 
labor.“ 

The government proposes to adopt the 
second alternative and resume the admission 
of Polynesians as plantation laborers for a 
period of ten years.

He Will Be Head of the Genpral Staff of 
the French Ministry of the Marine—In- 
teresting Report to the French Acade- 
my by the Prince of Monaco of Experi- 
ments Made to Determine the Direction 
of North Atlantic Ocean Cufrents—Gen. 
Hafsford's Suicide—Americans in Paris, 
(SPECIAL CABLE.) | 

Paris, Feb. 13.—Admiral Gervais, com- 
mander of the French fleet which visited St. 
Petersburg in the summer, was installed 
yesterday in anew and important office, the 
head ofthe general staff of the Ministry of 
Marine. The Admiral’s task will be to study 
the naval forces of foreign powers and to 
gather reports of every kind on this 
subject and also establish archives in 
which every kind of information that the 
Naval Department may need and be easily and 
quickly found. The Admiral will also be 
charged with the coast guard works, particu- 
larly in and around the naval ports, and with 
gathering information about all puch places, 
also about the naval armaments of France. 
This office is to be a new and permanent link 
between the Ministers of Marine, War, and 
the Colonies; in short, Admiral Gervais will 
be Lord High Admiral in everything but the 
name. The Admiral knows thoroughly the 
naval resources of Great Britain, having been 
naval attaché to the Russian Embassy. 

The Prince of Monaco sent aß interesting 
report yesterday to the French Academy in 
regard to experiments which he has made 
during the past ten years with the view of as- 
certaining the speed of North Atlantic cur- 
rents. The Prince had 1670 large bottles en- 
cased in tin copper thrown into the sea at dif- 
ferent points of the ocean between Europe 
and America, two hundred and twenty six 
of which have been returned to 
him by the governments of the various 
countries upon the shores of which they 
drifted, and progress has been nated of suffi- 
cient.accuracy to lead to the conviction that 
the movement of the upper part of the water 


is circular, the center being to the west of the 


Azores. The tide of the Atlantic descends the 
coast of Africa, running in a westerly direc- 
tion and flowing towards Bermuda, whence it 
turns eastward. The speed at which the bottles 
have traveled averages four miles in the twenty- 
four hours, although at some points it attained 
a speed of six miles. In the western half of 
the circle the rapidity was the greatest. The

Chicago Bankers Look with Disfavor on 
Mr. Kennett’s Idea, 

The idea of listing gold on the New York 
Stock Exchange, as proposed by F. J. Kennett 
of Kennett, Hopkins & Co., does not not meet 
with much favor among Chicago bankers. It 
is considered a stock-jobbmg scheme. One 
banker expressed the opinion that the New 
York Exchange will be too patriotic to place 
the money standard of the country where it 
will be subject to fluctuations and to the at- 
tacks of speculators.

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EDUCATION BILL. 


CAUSES INDIGNATION AND PRO- 
TEST THROUGHOUT RUSSIA. 


Prof, Virchow Calls It “a Disgraceful Ab- 
 erration of the Human Intellect "—Mu- 
nicipal Authorities of Berlin by Vote 
of 95 to 14 Petition Against the Bill's 
Enactment—A Congress of German 
University Professors Formed to Pro- 
test Against Such Paternalism.

Buntax, Feb. 13.— The committee to which 
was referred the Sectarian (primary) Educa- 
tion bill submitted by the government to the 
Reichstag has during the last week, the first 
week of its sittings, dealt with thirteen of the 
clauses of that measure, but has reserved con- 
sideration of the sections relating to questions 
of religion. These clauses, with the post- 
ponéd sections which form the kernel of the 
measure, will be taken up next week, when 
it will be seen whether the government has 

courage to defy the popular opposition 
which is led by the most eminent mea in 
Germany. The Liberal coalition appears 
to have gained the advantage in the com- 
mittee by securing the passage of the pro- 
posals submitted by Herr Rickert reaffirming 
the principle of state control of the schools. 
Minister Zedlitz considered that the declara- 
tion did not affect the concessions of the state 
in the direction of clerieal supervision, and he 
offered no resistance to the amendment, which 
was only opposed by the Centerist, or church, 
party. Herr Rickert next tried to get the 
committee to fix five full hours weekly as the 
maximum time to be devoted to the religious 
instruction. On this practical question the 
Conservatives and Centerists were all alive 
and they united to bring about its rejection. 
This is regarded as a bad omen, for the suc- 
cess of any of the other proposed modifica- 
tion of the religious clauses. The. Clericals 
gave notice of several amendnients giving the 
clergy even greater control than is now pro- 
vided for in the bill. t 

In the meanwhile the protests against the 
measure grow in number and importance. 
The municipal authorities of Berlin by a vote 
of 95 to 14 adopted a petition to the Landtag 
against the bill, and the Burgomasters of the 
Rhenish towns have decided to protest against 
it. A great congress of the professors of 
Berlin, Halle, Bonn, Göttingen, and other 
university towns has been convened here to 
pass an appeal to the government to withdraw 
the measure. 

At Frankfort-on-Main the teachers have 
been disseminating fierce attacks on the bill, 
quoting Prof. Virchow's phrase that it is àa 
disgraceful aberration of the human intel- 
lect. These teachers have been warned that 
they will be put under the discipline of the 
law if they continue their aggressive criticism. 
Public meetings have been held in every pop- 
ulous center in Prussia to protest against the 
bill, and even consérvative districts are de- 
claring in favor of modifications, 


Why European Fleets Are Going to the 
Levant. 

The joint movements of the Dreibund’s 
squadrons in the Levant are due to the diplo- 
matic warfare over the Sultan’s investiture of 
the Khedive. France and Russia are urging 
the Sultan to refuse investiture unless the 
Khedive proceeds to Constantinople, when, if 
he does go, all the squadrons of the guaran- 
teeing powers will accompany him from 
Alexandria to the Dardanelles. Thus, as giv- 
ing a manifestation that Egypt is u vassal of 
the Porte and that England has no preponder- 
ance in Egypt, the Khedive is inclined to go 
to Constantinople, although his predeceasors 
were invested at Cairo, 

The Khedive shows other symptoms of be- 
ing inclined to kick against the English 
régime. The Foreign Office here is of the 
opinion that English diplomacy will win and 
that the Khedive will be invested at Cairo. 
He will then be permitted ina little time 
afterward to go to Constantinople to pay 
homage to the Sultan. 

The semi-official press predicts that Lord 
Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone will tighten the 
British hold on Egypt if the Khedive tries to 
rely on France and Russia. 


German Newspapers Abuse 
States, 

A number of German papers join a section 
of the English press in rancorous abuse of the 
United States for the latter power’s treatment 
of Chile. The cause is not far to seek, It is 
jealousy of the extension of American influ- 
erice in South America, which is leading to a 
loss of German trade. This trade is already 
diminishing wherever it has met American 
competition. 

Court Ball a Brilliant Affair. 

Prince Frederick Leopold has been confined 
to his bedroom for a week with influenza, but 
he is recovering. These illnesses, together 
with those of several other members of the 
imperial household, have not hindered the 
court fétes.

Drowned In an Amber Mine. 

A dispatch received from Konigsberg, East 
Prussia, reports a peculiar and fatal accident 
that has occurred near that place. The Gov- 
ernment of Konigsberg is bounded on the 
north by the Baltic, and along the shores of 
this sda is obtained a large proportion of the 
world’s supply of amber, This substance is 
there partly cast up by the sea, partly ob- 
tained by means of nets, and partly dug out 
of a bed of bituminous wood, Last night an 
exceedingly heavy sea was running in the 
Baltic and the high waves swept far 
inland past their usual bounds. Close 
to the shore near Palmnicken, a 
smail fishing town, is an amber miné in which 
a number of men were working. They of 
course had no knowledge of the fact that the 
rising tide was bringing the heavy seas in 
dangerous proximity to the entrance to the 
mine; in fact, such a condition of affairs was 
never dreamed of.

We have 
selected as the first woman to honor in such 
a way Mary Washington, because we know 
from what her son said of her that she wasa 
remarkable and capable woman. We know 
that it was her high thoughts and noble mind- 
edness imparted to her son that set him as a 
standard for true nobility of character. It 
was to her active interference and her strong 
colonial spirit that we owe the fact that we 
have a country and a George Washington, 
because his elder brother sought to 
induce him to join the english 
navy, and would have succeeded had the 
mother not determinedly opposed the idea. 

Without George Washington we cannot 
well conjecture what the result would have 
been for the United States and freedom. 
Therefore, we have concluded to honor that 
good mother, and see no better way of doing 
it than erecting on ber neglected grave a mon- 
ument that shall endure forever and teach to 
the mothers of coming generations what they 
may accomplish in molding the characters of

SAYS THE NOTES ARE PERFECTLY GOOD. 


Those Providence Bank Bills That Were 
Signed with a Stamp. 

Provipence, R. I., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
Word was received here today that the banks 
at Battle Creek, Mich., have discovered $5 
notes of the Mechanics’ National Bank of this 
city in circulation with the names of the offi- 
cers stamped on them instead of being writ- 
ten, in violation of the law. The cashier of 
the bank says that the notes of his bank in 
circulation are genuine and that it is impos- 
sible to call them in because they are so wide- 
ly scattered. He says that in response to the 
request of the Controller of the Currency an 
attempt was made to call them in. He also 
insists that the notes of two-thirds of the na- 
tional banks in the country are signed with 
stamps and that the signature is seldom con- 
sidered in detecting counterfeits.

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BAD TEMPER SHOWN. 


PERSONAL REMARKS MADE IN THE 
IOWA LEGISLATURE. 


Senator Perry Insinuates That Finn's Habits 
Are Not Those a Prohibitionist Should 
Possess and Angry Words Are the Nat- 
ural Result — Hill Continues to Capture 
the Delegates to the Cenvention — Will 
Not (Change the Date—Other Political 


Matters. 


Des Motnzs, Ia., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—The 
discussion of the Schmidt bill in the Senate 
this afternoon descended at times to the jus- 
tice-court style of argument. In the heat of 
debate epithets were freely bandied about that 
would have been far more in place in a bar- 
room than ia the Senate Chamber today be- 
fore a large audience. As usual the galleries 
were filled with men and boys, and the 
claquers cheered every sarcastic answer which 
the speaker gave to questions which were pro- 
pounded to him, while Lieut.-Gov. Bestow, 
who was in the chair, did not attempt to con- 
trol them. His gavel lay idly on his desk and 
he did not try to represa a smile when Senator 
Perry particularly singled out Senator Finn 
as the object of his ridicule. 

Just after the opening of the session Sena- 
tor Finn arose to a questjon of privilege. He 
held in his hand the petition for the pardon of 
Munchrath which had been sprung by Sena- 
tor Shields in his speech yesterday. He said 
that the statement that 1 a few pencil lines 
had been drawn through his signature was 
false. 3 

„There it is!“ he exclaimed, holding up the 
petition, there is my signature erased and 
obliterated by a spot almost as black as the 
record of the Democratié party.“ 

In the afternoon Senator Perry had the 
floor in support of the Schmidt bill, and it 
was evident from the outset that he had 
planned to do up“ Senator Finn. Each 
time he went after him, however, he found 
the gentleman from Taylor County on hand. 
His first thrust was to scoff at Finn's cham- 
pionship of the Prohibition law on the ground 
of morality, Senator Finn came back at him 
with the reminder that gentlemen on the floor 
of the Senate should adhere to the truth. A 
little further on Senator Perry said with a 
sarcastic inflection that the color of Finn’s 
face showed that he was a prohibitionist. 
Finn jumped to his feet with the retort, ** the 
difference between the color n my face and 
that in Senator Perry’s is the difference be- 
tween the hue of health and the color of a 
rum blossom.” 

A Disreputable Squabble. 

Senator Perry continued to refer to Senator 
Finn as an alleged prohibitionist until the lat- 
ter again sprung to his feet with the question: 
Does the Senator from Monroe think that 
he can make this Senate believe that he is a 
prohibitionist in his personal habits?’’ and 
then without waiting for a rejoinder he added: 
If he does, [don’t want him to blow his 
breath in my direction.“ 

Senator Perry replied: “I can imagine 
Senator Finn out on the highways and by- 
ways when he would give half a dollar to 
breathe the breath of a man who had just 
come out of a saloon,“ and so the bandying 
of epithets continued until many of the Sena- 
tors became disgusted and hid themselves in 
the cloak-rooms, It pleased the galleries, 
however, and the whole show of the afternoon 
seemed to be for their benefit. 

Senator Hager was the orator of the morn- 
ing session. He is a new member, and this 
was his maiden speech, but it was an able one, 
and was complimented by both Democrats 
and Republicans. He said that the Demo- 
crats, by their attitude in opposition to resub- 
mission, declared that they feared to have the 
question go back to the people for their an- 
swer. The Republicans were not afraid of the 
people, and if they should declare for the re- 
peal of the law the Republicans would respect 
their wishes. Those who had argued that 
Iowa was not advancing as neighboring States 
had neglected, he said, to speak of the great 
agricultural advancement of the State, of the 
high position it held in educational institu- 
tions, in church, and in the low per cent of 
illiteracy among its people. lowa was not to 
be compared in regard to temperance with 
the countries of the Oid World, for lowa was 
trying to lead the way to better things. 

He had not the honor of the acquaintance 
of Gov. Boies. He had never heard him make 
a public address except on the occasion of his 
recent inauguration, but he had read the 
speeches he lad delivered. He had read the 
speech he delivered in New York when he 
slandered his own State. He could forgive 
him for this if he had not gone out to the ruin- 
swept town of Cherokee and said that the 
saloonkeepers could look up to a higher law 
to justify their damnable traffic. He then re- 
ferred to the omission of the local option 
plank from the platform adopted by the Dem- 
ocrats at Ottumwa and said that after the 
platform had been published they patched it 
up and then laid the fault of the omission 
upon the little red-headed typewriter girl who 
copied it, 

In Defense of the Bill, 

In the afternoon Senator Perry spoke in 
behalf of the Schmidt bill. Heis a new mem- 
ber, but has gained some prominence by the 
authorship of the resolutions censuring 
Speaker Mitchell, which passed the Senate 
under the gag rule after a heated debate. 
When he was not trying to stir up Senator 
Finn he was arguing on much the same lines 
followed by the other Democratic members. 
He referred to the present law and said it was 
responsible for the failure of Iowa to show 
the percentage of increase in population and 
wealth that adjoining States have shown. He 
said the Legislature of 1855, which enacted the 
first Prohibition law, was not Democratic, but 
had a majority in opposition to that party, and 
it was the same islature that elected 
James Harlan to the United States Senate, 
and when the Republicans repealed the prohi- 
bition against ale, wine, and beer as a party 
necessity, they enacted the only license law 
ever enacted in this State. He said the peo- 
ple had spoken on this subject. They had 
twice elected Horace Boies Governor on a 
platform asking for a repeal of the Prohibi- 
tion law. 

If the Prohibition law was not repealed 
Boies could carry the State by 25,000 majority 
on the Presidential ticket, and he would carry 
it anyhow even if the law was repealed. In 
conclusion, he said that if the Schmidt bill 
passed Iowa would not have one-tenth the 
number of saloons it now has, the liquor sold 
would be of better quality, the number of 
court costs would be reduced, and the saloons 
would be made to pay their por. 
tion of the expenses, the game 
as any other legitimate business, and 
Iowa would advance instead of being as it is 
today behind adjoining States in the percent- 
age of increase of population and of wealth. 
At the close of Senator Perry’s speech the fur- 
ther consideration of the Schmidt bill was 
2 oned until next Tuesday, when Senator

One Delegate 


Aunany, N. V., Feb. 13.—[Special. ]—While 
the indignation against the tactics of Senator 


Hill continues to spread among Democrats, 
Senator Hill quietly manipulates the caucus 
and convention machinery from this city 
or New York and captures the delegates. 
There is no doubt now of his having supreme 
control of the State convention which meets 
here on Washington’s birthday. Of a dozen 
or more caucusés and county conventions 
held yesterday and today, Cleveland secured 
but one town in Ulster County. The Tioga 
and Orleans County conventions declared for 
Hiil, and Jefferson County, the home of 
Flower, congratulated Flower and indorsed 
Hik. 1 n Steuben the delegates were instruct- 
ed for Hill. In fact, it seemed that nothmg 
but indorsements for Hill came from any sec- 
tion. Towns in Cayuga, Greene, Otsego, and 
Monroe added to the Hill column. 

KineHAMTON, N. X., Feb. 13.-—| Special. }— 
George F. O' Neil, Tammany boss for Broome 
County, sums up the prospect for the midwin- 
ter convention by saying: Cleveland is not 
init this year. The convention will be so 
solid for Hill that Cleveland will not get a 
delegate. After the convention there will be 
no Cleveland men. The movement that found 
expression in the Cooper Union meeting will 
sink out of sight in business affairs.

of next month. Baron Fava, when he

CONFERENCE ON THE WOOL BILL. 


Agreement to Reduce Rates of Duty on 
Manufactured Goods, 

Wasasrveton, D. C., Feb. 13.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee held another conference on the 
Springer wool bill today. The result was an 
agreement on the rates of duty to be imposed 
on manufacturers of wool. The committee 
reduces all duties below 40 per cent under the 
present law as well as those above 40 per cent. 


The agreement reached has yet to 
be voted on as a whole. The” great- 
est rate of duty provided for 18 


45 per cent on ready made elothing, dolmans, 
jackets, ulsters, and wearing apparel, on 
which, under the present law, 60 per cent duty 
is imposed. The greatest reduction made 
from the 40 per cent duty under the Mills bill 
is in cheap blankets, woolen hats, and flan- 
nels for underwear, the duty on which is cut 
down to 25 per cent. The agreement by para- 
graphs if as follows: 


On woolen and worsted yarns 35 percent. The 
rate under the McKinley law is 6 0 per cent, 
being on yarns valued. at more than 40 cents a 
pound. 

On woolen or worsted cloths, shawls, knit fab-

On clothing, ready made, and articles of wear- 
ing apparel of every description, cloaks, dolmans, 
jackets, and other outside karments for ladies’ 
and children’s apparel 45 per cent ad valorem. 
The McKinley rate is 60 per cent. 

On woolens, linings, suspenders, braces, belt- 
ings, bindings, braids, calicos, fringes, gimps, 
cords, cords and tassels, dress trimmings, laces, 
and embroideries, buttons, head-nets, 40 per cent 
ad valorem. ‘The present rate is 60 per cent. 

On carpets of all descriptions, druggets 
carpetines, mats, rugs, screens, covers, art squares, 
and other portions of carpets, 30 per cent, as 
against the present rate of 40 per cent on all ex- 
cept carpets and carpeting not specially provided 
for, which is placed at 50 per cent under the Mc- 
Kinley law. 

In addition there are of course no per pound 
or per square yard duties imposed, these be- 
ing what are known as compensatory duties, 
given because of duty on wool, which it is 
proposed now to admit free. 


UTAH WANTS SELF-GOVERNMENT. 


Arguments Before the Senate Committee— 
Oppression by the Commission. 

Wasuincton, D. C., Feb. 13.—The Senate 
Committee on Territories this morning gave 
another hearing toa delegation from Utah in 
favor of the Senate billto give Utah the right 
of self-government, such as other Territories 
have. C. C. Richards of Ogden accused the 
Commission of appointing persons of-doubt- 
ful respectability as registers and judges 
of elections, which resulted in the perpetra- 
tion of the boldest frauds. Continuing, Mr. 
Richards said: 

The gondition of affairs is such as might have 
been expected from the hands of strangers. The 
commission, from the first time it-came into 
Utah until now, has never lost an opportunity to 
deprive the people of their sacred rights, and 
when protest was made they rushed before the 
people of the country with some hideous night- 
mare to arouse the public prejudice against the 
people of the Territory. 

At this point Senator Davis Sa:: Do you 
mean by that that Senators Ramsey and Pad- 
dock have been engaged in that sort of 
work?“ 

Me do, most decidedly,” said Mr. Rich- 
ards, 

Speaking upon the judicial system, he said 
the people looked upon the courts as enemies 
rather than as friendly arbitrators. He de- 
nied that polygamy existed in the Territory, 
and thought the people were as law-abiding as 
any in the country. F. C. Richards of Salt 
Lake City also addressed the committee in 
favor of the bill. 

The House Committee on Territories today 
heard an argument by Horace Speed, District 
Attorney of Oklahoma, in favor of the Harvey 


Territory an open recognized hostility to the. 
United States, which manifested itself in sev- 
eral ways, and he read from a newspaper the 
charge by Judge Parker at Fort Smith toa 
jury to the effect that hostility to Uunited 
States deputy marshals in the Indian 
Territory was notorious and could be taken 
judicial cognizance of in a trial for the mur- 
der of them. ‘There was in the Indian Terri- 
tory more crime and more murder than in 
any other agricultural section of the United 
States of equal size and population. for the 
protection of life and property it was neces- 
sary to provide a system of government and 
courts by which trials could be secured in the 
districts in which crimes were committed and 
by local juries. He declared that in Okla- 
homa criine had been repressec as soon as 
they secured ¢his right.. He said_ there was 
nothing in our treaties with the Indians to 
prevent the Territory from becoming a State. 


MAKING SILVER A SPECIAL ORDER. 


One Hundred and Twenty Signatures to 
the Petition—Sentiment Against It. 
WasHuincton, D. C., Feb. 13.—The silver 
men have secured about 120 names to their 
petition asking that the silver bill be made a 
special order for the House. None but Dem- 
ocrats who it 1s believed will be for free coin- 
age are being asked to sign. About fifteen of 
those to whom the petition has been handed 
declined to sign on one ground or another. 
Some have said that they thought it was giv- 
ing undue prominence to the silver issue 
nd making it paramount to the tariff 
question; and others that they thought it 
might embarrass the Speaker. ‘Lhe silver 
men say that notwithstanding statements to 
the contrary they are confident of their ability 
to secure consideration for the bill. They are 
determined to put every man in the House on 
record on the question. With this object if 
any disposition should be made apparent to 
defeat a vote on the bill they will move its 
passage under the suspension of the rules, 
when an opportunity offers. There is a senti- 
ment among many members of the House, 
including some unquestioned ‘free coinage 
men, in favor of an early report of the tariff 
bills from the Ways and Means committee, 
and of keeping them before the country so as 
to prevent giving undue prominence to the 
silver question.

The reduced balance is due to recent heavy 
disbursements, including $7,000,000 on account 
of pensions, and $1,000,000 on account of re- 
fund of direct tax collected from Kentucky 
and Maryland. 

For States to Borrow Money.

THEY RODE OFF THE INDIAN PONIES. 


Three Boys Arrested for Stealing Two of 
Them from the Reservation. 

MritwavKkeg, Wis., Feb, 13.—[Special.}]— 
Deputy United States Marshal Buckley brought 
Grant Hottenstein and Charles Malby from 
Shawano this afternoon to answertoa charge 
of stealing ponies fromthe Indian reservation. 
The defendants are boys about 18 of years age, 
andit is charged that with a companion, who 
cannot be found, they went onto the reserva- 
tion and stole four Indian ponies. Ridmg them 
off thereservation they met an old Indian and 
his squaw returning from town. The Indian 
thought he recognized one of the ponies, and 
remarked to his wife that he believed it was 
his pony. Theold lady concurring in his 
opinion, he hastily unhitched one of his borses 
from the wagon, mounted, and gave chase. 
The boys rode for all the ponies were worth, 
but the Indian’s horse was too fast, and he 
overtook them ufter a chase of several miles, 
and they surrendered his pony. The other 
they rode to Milwaukeeand sold. They repre- 
sented themselves to be cowboys and dressed 
as such, After selling the ponies they disap- 
peared and no trace of them was discovered 
untila few days ago, when they returned to

Farmer Fuller of Antrim County Operated 
an Illicit Still. 

Granp Raprps, Mich., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
The revenue officers are awakening to the 
fact that in the lumber counties of Lower 
Michigan there is more or less moonshining 
gomg on. Charles W. Fuller and son Lewis 
of Echo Township, Antrim County, were be- 
fore Commissioner McQuewan this morning, 
charged with running an unregistered still. 
| The old man was held to the grand jury in the 
sum of $1,000, which he announced he could 
not give. The boy was discharged, but prob- 
ably will be arrested on another charge 
Thursday. Deputy Revenue Collector 
Slosson and Marshal Clarke of Grand 
Rapids made a descent on the Fullers’ 
isolated farm and found several barrels of 
“mash” ready to be distilled, but did not 
find the still itself. They arrested Fuller and 
his son and brought them here. At the ex- 
amination Jacob Waybo, a boy about 16 
years old, swore that he had seen the still in 
operation. He worked for Fuller about two 
weeks, and the still was running most of that 
time. He had also purchased some of the 
stuff which had made him intoxicated. 
Thomas R. Joynt also testified to having seen 
the still in operation and described it, Elias 
Burns had also seen the still operating, and 
had often purchased liquor from the Fullers. 
Fuller claims that the mash was for the pur- 
pose of making vinegar, and the malt found 
was ground fox grass used for pig feed. The 
government claims to have a good deal o 
evidence not yet made public.

MYSTIC, IA., IN A BAD WAY. 


Manipulation of Iowa Central Freight 
Rates Badly Pinches the Town, 

Orrumwa, Ia., Feb. 13.— [Special. — The 
papers are now being prepared in a case which 
is to be presented to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners for arbitration. The decision will virt- 
ually determine the existence of Mystic, Ia. 
A month ago all the mines about Mystic were 
flooded with orders and in active operation. 
There are eighteen of these mines and the 
prospérity of the town is based upon them. 
Over 500 operatives were at work and every- 
body had money. 

Now every mune is idle, the miners are look- 
ing into a hopeless future, real-estate values 
are wiped out, and business depressed. The 
change was brought about by a little manipu- 
lation of freight rates by the lowa Central of- 
ficials. The market for Mystic coal is at Ma- 
son City, St. Paul, and Minneapolis. The 
route for its delivery heretofore has been to 
Moravia, thence to the lowa Central and over 
the short-line route to the points above men- 


tioned. A few days ago the lowa Cen- 
tral announced that it could not take 
freight on its line to points also on 


the Milwaukee for less than the rate charged 
by the Miiwaukee, which latter route is 125 
miles further than the Central Short line. 
This increased the jprice of the Mystic 
output to a figure beyond that of the Center- 
ville and Forbush coal output. The result 
was demoralizing, and caused a shut-down at 
once, month ago coal shipments from 
Mystie amounted to 1,200 cars a month; now 
they are running below 200a month. The 
operators are doimy their best to induce the 
Central people to restore the old rate and con- 
veniences from Mystic or Moravia transfer, 
but as yet have met with but little success, 
An appeal will be taken to the Railroad Com- 
mission, and in the meantime a good deal of 
hardship is likely to result.

The nail will be so made as to form the 
back or cross:bar for a brooch, which is to be 
the coat of arms of Montana, reproduced in 
native gold, without a trace of alloy in its 
composition, The shield will be of gold and 
the symbolical figures will be made of the 
same metal, but of different colors. The wa- 
terfall in the foreground will be of light col- 
ored gold sunk into the shield, and the plow 
and pick standing at the foot of the fails will 
be of the darker shade, as will be the back- 
ground or relief.

THE CONGRESSIONAL VISIT. 
The visit of Congressmen to Chicago upon 


interesting features of the World’s Fair 
scheme from the municipal point of view. It 
will be mutually advantageous. It will acquaint 
Congressmen with Chicago, if such an ac- 
quaintanee be needed. It will also acquaint 
Chicago with the Congressmen. Both will 
have a good time, the latter particularly, as 
they need not be sensitive about accepting all 
the courtesies and invitations Chicago will 
offer. It is the citizens of Chicago who 
originated and ‘extended the invitation and 
who will pay the expenses, not the local 
directors or any of the officials of the Fair, 
Thus it makes no difference to Chicago 
whether Congressmen favor or oppose govern- 
ment help, all will receive the same courtesy, 
and it is to be hoped all will have an equally 
good time. If any fail in this respect, it will 
not be the fault of Chicago. 

The program is a pleasurable one, Private 
receptions, memorial celebrations, prominent 
among them the Union League club’s Wash- 
ington anniversary, a visit to the Fair grounds, 
a banquet by the Commercial club, the cour- 
tesy of all the clubs in Chicago, and the hospi- 
tality and freedom of the whole city will tend 
to make the visit a most enjoyable one, and 
will amply repay the Senators and Represent- 
at ves for coming. It is to be hoped that a 
majority of the members of both Houses will 
be here. It is to be hoped at least that every 
member who is now hostile to an appropria- 
tion or whois in doubt as to his duty will 
come, for Chicago believes it can furnish suf- 
ficient arguments to convince them that they 
should vote for the appropriation when they 
return. 

The motive which lies atthe basis of this 
visit is contained in the invitation, which 
reads thus: 

The citizens of Chicago have the honor to invite 
the Senators and Representatives in Congress to 
visit the City of Chicago Monday, Feb. 22, 1892, to 
examine the work now in progress for the World’s 
Columbian Exposition, authorized by act of Con- 
. gress approved April 25, 1890. 

This 1s an invitation from the business-men 
of Chicago. The Executive and Reception 
committees also are composed of business- 
men who are not actively interested in an 
official sense with the modus operandi of the 
Fair, but who have wished to promote its in- 
terésts in this manner, believing that there is 
no surer or quicker method of expediting the 
scheme and of securing national assistance 
than to have members of Congress come here 
and observe what has Seen accomplished and 
the magnitade of the work yet to be done. 
In this way they will see for themselves, and 
their own vision will be.more convincing than 
any arguments of the advocates of the Fair, 
which they naturally might fancy were 
| dictated by self-interest or biased by prejudice. 
An inspection of this kind will at least furnish 
them the opportunity to ascertain whether Chi- 
cago has done what it promised. It will also 


‘indicate to them what is necessary 
to the completion of the work. 
They will have every facility for a 


thorough investigation of the colosadl work, 
and when they return to Washington they will 
be in possession of such information as will 
enable them to consider it without prejudice 
and to act intelligently. Equally if Chicago 
has not done what it promised orif there has 
been waste and mismanagement, it will be 
apparent. This is a matter in which Chicago 
is not only interested, but all the States which 
have made liberal appropriations. 

From, every point of view, therefore, the 
visit is a timely one. While Chicago will 
cordially greet its visitors and extend to them 
a genuine Western welcome, it has no other 
object in view than to convince those who a 
to vote upon the proposed appropriation t 
the money is needed, and it has no fears that 
the visit will have any other effect than to cor- 
rect misrepresentations, to astonish the visit- 
ors with the magnitude uf the scheme, and to 
create a feeling in favor of -national aid. But 
whether it have this effect or not, it will be 
satisfied, because the visitors will have the 
opportunity to become better acquainted with 
the city, to realize the greatness of the under- 
taking, to correct all prejudices, and to act 
upon this important question with intelligence 
and unbiased judgmeat. It awaits’ the out- 
come of the visit with serene confidence. 


GETTING FAT ON FROTH. 

The last two or three weeks have witnessed 
agreat decline in the selling value of Chicago 
Brewery stocks and presumably also.of those 

not on the open market. The shares of the 
great British consolidated trust shrunk nearly 
50 per cent. The fact of this decline was 
widely published, but little attention has been 
paid to the cause of it except among the par- 
ties directly interested. That cause is a big 
collapse in profits, due to a drop in the price 
of beer (tothe saloonkeeper, not necessarily 
to the consumer, who still pays flve cents per 
glass as of yore). Up to last September the 
wholesale price was $6 per barrel, then it fell 
to $5, and is now only $4 for the barrel of 
about twenty-eight gallons, 

This reduced price is said to net the larger 
brewers only a smal! profit, and to the ‘small 
ones aloss. It includes the government tax 
of $1 per barrel. To those retailers who have 
neither reduced their prices nor increased the 
effective size of their measures the change 
constitutes a big addition to the profit they 
previously had in the business. It may inter- 
est the reader to know some of the facts which 
help to determihe the amount of profit. 
Taking half a pint as the capacity of the beer 
glass there will be 16 glasses in a gallon or 
448 in a barrel, so that the retailing value of 
the latter will be $22.40, or 5.6 times the whole- 
sale price. A great many of the saloons in 
the outlymg distmcts have to use a 
larger glass in order to retain their 
custom, and there is a big business 
done in “rushing the growler,” the con- 
tents of which are not charged for at the rate 
‘of 10 cents per pint. But by far the greater 
proportion of the beer is sold in glasses of the 
regulation size, and the more bigh-toned sa- 
loons not only disdain to cater to the growler 
part of the business but do not serve half 8 
pint of beer to the customer. The barrel is 
highly charged with carbonic acid gas and a 
skillful hand at the tap will take the full ad- 
vantage of that fact to let the upper half of the 

giasa be filled only with froth. If the drink- 
ing vessel be allowed to stand for awhile before 
being raised to the lips it is found to be little 
‘more than half full, but it is well known that 
the great majority of jmbibers do not wait for 


that. They drink it off within a few moments 


of the time it is served.

loss certain amounts which they have been 
injudicious enough to “chalk up” at the 
request of patrons. But all these items are 
only impediments, not absolute hindrances, 
to the judicious saloonkeeper in achieving the 
nominally impossible feat of getting fat on 
froth. And in exact proportion to the dexter- 
ity with which he or his subordinates can ma- 
nipulate the foaming fluid so as to make a 
little of it go a great way, so is the rapidity of 
the fattening process which enables him ulti- 
mately to retire on his hard earnings, and 
perhaps smile at the thought that he had been 
the cause of less drunkenness than would have 
resulted from his efforts had he filled his 


glasses. 


TO EXTEND THE TWO0-MILE TUNNEL, 

Mayor Washburne has announced his inten- 
t. on to recommend to the Council at its meet- 
ing tomorrow evening that the two-mile tun- 


nel shall be extended two miles further into 


the lake—into the region of pure water. The 
Mayor doubtless has noted the report of the 
experts employed by the Health Commission- 
er as to the condition of the water from the 
two-mile crib. This report has not yet been 
made public, but one may readily guese what 
it is from the fact that the gentlemen who 
made the analyses and the Health Commis- 
sioner advise the people of Chicago to boil 
the lake water before using it. There is no 
doubt that the supply has been affected, 
though not so seriously as some suppose, by 
the shore pollution. A better supply iso de- 
manded, and that as quickly as possible. We 
shall not have the water from the ftour-mile 
tunnel for eight or nine months pet. 
The Lake View tunnel will not be ready for a 
year. But even though they were both com- 
pleted and in working order the extension of 
the two-mile tunnel is necessazy. It will not 
do to mingle in the inland pipes the water 
from the polluted source at the two-mile crib 
with the water from the region of pure water 
at the four-mile.or Lake View outer crib. The 
intended recommendation by the Mayor is a 
wise one. Itis to be regretted that he was 
deterred by the financial circumstances of the 
city from making it before this time. 
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THE PREVENTION OF CRIME. 

Mr. Edwin Walker, who was assaulted on 
Michigan avenue last week, says in an inter- 
view: 

One of the greatest difficulties our police have 
to contend with, however, is the courts. Judges 
will dismiss men and severely reprimand officers 


for arresting well-known thugs and criminals 


when no warrants have been issued or when the 
officer has not seen the crime committed, This is 
wrong. Judges may be technically right, but it 
demoralizes the police. The statutes are wrong 
perhaps. Certain it is our courts and laws don’t 
protect us as do the English courts the English 
people. The public should demand the enact- 
ment of a law providing for the arrest and deten- 
tion of known criminals who have no visible 
means of support. Were 1 Chief of Police I 
should have my men arrest such crimipals any- 
way, no matter if demagogic courts did set them 
free and censure the officers. In no other way 
can we freethe city from these pests. It is all 
nonsense to carry to extreme the principle that a 
manis inpocent unless proved guilty. A knave 


is now given as much chance in court as an honest 


man. 
This cgnsure of tender-hearted Judges by an 
eminetit lawyer is just. It is to be hoped that 


“it will have some effect on them. There have 
been Judges who seemed to proceed on the as. 
sumption that a man who is a notorious, ha- 
bitual criminal, and who confessedly makes 
his living by crime must be dealt with at all 
times and under all circumstances just as a 
notoriously honest man would be. If a pro- 
fessional criminal is arrested without a war- 
rant such Judges wax as indignant as if it were 
a respectable citizen who had been run in. 
They ignore the fact that a mah who is a per- 
sistent violator of the laws withdraws himself 
measurat!y from their protection. He has 
forfeited privileges and immunities which 
others retain, 

It is impossible for a police force, no mat- 
ter how large and well disciplined it may be, 
to put an end tocrime. In spite of the great- 
est vigilance houses will be burglamzed and 
men and women robbed. But the efficiency 
of a police force is the greatest when it is per- 
mitted to keep the closest watch and ward over 
those whom it knows to be criminals, and to 
make city life so uncomfortable for them that 
they are glad to move on. It is much better 
to send acriminal out of the city than to try 
to catch him after he has robbed some one and 
fled. 

A criminal comes here from New York. He 
is known to be a persistent offender. The au- 
thorities are well aware that he comes here 
for no good. If the police proceed to make 
life a burden to him he will go sumewhere 
else. Humanitarian judges Will say, What 
a violation of natural rights! What an out- 
rage on Magna Charta and the Constitution! 
You must wait till he has saniibagged some 
one before you lay your lawless hands on the 
shoulder of an innocent man!“ It is a fre- 
quent custom the day before a great gather- 
ing to arrest ali the known pickpockets who 
are in sight and keep them locked up for a 
day or 80. It is a sensible precaution, but it 
saddens the souls of constitutional criminat 
lawyers. 

There is too much judicial hotisideration for 
the feelings of crooks, and it does interfere 
with the police in their work. If pickpockets 
and highwaymen wish to avoid being picked 
up by the police on suspicion they should 
adopt other ways of earning their living. 
Then they would not be molested, It may be 
that there is need of further legislation to 
cover the cases of persons who have prac- 
tically outlawed themselves by making known 
their intention to live by lawbreaking. Mr. 
Walker’s attention has been violently attract- 
ed to this subject. and perhaps he can draft 
a proper law during his hours of convales- 
cence. The Legislature will pass it if the 
criminal Jawyers.do not interfere, 

The time has been when offenders were 
treated with unnecessary harshness. As 1s 
customary, the pendulum has swung too far 
the other way and there is a disposition to 
look on them now as “erring brothers,” who 
must not be dealt with or spoken to roughly. 
There is a feeling that they are all the time 
just on the verge of reformation and that

" NAVIGATING THE AIR. 

Mr. Maxim is reported to have told the En- 
glish Aerostatic Society two or three weeks 
ago that he is near the end of his current task.

He is at work on 
a flying machine, which some people speak of 
as an airship, though it would seem to have 
little in common with the shape of a vessel 
that navigates the water. The machine is by 
no means a monster in the ordinary accepta- 
tion of the word, but if it proves a success it 
will be really a monster in the old-fashioned 
meaning of the term—(ashow). It will be 
gazed at in admiration by many thou- 
sands, though only forty feet long. 80 


far as the description enables one to 
judge, the machine, which is referred 
to as a model of something larger 


to be constructed in the near future, promises 
to, justify the expectations of Prof. Langley, 
who spoke of it in almost enthusiastic terms 
in Washington a few months ago. The 
motive power is communicated by three light 
screws, which are propelled by steam, and the 
motor is so light that a single horse-power is 
furnished by an addition of only ten pounds 
to the load to be carried through the air. It 
is said there is now no doubt in regard to any 
part of the machine except the steering ap- 
paratus. It is not yet considered certain that 
it will work as hoped for by the inventor, but 
there is opportunity for improvement in that 
respect if the model be otherwise a success.

And what a revolution it will be! - It is idle 
to suppose the air machine, with its relatively 
small carrying capacity, will crowd out pres- 
ent methods of transportation. The electric 
telegraph has not superseded the operations 
of the postoffice, even as between large 
cities; the railroad has not driven out the 
wagon, nor the steamer rendered obsolete the 
sailing vessel on the ocean. The old fiads a 
place along with the new, but the introduction 
of the latter has wrought some wondrous 
transforitnations. The airship may not abol- 
ish custom-houses and coast defenses, for in- 
stance, but it will introduce some new and 
grave questions to be solved in regard to both, 
as with reference to many other features of 
our modern civilization. There is plenty of 
room for the fancy to run riot in picturing 
the transformations that will be wrought, and 
still fall far short of the e reality. 


DOWN- DRAFT COMBUSTION. 

It seems to be generally admitted that the 
smoke nuisance in this city is not to be cured 
by the abandonment of soft coal. The mere 
suspicion that a change to, anthracite may be 
insisted on has called out a strong opposi- 
tion to the proposal to minimize smoke 
production, though the society formed in the 
hope of accomplishing the reform had not in- 
tended to make war on the consumption of 
the bituminous article. The aim is and will 


be to show consumers how they may effect 


the burning of as large a percentage as possi- 
ble out of each ton which they pay to have 
putin their furnaces. No one need doubt 
thata great saving in this respect may be 
gained by careful firing with other arrange- 
ments continued as at present. But neither 
can it be denied that those arrangements 
are faulty in construction in a great many 
cases. 

The nature of the most prevalent defect 
may be understood by a look at the fire under 
an ordinary locomotive flue boiler, and a vast 
number of the stationary boilers are of that 
pattern, There is a rush of gases rising from 
the freshly stoked coal into the flues. It is 
sucked into them by the air that passes swiftly 
through the fire-box, and before the gas has 
had time to combine with the oxygen of the 
air it is carried out of the temperature in 
which chemical combination of the two is pos- 
sible. ‘The best remedy for that, if the com- 
mon style of boiler be retained, is the steam 
jet, such as the Olsen contrivance on Tus 
Tmnuxn's locomotive boilers, and frequent 
light stoking. With the return flue boiler the 
fresh gases from the coal rush along 
under the boiler for a second or less, 
and a large percentage passes into 
the flues without having been burned. 
Thence they escape up the chimney, carrying 
with them solid carbon particles, all of it go- 
ing into the air to pollute the atmosphere and 
befoul men, merchandise, household goods, 
and human habitations. This offensive mate- 
rial is worse than wasted. Not only has it 
failed to yield any heat energy to the water in 
the boiler, but the heat needed to distill those 
gases has been subtracted from the results of 
combustion which would otherwise have done 
good work in making steam for the applica- 
tion of power, 

Such is the operation of up draft in the fire- 
box. The most effectual cure for the defect 
noted is the down draft, By causing the air

The great trouble with the down draft, as 
managed till recently, has been that the fire- 
brick arch under which the flaming gases 
were made to pass soon burned out, needing 
to be replaced, and the boiler near that point 
was apt to be damaged and “hog-backed”’ 
by alternate expansion and contraction. 
This has been obviated in the Post-Sawyer ap- 
pliance by making the burning products pass 
under a water-leg,“ the iron composing 
which can never be hotter than the water it 
contains. This and the water also warmed in 
the grate bars, which are hollow, circulates 
into the boiler, where the hoat already com- 
municated to it aids in the production of 
steam. The operation of this plan “to'a 
charm” is no mere theory. A battery of 
boilers thus supplied has for sqme months 
past been successfully used by the city to run 
its electric light plant at the corner of Four- 
teenth street and Michigan avenue. It has 
amply demonstrated the wisdom of the ap- 
pliance, since it has needed no repairs, burns 
soft coal without the production of smoke, 
and evaporates foreach pound of fuel a quan- 
tity of steam that would surprise some of 
the old_fogies who hint their belief that the 
fuel lost in making smoke does not amount 
to anything.“ If these folks would take the 
trouble to examine the facts they might come 
to the conclusion that they have been their 
own worst enemies in persisting in the present 
wasteful methods of fuel using. They might 
understand that smoke can be and is pre- 
vented without tabooing the use of soft coal, 
and that if the money they propose to lay out 
in fighting the Society fur the Prevention of 
Smoke were expended in the introduction of 
some such appliance as above mentioned the 
amount would soon be saved in their fuel

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“ WHAT IS BUDDHISM?’ 

The question is answered on another page 
of this issue of Taz TRI UN. The article is 
the substance of a paper in the Arena, which 
is condensed from a work by Subhadra Bickshu 
and translated by Charles Schroder. Buddha, 
whose proper name was Suddhartha, of the 
kingly house of Gautama, is reported to have 
been born 623 B. C., and at the close of his 
eighty years of life left Buddhism securely 
founded, the aim of which is the release or 
emancipation of the human being from the 
world of error, guilt, suffering, death, and 
birth. Its leading doctrine may be defined 
as that of the rebirth, but this has nothing in 
common with the Christian idea of demg born 
again. It is the notion of a never-ending 
course of rebirths or reincarnations, from 
which we cannot escape so long as the real 
hght of redemption and truth has not entered 
our souls, 

This doctrine is stated to be F sufficient 
to explain to the Buddhists the mystery of ex- 
istence. It tells why the righteous is often so 
poor and despised while the evil-doer enjoys 
riches and honor. It teaches that the inner 
life of man is indestructible as are the forces 
of nature and matter; that death is only a 
passing over from one feeble form into an- 
other; that whoever chooses to take pieasure 
in this world cannot be gainsaid by either 
God or devil, but that he must take the con- 
sequences; that man’s real fate depends solely 
on his own will, his inward bemg, and: he has 
the prospect of countless rebirths in which he 
will earn the fruits of both his good and evil 
deeds; but that to him who is weary of this 
unceasingly renewed existence a way of free- 


iy 


-dom, release, and redemption is opened. 


The cause of suffering, death, and rebirth 
is the will to live which fills us all. This is 
not only the conscious will of the human be- 
ing but- that unconscious life-force which 
dwells in plants and the lower animals. Only 
by abandoning this will, and totally suppress- 
ing the desire for individual existence, can 
man reach eternal peace. The release (Nir- 
vana) can be found through the recognit.on 
of four leading truths in regard to suffering— 

z.: the fact, the cause, the cessation, and the 
way that will lead to cessation. The facts of 
suffering are birth, age, sickness, death, part- 
ing from loved ones, being placed together 
with unloved ones, not obtaining what we de- 
sire and bearing what we dislike;in a word, 
existence as an individual. The supreme 


truth of the cessation of suffering 
is the total destruction of our will 
to live and the desire to enjoy. The 


truths of the way that leads to cessation of 


suffering are true knowledge, will, word, 
deed, life, endeavor, thought, and forgetting 
of self. The longing to satisfy our passions 
and sense-desires is low and destructive. It 
is the road on which travel the children of 
this world. Asceticism and self-torture are | 
equally useless, besides being somber and pain- 
ful. The middle road between them which has 
been found by the one who attains perfection 
avoids these two errors, opens the eyes, im- 
parts self-knowledge, and leads to peace, to 
truth, to enlightenment, to Nirvana. 

It is possible to reach this condition, liter- 
ally one of extinguishment, in the present 
life, but an extremely small number are able 
to accom plish it. Generally many rebirths 
are necessary before we can attain this haven 
of peace. The nature of each depends en- 
tirely on our deeds, and is regulated by merit 
and guilt as exhibited in our former lives. 
The consequences depend upon our Karma, 
the moral law of the world, which in other 
religions is designated as divine purpose, 
providence, or fate. If our merit be, greatest 
in a given life that law will determine the 
next rebirth to be in a higher state or world, 
and the contrary. And it may take place on 
the earth or on any other of the innumerable 
inhabited worlds with partly lower and 
partly higher developed conditions. 

The doctrine does not include the idea of 
redemption through the merit of Buddha. Ac- 
cording to it each man must work out his own 
salvation, nor can any one lessen the reward 
The same 
is true of evil doings, but there is no eternal 
punishment for the guilty one. Great crimes 
may require many rebirths for their punish- 
ment till the offense is condoned, but every 
penalty is only temporary, and hereditary sin 
does not exist; no one needs to suffer for the 
faults of others. Nor can any one avoid the 
consequences of bad deeds through suicide. 
Eternal justice knows no mercy. But suicide 
is not considered an evil action, only a foolish 
one, for it puts the individual in a dark path 
which conducts him to a rebirth in a world of 
despair and torture. Repentance may aid in 
salvation, but only when accompanied by con- 
doning deeds. 

In the language of the author quoted Bud- 
dhism teaches the highest wisdom and good- 
ness without a personal God; a continuation 
of being without an immortal soul; an eter- 
nally blessed state without a local heaven; a 
possibility of salvation without a vicarious 
savior, a redemption where each is his own 
redeemer without prayer, sacrifices, priests, 
or the mediumship of saints; and a highest 
perfection which may be enjoyed already in 
this life and on this earth. Yet it may be ob- 
served that the most exalted state attainable 
under this plan of action does not seem to be

BOIL THE WATER BEFORE DRINKING IT. 

Tun Trrpuns told its readers last Thursday 
that the advice of Prof. Walter Haines, 
after Having made a thorough exami- 
nation of the drinking water, was for people | 
to boul it before they used it for drinking pur- 
poses, in order to kill any gerpis it might con- 
tain. While the acting Health Commissioner 
would not say that the water was unwhole- 
some, yet he echoed Prof. Haines’ suggestion. 

Tun Trisune repeats his advice today. In 
acase of this kind it is better to be on the 
safe side and to go to a little trouble rather 
than run the risk of a great misfortune. It is 
not enough, however, for this warning regard- 
ing the drinking water to be given out through 
the press. There are many thousands in the 
city who are not in the habit of reading papers 


printed in any language, and there are others 


who might read but heed not. ‘Therefore the 
Health Department, which has its sanitary 
inspectors in every ward, should through 
them tell the people in the poorer and foreign 
sections what they ought to do and why. 
They would be more likely to pay attention 
to a semi-official notice of that kind. 

Not only does the statement of the analyst 
show that the water is not in good condition 
at present, but the mortality reports show 
that something has been the matter with it 
during the last year. The unpleasant preva- 
lence of typhojd-fever has been mentioned 
before. That disease is not necessarily due 
to polluted drinking water, It may be occa- 
sioned by defective sewerage and general un- 
sanitary surroundings. But the connection 
between the breakdown of the Bridgeport 
pumps last spring and the sudden jump in 
typhoid- fever cases cannot be overlooked, As 
the quantity of sewage thrown into the canal 
from the South Branch decreased the ravages 
of the fever increased. The fact that the 
mortality oceasioned by it remains abnor- 
mally large is sufficient evidence that the qual- 
ity of the water is not what it should be, . 

There are other statistics showing how the 
impurity of the water has increased disease. 
During March, April, and May of 1890 the 
number of deaths by cholera infantum was 
fifty-one. During the corresponding months- 
of 1891—the Bridgeport pumps not being at 
work—the deaths were 125. There was an 
equally striking increase in deaths by 
diarrhea and dysentery. In December, 1890, 
the total number of deaths by filth disease 
was 302. Last December it was 545. The 
growth in population is not sufficient to justify 
the increased mortality, 

Nothing is to be gained by ignoring 80 
facts as these. It is the duty of the city to see 
that its inhabitants are told of existing dan- 
gers so that they may protect themselves, and 
a great many lives may be saved. Having 
taken this precautionary measure the city 
should push forward with all ‘possible speed 
the repairs at the Bridgeport works, and in 
the meantime use the pumps now there to 
their utmost capacity. It is essential that the 
sewage dilution should be increased. By mak- 
ing extra haste this improvement can be com- 
pleted much within the six months which it 
is alleged will be required. The work 
on the four-mile tunnel should also be 
pressed, and if the examination about to be 
made shows that there are any defects in the 
constructed portion of the tunnel they should 
be remedied forthwith... When water is being 
drawn from the four-mile crib, and when the 
Bridgeport pumps are lift mg 60,000 cubic feet 
a minute, there will cease to be any trouble 
with the drinking water. Therefore the au- 
thorities, putting other and less important 
matters on one side, ought to attend to the 
health of the city. 

The Sanitary act was passed and the Drain- 
age Trustees elected to attend to this matter 
of pure drinking water, but there is nothing to 
show that there is a hope of relief from that 
quarter. The citizens know of their existence 
only through bigger tax bills. 


THE DRAIN OF GOLD. 

It is reported that Secretary Foster has is- 
sued an order directing that no exchange be 
furnished to banks by the Subtreasury or the 
Treasury Department on New York unless 
banks deposit gold against such demand. 
This action is just what many prudent men 
have for some time past feared would be 
taken by tne government as the first tangible 
consequence of the agitation for free silver 
coinage. The stock of gold in the Treasury 
is running low, being now but about $119,000,- 
000, which is little in excess of the reserve of 
$100,000,000 heid for the redemption of the 
greenbacks. The outgo recently has been 
much greater than the income from Western 
mints and customs receipts, a large propor- 
tion of the latter being now paid in paper that 
was issued against silver. 

The issue of the order is strictly such an act 
of prudence as would be exercised by a busi- 
ness man in dealing with the present condi- 
tions. The government has nitherto paid out 
gold in such a way as to maintain the silver 
dollar and the paper issued against it at the 
par of the gold dollar, in spite of the fact that 
the one is intrinsically worth but 70 per cent 
of the other. The silver currency has been got 
rid of by diat of free shipments to the West 
and South, but the pressvre for money with 
which to move the grain crops ds over, except 
in the case of corn, and the set of the pecuni- 
ary current is the other way. The money is 
flowing eastward. The agitation for a free 
coinage of silver is making the people who re- 
ceive that money cautious. They have sorted 
it out, their idea being retain in their 
own hands all the gold they could and all the 
paper that will certainly bring gold, and put 
the other in circulation, the paying of it out 
including dues to the government. It is not 
improbable that Secretary Foster is advised 
of the intention of some of these Eastern 
men to “milk the Treasury more dry by 
obtaining from it gold in exchange for silver 
currency, and the desire to do so can scarcely 
be wondered at, seeing that the silver men in 
Congress seem determined to press the issue 
to the bitter end. If he has received such an 
intimation he could not well have done other- 
wise than provide against it in the manner 
stated. The reserve of $100,000,000 is none 
too large to secure the redemption of the 
$346,000,000 of greenbacks in case holders 


should rush them in because of a fear that the 


government would be forced into a practical 
recognition of the difference, between silver 
and gold. 

The pressure to exchange silver for gold, 
while it can be done at par on the ratio of 16 
to 1. has already made gold scarce. No rea- 
sonable man can doubt that the effort now be- 
ing made in Washington to rush the Bland 
bill to a vote tends to increase that pressure; 
nor is it open to question that the moment it 
seemed certain the bill would’ become a law 
that pressure would be exerted so sharply and 
so extensively as at once to fofce gold to a big 
premium. Then the gold would be entirely 
withdrawn, and the country be at once on a 
single silver basis before the bill actually be- 
came alaw. The people would see the price 
of everything rise in equal proportion, except 
the wages of labor. ‘They have always risen 
wly in the event of a nominal ad- 
in prices due to the use of a 
eurrency, and would do

Any one that has reached what are euphe- 
mistically termed the years of discretion must 
have noticed how different is the feminine and 
masculine point of view in morals. To look 
on the two sides of one adjective, honest: an 
honest woman is a woman who is faithful to 
her marriage vow; an honest man is a man who 
can be trusted with other people’s money and 
his own word. The honest woman sometimes 
tells lies, the honest man sometimes is false to 
hie wife, 

Cer ain virtues have come to be the necessary 
furu.cure of women’s minds; just as certain 
other virtues have come to belong especially 
to men. 


There is no blinking it; in some important | 


respects the average good woman is infe- 

rior to the average good man; in fact, a 

man making no pretensions to saintliness will 

— recoil from a turpitude 

in politics or finance

OCTAVE THANET. itself to them as best 
which will promise the most recklessly ! 

Everybody will recall Mrs. Howe's bank. 
But did the credulity of her. dupes exceed so 
greatly that of the women politicians who ex- 
pect laws to enforce themselves or of the 
women philanthropists who expect to make 
all men thrifty and virtuous’ dy abolishing the 
punishment of improvidence and vice? Wom- 
en’s notions of citizenship are crude and 
meager, as might be expected. 

I know of a manof brilliant gifts, with a 
great future before him, who was igaomini- 
ously pushed from public life because he 
could uot explain charges of bribery really 
(his friends believe to this day) belonging to 
his wife and not to be completely refuted unless 
he implicated her. He was quite ignorant of the 
whole business until the thunderbolt fell. 

This wife was as false to her husband as it 
was possible to be. She ruined his career, 
she smirched his life. Yet, in the usual sense 
of the word, she, though a young, beautiful, 
and admired woman, was absolutely faithful 


to him. 

I doubt whether she ever realized that she 
had done anything odious and wicked. She 
was bitterly grieved and mortitied, of course, 
but it was for the result, not for her own 
criine—which, to be sure, she never called by 
that name. 7 

Consider also for a moment with what ease 
women condone public offenses in their hus- 
bands, especially if such moral N makes 
them prosperous. Women with all the medi- 
eval virtues, who would go to the stake for 
their religion, who keep their marriage vow 
immaculately, will be the happy and contented 
wives of politicians that deserve the pillory or 
financiers that deserve the gallows. Now, a 
virtuous man could not be happy with an gc- 
complished robber for his wife, 
confident he might feel that she would outwit 
the constable! Buta virtuous woman quiets 
her conscience by not knowing anything about 
business, or by the assurance that the news- 
papers tell les. 

And who doesn't know the good woman that 
is a Republican because her husband owns a 
woolen mill, and her equally good neighbor 
that is a Democrat because she paid 50 cents 
a yard more for her new gown? 

Considerations like these have a right to in- 
fluence people, but do they have ali the rights? 

Is the welfare of the odd sixty millions of 
her countrymen not to be reckoned in the 
matter by the good woman who prays every 
Sunday, in one form of words or another, for 
all sorts and conditions of men? 

Most of this narrowness comes simply from 
ignorance. Women are petty (and pettiness 
is next-door neighbor to selfishness, if it 
doesn’t room in the same house), because 
their minds have been chained to petty things. 
Women are dishonorable, because of all the 
virtues honor has the least commerce with 
the affections; and the affections in women 
have been put under a kind of Strasburg 
goose-liver treatment for 2,000 years, 

By consequence, whatever virtues depend 
on the affections, those virtues are faithfully 
cultivated by women. So far as those virtues 
go they are better than men. They do not 
even feel certain of the more boisterous 
temptations. Few men, also, can bear pain 
with a woman’s fortitude. Men generally are 
not so unselfish as women. 

Ou the otner hand, magnanimity is a mas- 
There 
are women that are large-minded. There are 
woinen that are honorable. So there are 
women that can be generous and even (harder 
and rarer virtue!) just to their enemies, I 
only speak for the majority. 

As to courage, women are supposed to be 
braver morally than men, and men physically 
braver than women; but as one reflects on the 
abject terror in which most good women live, 
of what the mysterious they will say; and on 
the coolness that women usually show in peril, 
when the railway train plunges into horrors, 
like the recent accident on the Old Colony 
road, or the vessel burns on the water, like the 
destruction uf the Mississippi steamer, where 
the colored stewardess was the most efficient 
hero on board, or during hideous seasons of 
— 4 like the yellow- fever summer in 

emphis, when the delicately reared gentie- 
women of the Protestant sisterhood were 
nurses, cooks, washerwotmen, and charwomen 
for white and black sufferers, living or dying 
with the same unflinching cheerfulness and 
courage—as one reflects on these things one is 


| tempted to conclude that it is very even guess- 


ing in regard to the comparative merits of the 
sexes in either kind of courage. 

In simple devotion to duty, independent of 
the domestic affections or the religious emo- 
tions, men are superior to women, 

Very typical as well as noble is the story of 
the stanch old Puritan, Abraham Davenport. 
praised by Whittier, who on that strange d 
when the sun was darkened at midday, and all 
his fellow-legislators trembled and were for 
—.— rose to declare that whether day of 

udgment or not, the Lord should find him in 

his place, doing his duty}; and moved, there- 
fore, that they bring in the dandles and pro- 
ceed with the business befure them—namely:

How many men, also, devote their lives to 
some science where the material rewards.

Women in general among civilized peoples 
are less frank than men, even when they are 
not less truthful. For the same reason the 
negroes and weaker races the worid over lie 
as soon as they are able to talk. The strong 
man may lie,“ says the cruel old Indian prov- 
erb, the weak man must.” 

There is an ascetic and hysterical type of re- 
ligion that may be called essentially femmine; 

ure but cruelly narrow, gentle but intolerant. 
tclesiastics of this type, whether they have 
worn the coarse frock of the monk, the sur- 
plice of the Anglican, or the Puritan's black 
gown, have all had the same consuming arJor 
of devotion, the same seif-abnegation, the 
same superstition, and the same bigotry. 

Indeed, all the so-called feminine immoral- 
ities and weak aesses are duplicated in weak 
vr ignorant men. 

Moreover, it is to be observed that mascu- 
line and feininine standards of morality have 
steadily approached. Men at least assume a 
decoruin today which once—let us say in our 
yreat-grandfathers’ day—belunged to wameu 
only. And women have notions of honor and 
honesty continually expanding. Already there 
is a slight archaic favor about the very defini- 
tion that I have used, of an honest 
woman. Steadily honesty is growing to 
be same word for both.

The changed feminine ideal is reflected in 
our literature.’ How changed it is one can see 
by a single instance. Take the case of a wom- 
an's betrothal. Something immodest and dis- 
graceful attaches to a clandestine love affair in 
our eyes; but half our grandmothers’ romances 
turn on the love passages between the neble 
but poorlover and the daughter of a proud 
parent who forbids the noble but poor youth 
to speak to her, or on thie secret marriage be- 
tween the beautiful but poor maiden and the 
heir of a lordly house who dares not wed her 
openly. Both these estimable young ladies 
mortify and deceive and desert their parents 
with singular calmness. But the wedding- 
ring held up at the end is supposed to recoa- 
eile all the moralities, and the curtain 
always descends on the grand tableaux: 
Virtue triumphant! Bless you my chil- 
dren!“ to imaginary fireworks and inaudible 
slow music! 

Once the best authors could do this; now it 
is left to the sensational school. A woman 
has some other moral duties than to 
count the world well lost for love. 
She is not expected to lis and 
truckle and be cruel to please the man that 
she loves. She is even allowed to say to him, 
as he has said to her: “I could not love thee, 
dear, so much, loved I not honor more.“ 

How long and far the journey that woman’s 
morality has traveled appears when one con- 
siders these things, 

The natural conclusion from all this is that 
there is less difference than would appear in 
the suin total of morality, masculine and fem- 
inine, and that the differences in detail are 
rather the result of education and circumstance 
than omnipotent, unalterable nature. 

Therefore the more reason that we all, men 
to women and women to men, should follow 
the apostie’s commandment and be “ kindly 
affectioned one to another, in honor preferring 
one another, forgiving one another.“

MARGARET MATHER AND HER NEW PLAY 


She Thinks The Fgyptian” Will Prove a 
Saccess in This City. 

Margaret Mather arrived at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel yesterday morning to put the finish- 
ing touches on her production of The Egyp- 
tian, which is to de given for the first time 
on any stage at the Chicago Opera-House 
Monday night. Asked if she intended to give 
up the portrayal of Shakspearean characters 
entirely she said she did not, but desired a 
change and thought the people did also. For 
nine years,” said Miss Mather, I have been 
constantly giving Juliet, and not once in this 
time has it been out of my repertory. Of 
course, I am foud of the character, as with it 
there are connected many pleasant memories 
and all that, but it seems to me that the peo- 


ple who have been kind enough to applaud my 


efforts desire to see me in eoinething else, No 
one who has not tried it can know anything of 
the strain it eident to the production of one 
piece for a number of years, no matter if 
one does lay it aside for a few 
days or weeks occasionally. The inconveni- 
ences of traveling, the ann: yances incident to 
insufficient stage room for the production, and 
the arduous labor of keeping to a repertory, 
especially when one is convinced that some- 
thing else would be better, have combined to 
induce me to make my present change. Then, 
too, I have long had in contemplation the pro- 
duction ofa play founded on Hugo's novel, 
‘The Hunchback of Notre Dame, and 
should have brought it out years ago could ! 
have obtained a version that exactly suited 
me, The varied interest of the story and the 
opportunities that are offered for scenic and 
costume display, to say nothing of the scope 
given one playing the role of Esmeralda, have 
long urged me tu produce the piece, and each 
summer I have tried to get the tragedy in 
readiness for the winter presentation. A 
number of newspaper writers have tried their 
hand at, putting the novel in shape for stage 

resentation, but all of them failed, the ma- 
jority clinging too closely to the words of 
Hugo rather than the ideas he brings to the 
front. One of these versions, while 

rand from a scenic standpoint, and of high 
fieprary merit, introduced so many characters 
—forty, I think—that no one could have pro- 
duced it. In another version I have had 
written the transcriber introduced all thestory 
of Hugo, but followed it so closely that no 
American audience would have allowed the 
presentation. It was too brutal and too of. 
fensive in tone and in action. Another tried 
to change the coloring of the monk and make 
him a hero, and this of course would not do 
at all. It has been my, aim to adhere closely 
to the novel, and at the same time to give 
prominence to those lighter scenes which go 
so far to relieve the gloom of the novel, Too 
much gloom was what injured “Joan of Are.“ 
If you remember, there was not a bright 
spark in the entire piece, and people want to 
be relieved from their load of care, at least ov- 
casionally, in the most heavy play. There is 
nota tragedy on the stage today, with per- 
haps one or two exceptions, that bas nut in it 
somewhere a lighter vein that serves to inten- 
ify, while at the same time it relieves the 
omber trend of the story. I tried this season, 
by the way, to bring out that old 
tragedy of Medea.“ From the first I had 
doubts on account of its gloom, and my doubts 
were settled, not by the failure of the piece, 
but because of the reception. It was all 
strong, and the audience was kept at such a 
pitch all the time that it could not, so to speak, 
gather itself together to grasp the climacteric 
points. In the new tragedy there is all that 
scems to me necessary to success. The tragic 
feature of Claude Frollo's death and Quasi- 
modo’s murder, the emotional work of Es- 
meralda and Gudule, the love interest in 
Phoebus and Esmeralda, and the lively spirit 
of the Gypsies’ revels, all offer points of con- 
trast, and that, I believe, is the thing to be de- 
sired. Monday night will tell how farI am

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WHAT BUDDHA SACRIFICED FOR 
THE CAUSE OF TRUTH. 


Important Points in the Doctrine of Bud- 


dhism as Set Forth by One of the Dis- 
ciples—The Mystery of Existence Ex- 
plained by the Theory of Rebirth—The 
Desire to Live Is the Cause of Suffering 
Nirvana and the Four Kouds That Lead 

to It—Buddhiatic Tolerance. 
In response to the growing interest in 
Buddhism exhibited by western nations Sub- 
hadra Bickshu, one of its most exalted dis- 
ciples, has recently published a catechism 
compiled from the sacred books of the South- 
ern Buddhists for the useof Europeans, with 
explanatory remarks wherever needed. The 
work contains the most important points of 
Buddha’s teachings, leaving out the supersti- 
tions with which the people’s child-like fancy 
has, in the course of thousands of years, em- 
bellished them. In the January Arena 
Charles Schroderhas an interesting paper con- 
densed and translated. from this.catechism in 
which the chief events in Buddha's life are 
reviewed and the doctrine of Buddhism clesr- 
ly set forth. Mr. Schroder tells briefly bow 
Buddha, whose: real name was Siddhartha, 
born of the kingly house of Gautania, lived 
the usual life of an Indian heir to the throne 
of a kingdom until his 29th year. Then, accei- 
dentaily becoming acquainted with the ex- 
istence of death, old age, and suffering, 
knowledge of which his father, the King, had 
hitherto kept from bim, Siddhartha’s whole 
aim was henceforth the endeavor to ascertain 


them. For this purpose he retired from the 
world, leaving behind him power, honor, 
riches, and those he loved best—his wife Yas- 
hodhara and his little son Rahula. 

Retires to the Wilderness. 

Going into the wilderness, he studied with 
two celebrated Brahma scholars, subjected 
himself to the severest asceticism, and finally, 
after long years of experiment and search, 
after the severest batties with his earthly de- 
sires and lusttul appetites, he conquered. The 
veil was torn from his eyes and the highest 
knowledge was his reward. Hé became a 
perfect world-illuminated Buddha, He taught 
furty-tive years, aud at his death, which oc- 
éurred in his 80th year, Buddhism was secure- 
ly founded. Tho gospel of the Buddhists, as 
revealed intuitively to and proclaimed by 
the Buddha, is imscribed in three holy 
books: The Sutra, Vinaya, Abhidarma- 
Pitaka. They contain—first, the orations and 
expressions of the Budcha; second, the pre- 
cepts and life rules for the brotherhood of the 
elect; and third, the religious philosophy of 
Buddhism. The contents of these writings are 
by no means claimed to be divine revelations, 
for the idea that eternal truth has been re- 
vealed to a few favorite ones by a God or an 
angel is held to be preposterous and founded 
on nothing. Men have never received ary 
other revelation than through the medium of 
those exalted teachers of the race, who, 
through their ‘own power and indomitable per- 
severance, have gained the highest perfection 
of which maa is capable. Continuing, the 
author says: 

The aim of Buddhism is the release or emanci- 
pation from the Samsara or the world of error, 
guilt, sulfering, death, and birth. It is the world 
of the beginning and of the ending; of the eternal 
changes, deceptions, disappointments, aud pain; 
the unceasing, never-ending-course of rebirths or 
reincarnations, from which we cannot flee so long 
as the real light of redemption and truth has not 
entered into and found “lodgment in our souls. 
The expression of rebirth, in the Buddhistical 
sense, bas nothing iu common with the Christian 
idea of new birth or being born again. The doc- 
trine of Buddhism of rebirth—i. o.: the continued 
reincorporation of our real spiritual being—forms 
the fundameutal principle of the great Asiatic 
religions, 

The Mystery of Existence Explained. 


The doctrine of the rebirth is alone sufficient 
toexplain tothe Buddt ists the mystery of exist- 
enbe: it explains wh) the righteous man is often 
so poor and despised, while the evil-doer enjoys 
riches and honor; it replies to the despairing 
question addressed constantly but vainly to 
heaven by millions of souls, Why have we to suf- 
fer and endure so much?” It explains that. inde 
structible as are the forces of nature and matter, 
so, likewise, is the iunermost being of man. 
Death is no annihilation, but only the passing 
over from one feeble form into another; whoso 
ever takes pleasures in this world, there is none 
to gainsay him. acither a God nor a devil can 
rob him of them, but he must abide 
by the consequences. Man's real fate de 
pends soleiy on his inward being, on his 
owa will, and he has the prospect of countiess re- 
births, in which be will earn the fruits of both his 
good and his evil deeds. But, to him whois 
weary cf this unceasingly renewed existence, and 
will earnestly strive for freedom and release, is 
open a way of redemption. 

The cause of suffering, death, and rebirth is the 
will tolive, which fills us all: the desire of individ- 
nal existence in this or in some other world. The 
will to live in Buddhistical sense is vot only the 
conscious will but that unconscious life force which 
dwolls in all creatures and organisms, in animals 
and plants as well as in man. Ouly by abandon- 
ing tuis will, and by totally suppressing the de- 
sire for an individual existence, in this or in some 
future world, can man ever be freed and re- 
deemed, and reach eternal peace. 

The road to this release, to Nirvana, we can 
find through the recognition of four healing 
traths—viz.: the truth of saffering, the truth of 
the cause of suffering, the truth of the cessation 
of suffering, and the truth of the way which will 
lead to the cessation from suffering. : 


Cause of Suffering. 


Buddha teaches that it is because of our non- 
recognition of hese four cardinal truths that we 
have to travelso lung the mournful and dreary 
road of tebirths. But when these truths are 
once fully recognized and acted upon, the will to 
live disappears, the longing which leads to re- 
newed existence ceases, and the Samsara is a 
thing of the past. | 

la the book relating to the announcement of a 
moral world rule, the following words, referring 
to the four bealing truths, are said by the Buddha: 
This, brethren, is the supreme truth of suffering: 
birth is suffering, age is suffering. sickness is suf- 
fering, death is suffering; to be parted from 
loved ones is suffering: to be placed to- 
gether with unloved ones is suffering; not 
to obtain that which we desira is suffer- 
ing; to bear that which we dislike is suffering; in 
one word, existence as an individual, an Ego, is, 
according to its yature, suffering, 

This, brethren, is the supreme truth of the cause 
of suffering: It is the will to hre, the desire 
to enjoy our existence which leads from 
birth to rebirth, and seeks satisfaction, now in 
this, now in that appearance. It is the longing to 
satisfy our passions, the wish for individual joy 
in this or in some other life. Jhis, brethren, is 
the supreme truth of the cessation of suffering: 
It is tue total destruction of our will to live, of 
eur desire to exist and to enjoy. You must over-- 
come and crush it, so that it has no place where it 
can hide. Tuis, brethren, is the supreme truth of 
the way which leads to cessation of suffering: 
Verily, it is the supreme road, consisting of eigut 
parts, which are called: true kunuwledge, 
true will, true word, true deed, true life, true en- 
deavor, true thought, aud true forgetting of self. 
There are two roads of error, brethren, which be 
who is striving for freedom from earth-dominion 
may not travel. The one, the lenging to satief 
our passions and seuse-desires of whatever kin 
is low, mean, dishqnorable, and destructive; it is 
the rvad on which travel the children of this 
world. The other, the asceticism and seif-torture, 
is somber, painful, and utterly useless. The mid 
die rvad alone, which bas been found by the one 
who has attained perfection, avoids these two 
error-roads, opens the eyes, imparts self-knowl- 
edge. and leads to peace, to truth, to enlighten- 
meut, to Nirvana. ' 

Ine Nirvana, according to the explanation of 
the Buddhist scholar, is a condition of boly peace 
accompauied by the indestructible certainty o 
obtained freedum and release. Nirvana means 
literally to be extinguished. ‘Tne will to live, the 
longing for earthly joys here or somewhere else 
is extinguished. Ihe false idea that materi 
goods can have any value or be last: has evap- 
orated, Gone is the flame of seusuality and seif- 


ishuess. 

Although it is possible to reach Nirvana already 
in this life, an extremely small number are able 
to accomplish it. Our mental and moral condi- 
tion, through the effects of deeds in former births, 
is generally so deficient that many rebirths are 
needed before we can arrive at this haven of 
peace. But to obtain a rebirth under favorable 
conditions is within the er of every one who 
earnestly strives fur it, It solely depends on the 
wish to live which dwells in all of us, and forms 


the kernel of eur existence. 


Nature of Rebirth, 


The nature of our rebirth depends entirely on 
our deeds, and is regulated by merit and guilt as 
exhibited in ofr former ‘lives, our merit 
is greatest, we shall be again 
in a higher state or world, and under favorable 
conditions, If, however, we have subjected our- 
selves to heavy guilt through evil deeds, a rebirth 
in a lower place, and rich in sorrow and s 
is the necessary and inevitable result. The con- 
sequences depend on our rma, moral law

Man gains 
moral rewards through living up to his 
solemn declarations in spirit. thought, word, 
aud deed, through constant effort r 2 

ige—i. e., knowiedge of himself, but beyond 
through kindness and justice toward ali living be- 


n order to gain real merit and reward we must 
overcome the love of self, as this is the founda- 
tion of all our errors, foolish and evil deeds; we 
must shun the evil and encompass the good. Evil 
is every thought and action purpusing the injury 
and torture of other beings; every selfish desire 
having for its aim our own well-being, without 
considering whether others may have to suffer in 
consequence of it. Evil may not be repaid by 
evil; the discipline of Buddha simply leaves the, 
evil-doer to eternal justice. He pities aud par- 
dons him, for the bad man will have to suffer for 
his unrighteousness in consequence of the affect 
of the Karma either in this or the next birth, and 


‘bw sufferings will bo severe in proportion as he 


a sins and rejoices. - 
‘here is no eternal punishment for the guilty 
one; the moral and spiritual law_rests on 
justice; therefore, every evil deed finds only 
a corresponding temporary enalty in this 
or a foilowing birth. Great crimes ro- 
gure many rebirths for their punishment, as 
wellers iu dark worlds, until the offense is con- 
doned. Nocrime is considered greater than large 
possessions of goods or money in a world where 
there are so many poor, and all real disciples look 
upon a rich man with sévere pity, for they know 
that his punishment will be terrible, Hereditary 
sig does not exist; the idea is entirely opposed 
to eternal justice, No one needs to suffer 
for the faults of others. Where there is suffer 
there must be evil, and where evil is there mus 
2 if — see ms good and just suffer 
on earth we may be sure that it is in consequen 
of his unfayorable Karma. It is in expla 
tian of the debt with which he has load. 
ed himself in former birth If we 
the guilty end the unjust in high esteem 
aud Rug in the midst of pleasures. it is in conse- 
quence of their good deeds in former births. But, 
after having lived a life of pleasures they must 
again reap the bitter fruits of their selfishness and 
guilt in the coming rebirths, 


Eternal Justice Not Mercifal. 


No one can avoid the consequences of bad deeds 
through suicide. Eternal justice knows no mercy. 
The Dhammapada, which is the magnificent col 
lection of Buddhist lore, says: Not at the ut- 
most ends of the world, not in the depths of the 
oceans, not in the fastnesses of the mountai 
will you find a refuge from the consequences “ot 
your guilty deeds.” Suicide itself, however, is 
not considered an evil action, but a foolish one, 
for it cuts off a life-thread which, in conformi 
with the law of Karma, will be at once rene 
and under less favorable conditions, He who tries 
to avoid through suicide the sufferings which be 
is audergoing for his own good proves by this that 
Ae has not the will to become better and wiser. 
Through this action be has entered the dark path, 
which conducts him to a rebirth in a world of de- 
spair and torture. Repentance and contrition 
may aid in one’s salvation, but only when accom 
panied and expressed by condoning deeds. The 
most self-debasing repentance is utterly useless 
unless expressed by aud unselfish actions. 

he religion of the Buddhists is dominated by a 
spirit of pares tolerance, Never and nowhere 
has blood nshed for its propagation; it has 
never, wherever successfully established, pur- 
sued and maltreated those whose beliefs 
were different. What other religion can say this 
of itself? According to Buddha’s teachings 
those of other religions may gain salvation and 
freéedum. The moral and spiritual order of the 
world does not ask what one believes or disbelieves. 
Ogly, to the Buddhist, the road has been made 
easier, for he has the true teacher to point out 
the way. But that does not preclude him who 
follows the wrong teacher after many erroneous 
E from finally arriving at the right goal. 
t is probably unnecessary to observe that Budd- 
bism knows uo miracles, as such, and that it 
does nut consider pruyer, sacrifices, and other 
usages necessary to reach salvation. The 
principal differences between Buddha’s religion 
and those of other teachers are stated by 
Subhadra Bickshu in the following words: 

“ Buddhism teaches the highest wisdom and 
goodness without a personal God; a continuation 
of being without an immortal soul; an eteraall 
blessed state without a local heaven; a _ possibil- 
ity of salvation without a vicarious savior; a re- 
dem ption where cach is his own redeemer and 
which can be reached without prayer, sacrifices, 
self-torture, Gr other usages, without priests and 
the mediumship of saints, without divine grace, 
aud solely through one’s own will and power; 
finally a highest perfectioa which may be enjoy 
already in this life aud op this earth.”

Sunday was the first day 
when it was possible for any landing to 
be made on the rock, and the Manzanita 
came out . and landed some supplies 
and brought Mr. Hunt away: He says 
that a most terrific gale sprung up on 
the night of Dec. 7 and continued till 3 

m. on the 8th. The wind blew a 

urricane, the seas breaking completely over 
the rock and house. The two boats kept on 
the ruck were swept away. The platform 
where stores and visitors were landed, which 
was anchored to the rock with iron bolts, was 
swept away, an old steam boiler and engine 
bed were carried off, and the tramway from 


the landing-place to the station, though bolted 
to the rock, was torn up and destroyed. 

On the 0th they experienced a still worse 
storin. The wind was not so violent, but there 
was a heavy sea on when the gale commenced, 
and the waves got up to a tremendous height. 
The focal flame of the light is 145 feet above 
sea level, and the dome of the lantern rises 
about twelve feet above this. On the dome is 
a large ball, perforated with holes, to give 
ventilation to the lamp. Salt water, notspray, 
but solid water poured down through these 
holes. Of course the seas swept over the 
the house in torrents, but it stood fast. Some 
water caine in, but they man to keep 
comfortable. None of them could go to bed, 
it being more necessary to keep the light 
burning brightly on such an occasion than at 
any other time, Mr. Hunt says they all feit a 
bit nervous when the huge seas struck the 
light and shook it. The lantern was pro- 

tected by stout wire screen shutters, placed 
to guard it by Mai. 8 some 
time since. These broke N of

But 
there is a law on the statute books which pro- 
vides that any person has the right to recover 
money or property which he may lose at any 
game of chance or by any gambling device. The 
only thing that remains is to show the money 
was really lost at gambling, no matter what kind 
of gambling it may have been.—St. Louis Star-

THE RUINS IN MASHONALAND, 


Mr. Bent Summarizes the Archsological 
Results of His Labors. 

New York Sun: Mr. Theodore Bent. who 
spent several months last year examining the 
ancient ruins in Mashonaland, has epitomized 
the archwological results of his labors. He 
has not yet returned to England, as he 
has stopped at Lisbon on his way 
home in order, if possible, to find 
in the archives facts concerning the 
early Portugese oceupancy of the country 
which may throw some light upon these still 
ancient works. He was engaged at Zimbabwe 
during the months of June, July, and part of 
August, keeping a force of native laborers 
excavating among the ruins. The large 
circular building which bas been pictured in 
the Sun he found to be a perfect specimen of 
an ancient Phallic temple. Parallels to this 
temple are to be found in the round temples 
at Malta and the temples at Samothrace and 
elsewhere. The Phoenician coin of Byblos is 
a curiously exact representation of the temple 
at Zimbabwe, Mr. Bent does not mean to 
unply that Zimbabwe is of Phosnician origin, 
but its origin is kindred and is to be found in 
the mystic religions of the East which spread 
westward, 

Some distance from the temple are the re- 
mains of the fortress, where many more dis- 
coveries were made. On asummit, approached 
with difficulty, an elaborate system of fortifi- 
cations had been erected, regardless of labor 
and strategic value. A wall 13 feet thick and 
30 feet high runs along the edge ofa sheer 
precipice, itself 90 feet high. This wall is sur- 
mounted by monoliths alternating with small 
round towers, and is again protected by an 
inner wall. It is hard to account for this re- 
dundancy of defense. The most numerous 
discoveries were in what was once the temple 
of the fortress. The outer walls of this temple 
had been decorated with carved birds on the 
top of soapstone pedestals, all archaic 
in design. One bore on its pedestal 
and wings a well-known Phallic symbol 
and one had its beak intact, showing it to be 
meant for a vulture or raven. Iron bells 
were found of curious form, doubtiess 
used fortemple service. In the middle of 
the building stood an altar made of 
small granite blocks. About forty more ob- 
jects were found in and around the temple, 
most of them so realistic as to leaveno doubt 
as to their purport. Many fragments of pot- 
tery of excellent glaze and workinanship were 
also found. The patterns were mostly geo- 
metrie, but executed with absolute correct- 
ness. There were also numerous implements 
of war, including a gilt spear-head, and in one 
coroer were fragments of Persian and Celadon 
china, doubtless exchanged for gold by traders 
of some remote period. 

The most icteresting discoveries were those 
in connection with the working of gold. A 
gold smelting furnace of a hard cement was 
among the discoveries, Near it were many 
cement crucibles, in which are still fixed in 
the glaze many specks of gold about the size 
of a ptn’s head. Hard by in a chasm between 
two bowlders lay all the rejected quartz casings 
from which the goid-bearing quartz had been 
extracted prior to crushing, proving beyond 
a doubt that these ruins, 2 themselves 
far reinoved from any gold reef, were the 
capital of a gold-producing people who had 
chosen this hill fortress with ite granite 


advantages. Many tools for extracting gold 
from the furnaces, burnishers, crushers, etc., 
were found. 

There are many other ruins in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood of Zimbabwe presenting the 
same features. In fact, the whole country 
froin the Lundi River to the Zambesi is 
studded with them. They have the same 
architectural features, and 
tainly erected 
Fifteen cases 
tion are now on their way to England. Mr. 
Bent has not yet had time fully to develop his 
theories with regard to the origin of these dis- 
coveries, though he has proven beyond a 
doubt that at a very early day this region was 
inhabited by a people who did not originate 
in Africa, who were advanced in civilization, 
who were undoubtedly great explorers, and, 
havi in the course of their long travels 
found gold in this country, sent colonies to 

occupy the land. It is the remains of the im- 
mense structures they reared and of the ob- 
jects they made that in these days have been 
discovered where now only a simple, savage 
people reside.

The inadequate number of the warships 
owned by Great Britain has been go often ex- 
plained by the Admiral that it is hardly nec. 
essary to repeat his remarks. He says in 
1807 Great Britain had 206 battleships to Ru- 
rope’s 180, of whieh only sixty were French. 
It was then proved how necessary such a pro- 
vision was, and England was wise en to 
increase this number up to 240 battleships, 
which was four times the size of the French 


force. . 

We shall have in 1894,“ says Admiral Sy- 
monds, only seventy-seven so-called effective 
ships of war—and a very heterogeneous lot 
they are—to Europe's 250 and France's sixty.“ 

A comparison between England's modern 
battleships and those of France and Russia 
shows the Admiral that his country has thirty- 
six to their forty-five—thirty French and fit. 
teen Russian. But.“ he adds, “the French 
are such near neighbors to Italy and their 
navy is so very much stronger that it would 
be unwise not to regard the possibility of the 

hands of the 


Italian fleet falling into the 


French during war.’ 

England’s thirty-six modern warships, ac. 
cording to the Admiral's views, may have to 
contend with French and Russian battleships 
armored from end to end about the water-line 
with fourteen-inch and thirteen-inch armor 
fore and aft. He argues that if -French ships 


can be thus plated English ships should also | 


be ‘armored, otherwise high-explosive shells 
are almost sure to enter the wide, unprotected 
space at the ships’ ends, spreading fearful de- 
struction and perhaps sinking them. 

Regarding the armament of England’s ves- 
seis, the Admiral says: 

We are now as badly off, or worse. in regard to 
, guns as we are in the number 
of our modern battleships, for there are only siz 
of such guns carried between the Victoria, Sans 
Pareil, and Benbow, to which, if the four eighty- 
ton muzzile-loaders of the Inflexible be added, a 
total of ten guns only is reached. The Italians, 
on the other band, have twenty-eight guns from 
100 tons and upward distributed between seven of 
their battleships, and their neighbors, the French. 
have fourteen mounted in si attleshivs, eo thas 
these two nationg have betw@en them forty-t 
of the heaviest moun in thirteen vessels. 


Admiral Symonds’ eleventh abe 2 re- 
garding the inadequacy of Eng 's cruisers 
to the duties of guarduig the empire and of 
protecting ite f and commerce is explained 
at great length. Its ürst and most éxpressive 
statement is as follows: 

They (the cruisers) are too small, too broad for 
their length, carry far too little fuel, and are very 
much too few in number. The Blake and her 
sister, the Blenheim, our two best cru are 

feet long and 63 feet broad, which is 
about seven feet broader than the ironclad 
Black Prince, which is 380 feet by 58 feet, or the 
Minotaur, which is 400 feet by 59 feet 5 inches. 
Both the Blake and the Blenheim must. ow to 


troubled sea, 1 attribute this disadvantage part- 
ly to mounting too heavy guns in our cruisers 
and consider the French proportions to be mach 
better. Their Depuy de Lome is 376 long by 
51% feet broad or 13% feet narrower than our

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BREAKING THE DEADLOCK WHEN 
LOGAN’ Was LAST ELECTED. 


Death of J. Henry Shaw in the Thirty- 
fourth Senatorial District Led Up to the 
Plan in Which Senator Logan Himself 
Had Bat Little Faith—How the Tickets 
Were Turned Out and the Democrats 
‘Thrown Off Their Guard—Some Amusing 
Incidents, 


The story of the contest in the Thirty-foarth 
Senatoria! District in this State in 1885, which 
contest resulted in the redlection of John A. 
Logan to the United States Senate, has been told 
in a general way by the newspapers and talked 
over in all the political gatherings of the Repub- 
lican party in this State, | | 

Sitting in bis library a few evenings since, an 
old man who has retired from the activities of 
partisanism went over the story to the writer 
and related, in so doing, some things that have 
not befure been in the newspapers. ‘ 

Law the statement made,” he said, ia one 
of the papers that Mr. Jones of this city was en- 
titled to the credit for that remarkable piece of 
work. I do not suppose that Mr. Jones ever 
claimed anything of the sort. I have no disposi- 
tion to withhold from him anything be has done 
for the party, and | am willing to confess that he 
has done his share, But he had nothing to do 
with that work in the Thirty-fourth District in 
1835. The originator, as Tun Trisune re- 
cently showed, was Henry Craske of Rushville, 
fil. When the Legislature met the two par- 
ties were equally divided on juint ballot. Gen, 
Logan was the choice of the Republican 
caucus, but a personal feeling deprived him of 
two votes to which he was entitled. Col. Mor 
rison was the nominee of the Democrats, but he 
was unable to control bis party in the Legisla- 
ture. But as the Legislature was constituted 
neither party could have elected a Senator. The 
deadiock was tight. Nothing short of bribery or 
treachery could break it. Both parties refrained 
alternately from voting / and thus broke a quorum 
whenever the other side acquired a temporary 
advantage. Death camo at onetime and took a 
hand. The Republicans lost a member in the 
Nineteenth District. The Democrats, however, 
could not summon a quorum in the joint assem- 
bly, and there was still no election. The Repub 
licans elected a successor to the dead member, 
but that only restored the tie. Then the Demo- 
crats lost a member in the Thirty-seventh Dis- 
trict, but they selected a successor to him and 
the situation remained as before. And so mat- 
ters continued until death threw again. The 
Democrats lost a member frum the Thirty- 
fourth District, J. Henry Shaw. He repre 
seuted a district that was composed of 
Cass, Mason, Menard, and Schuyler Coun- 
ties, and that district had given the 
Cleveland electors’a plurality of over 2,000 in 
1884. The Democrats immediately proceeded to 
nominate a Mr. Leeper to fill the vacancy, Ia the 
face of this situation Henry Craske uudertook to 
elect a Ropablican, and succeeded. It led up to 
a break in the deadlock, and. as I have said, that 
resulted in the election of Gen. Logan. It was a 
fair thing to do, politically, but I do not know of 
anything just like it in all my political experience 
aud observation. * 


* * 

“Shaw's death occurred April 12. April 13 the 
Governor issued a proclamatica for a special elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy. The date of the election 
was May6. Thetime was short. Mr. Sittig had 
paired with Mr. Shaw until Mr. Shaw’s successor 
was elected and the election of a Senator was off. 
I will not go over the details of the plan as ar- 
ranged between the Republicans to run in their 
man atthe last hour. That is known to every 
intelligent reader, I think. I think it is generally 
known that Gen. Logan at first had little faith io 
the plan. It looked like an impossibility. It re 
quired secrecy that was almost masonic. Oue maa 
in each county was selected to manage that county. 
Hein turn selected a man to attend to each 
township, and he in turn to select 
one man in each school district, who in turn se- 
lected five others to arsist him, All started out 
on the morning of the 6th to see that all Repub- 
licans were at their respective voting places 
promptly at5o’clock p.m. The men to do this 
had to be carefully selected. A single word in- 
discreetly spoken would have spoiled the whole 
plan. The Damocrats, notwithstand ng their 
strength, were on the alert. They were suspicious. 
It was agreed among the managers in the district 
that Cap. Blaine of Menard Cuanty should be the 
candidate. Secret instructions for the organiza- 
tien of the townships were seut to the proper per- 
sons. No voting was to be done until 5 o’clock of 
the day uf the election. When all was arranged 
Mr. Craske was astounded to receive informa tion 
one day that it had been decided that Cap. Blaine 
should be withdrawn and Mr. Bsekman be substi- 
tuted as the candidate. There was no objec tion 
to the change except that time was precious and 
any change at that time was dangerous. The 
tickets were to arrive for Mr. Craske Saturday 
evening prededing the day of election. He was 
so notified from headguartérs, The Saturday 
came, but no tickets. Here was more 
precious time, and no tidings as to why. Mr. 
Craske telegraphed in a blind way. intelligible 
to the party to whom he telegraphed, but received 
no answer. He then went to the office of the 
Citizen, in Rushville, and ordered the tickets, A 
strange and startling fact flashed upon him at 
that moment. He did not know the Christian 
name of his candidate. After a burried consulta- 
tion be and Judge X. C. Matthews bired a car- 
riage and started to a distant point at which they 
expected to get the Christian name of their candi- 
Gate. As the Democrats were watching every 
move of the Republicans it was necessary for 
Craske and the Judge to go out of their way so as 
to throw the Democrats off their guard: But it 
was understood that Matthews was a candidate 
before a non-partisan judicial convention to be 
held for the nomination of Judge, and so it was 
given ont that he wasgoing out of town to fix a 


fence.

„They secured the name and returned home 
Monday, and the editor of the paper, Mr. Larash, 
set up the ticket. It read: | 
„For Representative Thirty-fourth Senatorial 

District, 
“* JOHN Tr. BEREMAN.’ 

“Several Democrats came into the office about 
the time the form was about to be placed on the 
press, and the editor had to delay his work. It 
was the luckiest call for the editor. so far as the 
Republican party was concerned, that could have 
happened. For by that delay the tickets from 
beadquarters arrived, aud they presented another 
exasperating situation. The name of Beekman 
was not on those tickets, but they read: 

“* Por Representative to General Assembly, 


where, to resort to subterfuge. 

keep the Democrats so engaged about something 
else that they would not have time to think of 
what we were ap to. The Democrats of Havana, 
as I was saying, got to pressing the Republicans 
pretty hard, and something bad to be done to 
keep them quiet. There was an old wind-mill 
ruin near by which had several feet of water in 
it. We took a baby’s dress and ont it so that it 
looked as if it had been gashed with 
a knife, and then we got some blond and 
svrinkled upon it, Boys were always fishing 
there.

The suggestion was acted on, and the bailing out 
of the water with buckets continued until 4 
o'clock, when the Republicans gave it away. The 
job had kept the Democrats busy, they had done 
most of the bailing. It was too late for them to 
act upon any report of a Republican candidate 
then, And the Republicans walked quietly up 
with their ballots and dropped in the same for 
Weaver. Weaver was twenty-two ahead at that 
precinct when the vote was counted. 

As is always the case there are people who are 
in pain when a secret is confided to them, and the 
pain does not cease until they have leaked or 
made a bad break. An instance of this sort was 
only averted in Rushville the morning of the elec 
tion. A Republican called out to oue of the man- 
agers who had the tickets in his pocket for that 
precinct, Say. let me have some of those tickets.’

come off the next day. The man who asked for 
tickets took the hint and left.

HIGH SEAS AT TILLAMOOK ROCK, 


Dashing Over the Top of the Lighthouse, 
175 Feet Above Sea Level. 
Portland Oregon i ta; George Hunt, who has 
filled the position of head keeper at the Tilla- 
mook rock lighthouse for the last four years, 
arrived here yesterday on his way to Cape 
Mears, he having been transferred to the 
lighthouse there, his place being taken by R. 
Peterson, who has been on the rock over four 
years. 0 
The crew at Tillawook rock light have had 
rather an unpleasant experience auring the 
storms of the last six weeks or more, during 
which time they have had no communication 
with the shore. Sunday was the Hrst day 
when it was possible fur any landing to 
be made on the rock, and the Manzanita 
came out and landed some supplies 
and brought Mr. Hunt away: He ‘says 
that a most terrific gale sprung up on 
the night of Dec. 7 and continued till 3 
m. on the 8th. The wind blew a regular 
urricane, the seas breaking 8 over 
the rock and house. The two boats kept on 
the rock were swept aw The platform 
where stores and visito yere landed, which 
was anchored to the rock with iron volta, was 
swept away, an old steam boiler and engine 
bed were carried off, and the pment from 
the landing-place to the station, though 


to the rock, was torn up and destroyed. 


On the 2th they experienced a still worse 
storin. The wind was not so violent, but there 
was a heavy sea on when the gale commenced, 
and the waves got up to a tremendous height. 
The focal flame of the light is 145 feet above 
sea level, and the dome of the lantern rises 
about twelve feet above this. On the dome is 
a large ball, perforated with holes, to give 
ventilation to the lamp. Salt water, not spray, 
but solid’’ water poured down through these 
holes. Of course the seas swept over the 
the house in torrents, but it stood fast. Some 
water caine 2 ik but they man to — 


the water huried against giass, 
which without them would have been bat- 
tered in, and the heavy plates might have

% recently have heard of the most marvel- 
ous snake in the world,“ said Superintendent 
Arthur Erwin Brown of the Philadelphia 
Zodlogica] Society not long ago. 

Superintendent Brown 1s one of the leading 
naturalists of the United States, In addition 
to his duties as the official head of the Phila- 
delphia society, he is consulting zodlogist of 
the new National Zodlogical Garden at Wash- 
ington. His specialty in biology has been 
the study of snakes and reptiles, in 
which department he stands confessedly 
at the head in this country. | He has 
studied the Ophidians not only in cap- 
tivity but in their native haunts pretty much 
all over the world, and two of the most con- 
spicuous objects in his private office in the old 
John Penn mansion are two large Klass jars 
securely sealed and filled to the brim with all 
manner of specimens of the serpent tribe. 
Several months each year are spent by him, 
usually, in some of the wildest portaons of the 
continent, and he has but rec@ntly returned 
from atwo months’ vacation trip along the 
Rio Grande in Northern Mexico and Southern

It is an old notion,“ continued Superin- 
tendent Brown, ** that the bite of a snake is 
much more deadly wnen it is shedding its skin 
than at any other time. It was supposed that 
there was some mysterious connection be- 
tween this process and the virulence of the 
poison. The secret is this: When a snake 
is shedding it is blind fortwo or three days 
owing to the skin of the head coming forward 
over the eyes. During this time it cannot 
strike its prey as it usually does, and as a re- 
sult there is a greater secretion of venom in 
the poison glands at the base of its fangs, and 
the victim of the attack receives a larger dose 
than he probably would any other time.“

As for 
the Frio serpent, I think it is nothing more 
than the indigo snake of the Southern States, 
which in lower Texas may possibly grow to 
an unusual size. When my Texan friend first 
related his story about ‘ Billy’ he described 
him as being about twenty feet long and as 
thick as a stovepipe. In subsequent and re- 
vised narrations he reduced the size of the 
reptile about one-half. As to whether or not 
there are serpents of unusual proportions 
along the Rio Grande I am not prepared to 
say. I gave orders for the capture of the

By a 
wonderfully delicate bit of nature’s mechan- 
ism, when the mouth is opened the fangs are 
forced downward into an erect position, the 
action at the same time contracting the poison 
glands and forcing the secretions to flow the

Have you ever experimented with the Gila 
monster?’ 

‘* Personally, I have not. Some time ago 
we extracted some of its venom for the use of 
Dr. Weir Mitchell ef this city. There is no 
question that it is a venomous reptile, though 
not highly so. The experiments of Dr. Mitch- 
ell show that birds and mammals treated 
with a hypodermie injection of the secretion 
suffer from its toxic effects. There is little to 
be feared about the reptile, for it is sluggish 
and not dis to bite.”

a bright red and a bright green rattlesnake. 
There are such curiosities in the snake world, 
but not more than two or three have ever 
been captured. We have no cobra, which is 
owing to the fact that they have to be carried 
such a distance and are very difficult to keep 


alive in captivity.” : 

The keeper of the reptile house in the Phila- 
delphia Zodlogical Garden is J, W. Thompson, 
a young man whose fourteen years of experi- 
ence with snakes has not robbed him of a 
pleasant manner. 

The most common occurrence in our ex- 
perience here, and one which I suppose would 
strike most people as unusual, he said, is 
that of one snake trying to swallow another. 
The indigo and the kme snakes are regular 
cannibals. If two indigo snakes fasten them- 
selves upon a toad the smaller one must 
loosen his hold or the other will swallow him. 
Every once in a while a king suake will try to 
swallow his mate, and 1 frequently, when 
feeding them, have to stand by when two of 
them get hold of one piece of food, to keep 
them from trying to swallow each other.“ 

Do snakes exhibit any degree of intelli- 
gence ?”’ 

None whatever. None of the snakes know 
me, 80 far as 1 have been able to observe. 
They may be able to detect my presence by 
scent, but that is all. None of them ever 
show a disposition to fight or attack me. They 
are fed on birds, mice, rats, toads, and frogs. 
Some of the snakes when deprived.of water 
will feed on milk. To others the odor of milk 
18 very offensive and they will not touch it. 
With snakes everything is in the scent. I can 
put a toad in the rattlesnakes’ cage, but they 
will not touch it; drop it among the co 
perheads and they will make a meal of it in 
no time. 

A peculiarity about venomous snakes,”’ 
continued the keeper, is their manner of 
taking food;.a rattlesnake or a copperhead 
will strike their prey, then coil up and wait 
for it to die. Before commencing to swallow 
it they will watch it meg for the slightest / 
movement. They swallow it head first, and if 
there is the slightest muscular movement ob- 
servable they will disgorge at once. It is dif- 
ferent with the moccasin. It will strike and 
hold on to its prey until it is dead. 


WHY SUICIDE ISN’T ATTEMPTED TWICE. 


A Physician's Explanation of the Peculiar- 
ities of Self- Murder. 

Did you ever notice that as à rule the per- 
sons who seek death and are rescued from the 
grave never court the society of the dark 
angel again!?“ 

The propounder of the question was a hos- 
pital physician, and he proceeded to explain 
without waiting for an answer. 

What I mean is that of all the persons 
who attempt suicide and are foiled, but few 
try self-murder a second time. Probably one- 
half, if net more, of all those who try to kill 
themselves are frustrated. The percentage of 
those who leap into tbe dark river a second 
time is exceedingly small. I have tried to dis- 
cover the reason for this from the lips of those 
who have gone through the terrible experi- 
ence, but I have not met with suecess, 

“Tt is queer that persons after devoting 
weeks and months to a consideration of so 
momentous a question and decidi to end 
their existence should, when foiled, declare 
that they were fools, and swear never todo the 
like agaih. Yet this is what is done in a large 
majority of instances. Those who have stared 
at death seem to live life anew. The past is 
effaced—a new light seems to have dawned. 
The sunshine is dearer; the air is purer. It is 
the convalescent taking great draughts of the 
outdoor air with a keenness of relish that was 
nk nown before. 

Did you ever witness ahanging? Theexe- 
cution is impressive. It is terrible to see a 
human life deliberately and covily taken. But 
this is not the most terrible thing about a 
hanging. It is the recollection of it—the men- 
tal picture of that death scene—that is awful. 
So it is with the suicide. It is not so fearful 
to take a poisoned draught—to pull a trigger 
ortake a plunge. But to those who have 
rushed to death and have failed to overtake it 
the recollection of that race must be awful— 
and this is what deters rash mortals from a 
second attempt. This is the only explanation 
I can gather. a 

What do I think of suicide? It is moral 
cowardice and physical courage. It takes 
nerve to throw one’s self in front of a moving 
locomotive, but a human being that cannot 
bear adversity lacks the higher courage; It is 
not so that all persons who seek their own 
lives are insane. ; 

There is possibly one case in which moral 
cowardice is not apparent. It is in the case 
of the person who is suffering torture from a 
fatal iliness.”’

POWERS OF THE GREAT SAND DUNES. 


What They Have Accomplished in This 
and Other Lands. 

A recent writer in a popular magazine esti- 
mates the sand dunes of Hatteras and Hen- 
lopen as in some cases upward of seventy 
feet in height and moving at least fifty 
feet ayear. Swamps have thus been filled, 
forests and houses buried, and it is stated that 
but a few years can elapse before the entire 
island lying north of Cape Hatteras will be 
rendered uninhabitable, The sand dunes on 
the coast of Prussia commenced not over a 
century ago and already fields and villages have 
been buried and valuable forests laid waste 
by them. A tall pine forest covering many 
hundred acres was destroyed during the brief 
period «intervening been 1804 and 1827. 
Loftus, writing ot Niliyga, an old Arab town 
a few miles east of the ruins of Babylon, says 
that in 1848 the sand began to accum@late 
about it, and in six years the desert within a 
radius of six miles was covered with little 
undulating domes, while the ruins of the city 
were 80 buried that it is now impossible to 
trace their original form and extent. A still 
more striking illustration of the 
rapidity of these sand accumulations 
is offered by the same authority in de- 
scribuig the burial customs of some of these 
ancient people, it bei stated that the 
earthen coffins were merely stacked in layers 
one on top of another and left thus to be cov- 
ered by the fine sand sifted over them by the 
winds of the desert. Even Nineveh, founded 
some twenty centuries before Christ and de- 
stroyed 1,400 years later, became so covered 
by drifted sands that at the time of the Greek 


Zenophon (about 400 B. C.) the very site of 


the once famous city was unknown. 

It is not possbile always to trace the drifted 
sands to their various sources. Dunes along 
the seacoasts are in nearly if not quite all 
cases com of materials thrown up by the 
waves on the beaches. This is case with 
those of Hatteras, Cape Cod, Glascony, Alge- 
ria, and Schieswig-Holstein. But the origin 
of the large inland dunes like those of Nevada 
is not so clear. It has been suggested that 
these may have been formed of beach sand’ 
driven in by the prevailing westerly winds 
from the Pacific coust. This is, however, a 
matter of very gravedoubt, and it seems more 
probable, as stated by Mr. I. C. Russell, that 
they were derived from the disintegrating 
granite of the Sierras. They certainly have 
traveled far and are not a product of disinte- 
gration of rocks in the immediate vicinity, 
be agency of the wind does not end with 
the work of transporting the dust. 
Particles of sa drifting along before the 
wind become themselves agents of abrasion, 
filing away every hard object with which they 
come in contact. Asa matter of course thi 
phenomenon is most strikingly active in the 
arid regions, though the res when looked 
for, areby no means wanting in the humid East. 
It is thought by Prof. Egleston that the inscrip- 
tions on many of the tombstones in the older 
churchyards of New York City have become 
illegible by the wearing action of the dust and 
sand blown against them from the street. 
There is to be seen in the National Museum 
at Washington a large sheet of plate-glass, 
once a window in a lighthouse on Cape Cod. 
During a severe storm of not above forty-eight 
hours’ duration this became on its exposed 
surface so ground from the impact of grains 
of sand blown against if as to be no longer 
transparent and to necessitate its removal.

I had read and heard a great deal of the 
famous rogue elephant of the district of 
Mysore, Ovi of before I ever 
got within 200 miles of his stamping- ground. 
He made his first appearance in 1868, and for 
years was @ veritable terror to an area of 
country fifty miles long by thirty broad. 

A “rogue”’ elephant, as has often been ex- 
plained, isa male who has either voluntarily 
left the herd because of defeat or has been 
driven into exile by his companions for rea- 
sons not known to man.

This fellow was called The Wicked” by all 
the natives in that territory, and some of the 
stories told of his doings were really wonder- 
ful, as well as strictly tre.

On the eastern edge 
of this valley, which is from one to five miles 
wide, is a dense jungle fifty miles long, and 
this place was his retreat.

Even 
the dogs knew nothing of his presence until 
he got to work. He put his tusks under the 
foundation poles of the hut and tipped the 
whole thing over, and then he trampled on the 
anny sleeping in the middle of the mud 
oor. 

Only three or four people caught sight of 
himas he moved away. A grand hunt was 
organized, but he was not even discovered. It 
was he had been fri ed out of 
the district, but two or three days later, as a 
native was driving a bullock cart along a road 
at the edge of the forest, the elephant, who 
was in hiding behind a clump of bushes 
picked the man off his seat with his trunk and 
flung him twenty feet into the air. In the 
same minute he drove his long tusks through 
the bullock ana then disappeared. The na- 
tive was so badly hurt that he died three days 
later. This was Thursday about 11 o’clock in 
the morning. At 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
the.elephant appeared at a point up the valley 
exactly thirty-two miles away and killed a 
ryot, or native farmer, who was at work in his 
Held. 

In three years, according to official returns 
made, The Wicked killed upward of 100 


people, destroyed thousands of dollars’ worth 


of crops, and caused the death of hundreds of 
domestic animals. His aim was to kili and 
destroy, and he wend about his work in such a 
queer and mysterious manner as to keep all 
the people afraid of him. Wild elephants 
never leave cover duriag daylight. This fel- 
low stalked abroad by day as well as by night. 
He moved as silently and swiftly as a tiger. 
Ou one occasion five natives who had been 
stacking some grain sat down to eat their 
luncheon. it was high noon and they were 
half a mile from the edge of the jungle. The 
elephant came upof them over hard and stony 
ground, where the footstep of a man would 
certainly have been beard, and the first known 
of his presence was when he struck two of the 
five down.

He had not been gut of sight more 
than five minutes when I heard him shriek. 
After running a distance of 400 feet I came toa 
small dell or glade oo Sas cane. About the 
center of this lay the dead body of my tracker. 
It could hardly be called a body, it was 
rather a mass of pulp. There was, no living 
thing in sight, but there were footprints to 
rove that the elephant had been there. The 
Wicked „nad been in ambush behind a large 
mass of rock. He had fifteen feet to go 
to seize the unfortunate tracker, and he had 
made short work of him by trampling on him, 
I ran through the forest in several directions, 
perfectly reckless of the probability that the 
elephant was in ambush again, but I gut no 
track or trace of him. He had vanished as 
silently and swiftly as a startled wolf. 

I returned to my quarters fairly beaten and 
to learn, two days later, that the elephant had 
killed one of the British officers the day after 
killing my tracker.

For 
several nights he had not molested any of the 
villages, but during each day he had commit- 
ted some depredations.

MENTS OF THE CAMERA. 


The Discovery of the Gelatino.Bromide 
Plate — Exhausting Experiments That 
Lead Up to the Solution of a Problem 
That Puzzled All Photographers—The 
Inventor Now an Object of Charity— 
Amateurs Becoming Dissatisfied with 
Random Shots— World's Fair Plans. 

To Dr. R. L. Maddox of Southampton, Eng., 
the art of photography owes its most impor- 
tant step forward since 

the time of Daguerre. 

It was in 1871 that he 

invented the gelatine 


dry plate, as the result | 


of experiments intend- 
ed to improve on the 
collodion process, His 
objections to that proc- 
ess were manifold. It 
was costly and slow, the 
manufacture of the cot- 
ton was troublesome, 
and the collodion vapor 
2 affecteil the 
photographer’s health. 

DE. BR. L. MADDOX. % Dr. Maddox's own 
opposition to the vapor was joined that 
of his household, as its oppressive 
odor pervaded every wom in the house. 
He met the case in a characteristic way, not 
with the submission of ong who regards the 
evils.of an ‘imperfect method as inevitable, 
but with the spirit of an inventor, confident 
that thought and experiment will fiud a way of 
escape. 

Using paper and glass by turns, he began, 
Exhausting the contents of his chemical 
shelves, he proceeded to draw upon the re- 
sources of the family pantry. Lichen, linseed- 
oil, quince-seed, tapioca, and wax were, each 
in succession, combined with varying propor- 
tions of silver salts and made into plates. At 
times one of the plates would give an encour- 
aging result. Then the proportions of its in- 
gredients would be changed carefully, only to 
have success, just as it seemed within reach, 
slip away. Since vegetable substances failed 
him, why not try animal compounds? More 
complex, they night be more unstable, and 
therefore more sensitive to light. Dr. Mad- 
dox mixed white of egg with his silver, but in 
vain. He next employed the finest isinglass, 
and so promising was the first plate that he 
felt sure he was on the right track. He was 
using iodide of silver, such as he been 
accustomed to combine with collodion. De- 
spite the most careful filtermg, the isingiass 
failed to yield a sufficiently even surface, 


The Problem Solved. 


Then the happy thought struck him: Why 
not try gelatine? Fortunately a packet of it 
happened to be in the house, and by dissolving 
it he secured a much better surface than he 
had with the isinglass. Just then he had been 
photographing some laurels, making a rather 
poor picture. What could improve this im- 
perfect plate? He remembered having heard 
that for foliage the bromides were better suited 
than the iodides, To the bromides, then, in- 
creasing the quantity and lessening that of the 
iodides, he turned. So marked, at that point, 
was the success that he settled on the use of 
bromide alone. Then the first effective dry 
plate saw the light of day. Dr. Maddox at 
once published his experiments. To some of 
the most ingenious minds in the ranks of 
photographers, professional and amateur, 
their promise was as certain as dawn. Very 
soon the gelatino-bromide plate, as we now 
know it, was brought to perfection. In the 
final improvements Dr. Maddox togk no part, 
as his health had broken down and hé was 
forbidden to work. In 1892 a subscription, 
toward which American photographers are 
making handsome contributions, is being 
raised for him because he is infirm and poor. 
Apart from the subscription, the man whose 
skill, fertility of resource, and perseverance 
led the way to so many triumphs of science 
and art has been utterly without reward. 

Photography is enlisted by science asa 
means rather than an ena, but a means of in- 
calculable importance. here, as in 
the hands of the artist, the gelatine film is 
available for unnumbered purposes for which 
a wet plate would be out of the question. 
Take a botanist, for example. While a-field 
gathering specimens for his collection he se- 
cures the portrait of a flower here, of an herb 
there, in the fall flush of life. In giving a 
true idea of the plant a portrait very effective- 
ly supplements its shriveled and discolored 
remains. The botanist, too, as at Harvard, 
is enabled by phutography to compare with 
ease and readiness the tissues of plants and to 
place side by side the products of the most 
distant levels and zones. Botany has 4 prac- 
tical as well as a strictly scientific side. 

A Great Possibility, 

From the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, from State experimental farms, 
many thousand seeds, cuttings, and sapplings 
are distributed throughout the Union every 
year. Were photographs of specimens in new 
territory taken syste:matically and compared 
ut headquarters much could be done toward 
learning which new species are best suited for 


particular localities. Especially would that 


be the case with trees, like the spruce, desira- 
ble for rapid growth as timber, or like thesoft 
maple, for shade. The matter of measure- 
meut could be provided for by puttimg a yard- 
stick two inches into the ground beside the 
tree and photographing both together. 

To the geologist the camera is quite as use- 
ful as to the botanist. It gives him prints of 
strata, omitting no detail of dip or strike. In 
the wider views of the geographer, hilly and 
mountainous regions are depicted, free from 
the illusions which impose on the eye. Capes 
and headlands, extended coast lines, peaks, 
declivities. swamps, and craters are as easily 
and truthfully committed to paper as if they 
were so many models ina museum. Not only 
can the photographer get pictures of inaccessi- 
ble places with the camera under his hand, he 
may on occasion send his instrument to points 
where he cannot follow it. Lowered through 
a chink into a quarry rent by earthquake, it 
has been the means of rescuing a score of im- 
prisoned workmen, Sent to the depths of the 
sea, it has brought up records of what it saw 
there. Attached to a balloon, it has been 
floated over an enemy’s camp and returned 
with full intelligence of his strength and dis- 
tribution. This is one of the cases in which 
war bestows a gift on peace, and the skill ac- 
quired in military photography has given val- 
uable lessons to the land surveyor and railroad 
engineer. i 

As photography multiplies on every hand 
its alliances with art and science, thé amateur 
is likely to become less and less satisfied with 
random shots at anything and everything. He 
sees how, by giving it some definite aim and 
connection, be can invest his work with a 
fresh and vivid interest. Perhaps a bridge is 
being constructed in the neighborhood. As 
the spans rise from day to day he follows the 


process, some insight into the methods of the 


modern engineer resulting. Last year while 
the beautiful groined ceiling of the new public 
library in Boston was being cemented a 
series of — 2 was taken revealing 
the rare ingenuity of the Italian builder. At 
times work of that sort rises to very practical 
work. The designer of the Exhibition grounds 
at Chicago, Mr. F. L. Olmsted, receives photo- 
graphs once a week in Boston showing how 
his plans are taking form. In such a re- 
port there can be nothing forgotten or glossed 


over. 

With all the value that set purpose can give 
his pictures the amateur is ceasing to look 
askance at the difficulties which may beset 
careful photography. Taking his courage in 
both hands he finds a rich reward in submit- 
ting himself to the discipline demanded 
when he makes his camera bear en the art 
or science which he desires to attack with 
new skill or to understand with more intelli- 
gence,

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How a Kansas Woman Travels. 

An oid C., B. and Q. conductor: I have run on 
a good many different roads. I have been East 
and West; North aud South, and of course I have 
seén ali sorts of people. A New York woman, 
when she starts out to travel alone, will pick up 
some acquaintance before she has been out very 
long. I du not use the words pick up” in an 
offensive sense. Iman that she knows how to 
make traveling acquaintances readily, and she 
generally gees to it that her acquaintances do her 
some good, and she is not hurt by the familiarity 
either.

1 can tell 
a Kansas woman as soon as she gets on 
the train. She takes two seats if the car is not 
crowded and throws her luggage into one. She 
creates the impression that she lias left nothing at 
home. She takes off her bonnet or hat and ties 
it up as if she thought it was going to get away 
from her. She has her meals pat in a big box, 
She asks the conductor the name of every station, 
for | never saw one who had the furethought to 
geta folder before she started, or afterward, 
either. She goes to the water tank every time 
the train stops. When eating time comes she 
opens ap her box and spreads her table. She has 
enough to feed an ordinary family. She never 
throws anything away, but puts the remains 
back in the linen and rolls up the same as care 
fully as if it contained a prise. Then she unties 
her bonnet, looks at it, ties it up again, and final- 
ly shoves her head over against the window and 
stretches het body on the seat and goes to sleep. 
I say sleep. I do not know about that, for every 
time any one passes along the aisle she raises her 
head and looks. You can’t tell net anything. She 
needs no assistance in getting off the train when 
she reaches ber destination. I do not know 
whether it is the climate or what it is, but she is 
the most independent creature on the road. 


A Chicago Business- Man's Pastime. 

“One of the serious things set down against 
Chicago men is that they never have the time to 
enjoy themselves. 

This remark was, made by a business-man from 
New York. It was not original. It has been 
written about Chicago for a number of years. it 
has been permitted to go uncontradicted until it 
is actually believed. A few weeks ago, in the 
midst of holiday business, the children of a State 
street merchant whose affairs amount to millions 
called upon him in his office and told him that 
there was ice in Lincoln Park for skating. He 
was in the midst of what is called in commercial 
circles a deal, but he postponed it and in a half 
hour he was on his way to the ice-pond with his 
little ones. Asingleinstance? Yes. A merchant 
prince of Adams street has for the last ten years 
made it a point to spend one-third of each year 
away from the city with his family. He has in 
these outings seen nearly every country, and 
he is now in India. He is not alone. 
There is sot a day in the week when 
one cannot find at some one of the numerous 


clubs down-town representative business-men at 


luncheon, and there they tarry sometimes indefin- 
itely. There is not an evening in which these 
same men are not in the midst of social enjoy- 
ments. Many of these enjoyments partake of a 
literary character. A number of the successful 
commercial men of Chicago are college-bred, and 
devote their evenings to the discussion of seien- 
tific and philosophical topics. There is no city in 
the United States where questions of public con- 
cern are discussed as often by business-men at 
their gatherings as Chieago., The difference be- 
tween the Chicago business-man and his brotber 
of New York is this, the former has his hours for 
work and pastimes, the latter has no system. He 
leaves his concerns at any time., When the Chi- 
cago man is at his business he allows nothing to 
interfere with it. 


A City Where There Are No Country Teams. 

You might tarry in the City of Galveston a year 
and in that time you would never see a country 
wagon.’ There is no such thing seen as a huck- 
ster’s cart there. The city is built on an island. 
and is washed on the one side by the waters of 
the bay and on the other by the gulf. There are 
only two bridges connecting the mainland with 
the island and they are railroad bridges. The 
produce is brought to town on small boats called 
the mosquito fleet. Ihe farmers are not only 
landlubbers, but are seamen as well. They have 
boats instead of wagons. These boats are one 
and two masters, not as large as the smallest tugs 
on the Chicago River. On the rear end is a cabin 
in which the farmer and his assistants, generally 
his family, live while on the voyage coming or 
going, and where they also live while in port. The 
farms are along the coast. The produce is loaded 
and the vessel creeps along the shore, or with- 
in hailing distance of it, and comes intoa slip. 
which is the market place of the city, Thither 
the family groceryman and dealers goto make 
their purchases. This slip corresponds with Chi- 
cago’s South Water street. Go there at noon, or 
in the evening, or at an early hour inthe morn- 
ing and the farmers are at their meals, which are 
prepared in the little cabins. There are on an 
average 200 of these mosquito craft in the slip 
daily. Sometimes a boat will remain in port 
three or four days, or until the cargo is disposed 
of. Then they hoist sail and are off, the destina- 
tion of some beuig 70 and 100 miles. Sach prod- 
ucts as hay, wood, coal, cotton, etc., whatever is 
brought in from the interior goes by rail, Such 
a sight as a farmer with a wagon was never seen 
on the streets of Galveston.

Ridding a Train of Tramps. 

The conductors on Southern railroads are 
greatly annoyed with tramps, most of whom are 
negroes of the indolent type of that race. One 
night on a train on what is known as the Sunset 
Route was a typical Southern conductor who had 
been a Brigadier in Confederate service. His 
train had been stopping frequently between sta- 
tions. A Northern traveler who was becoming 
nervous asked the General what was the occasion. 
This was his answer: 

„Niggah tramps infest the trains down here 
very badly. They don’t wait for the train to stop. 
They are used to jumpin’ on trains when the 
trains are runnin’ at high speed. They throw 
themselves with wonderful dexterity on the rear 
platform, and quicker than I can tell you they 
swing themselves under the car and get a lodg- 
ment on the axlés of the car. The only way to 
get them off is to stop the train and hunt them 
out. Sometimes we have to shake them off same 
as you have to shake a coon from a tree, If we 
catch them before they swing themselves under 
the car, though, we don't stop the train then,” 

“ What do you do with them then?’ 

„Just drop them, sah, while the train is in mo- 
tion. Sometimes I wait till we get on a down- 
grade, and then we let them go. 

“Do you not sometimes kill one by that sort of 
thing?’ 

»I never stop a train to see, but as we are never 
summoned before any Coroners jury, 1 low we 
don’t. Mighty hard to kill a niggah unless you 
hit him with front end of a locomotive.“

A Californian Fut Right. 

John P. Irish, Oakland, Cal.: A Chicago cor 
respondent resently wrote for this paper an inter- 
esting article about the Pinacy House, now the 
Chicago Hotel, in Qakland. In one of the para 
graphs apoeared the following: 0 

“And it was in the dining - room of this hotel that 
Capt. J. B. Casebeer of Company B. Twenty- 
fourth Infantry, silenéed the disloyalty of John 
P. Irish by a display of his revolver.” 

When I was 4 youtig man and single [ lived 
several years at thé Pinney House, and recall now 
the gentle hospitality of Mr. and Mrs. Pinney 
And many'‘evidences of friendship that passed de- 
tween them and their guests, The incident 
narrated by the correspondpnt never happened. 
That was a time of potent passion, and loyalty 
and disloyalty received strained definitions to fit 
the emergencies of high coftention, but I was 
not in the habit of brawling in a public 
dining-room, nor was my friend, Capt. Casebeer, 
under the necessity of eating with revolvers 
strapped to him, in order to defend himself or his 
country. As I look over the long perspective back 
to that far time and far land, I remember only 


courtesies between Capt. Casebeer and myself 


and I think they were more than once renewed 
in after years. Time and distance usually soften 
the asperities generated in political differences, 
and my vision of the past is no longer blurred by 
such granulations, 


Chicago's Historical Tree. 
George Murray Guion, Berkeley avenue: The 
tree which stands at the footof Eight- 
eenth street, near the Pullman residence, was not 
only standing at the time of the Indian at- 
tack on Capt. Heald's command, in 1812, but act- 
ually marks the spot where that historic battle 
began. In corroboration of this I have a letter 
written by Capt. Heald, dated Pittsburg, Oct. 2%, 


1812. in which he wrote after describing the evac- 


uation of Fort Dearborn: ™ The situation of the 
country rendered it necessary for us to take the 
beach, with the lake on our left and a high sand 
bank on our right at about 100 yards distance. 
We had proceeded about a mile and a half, when 
it was discovered that the Indians were preparing 
to attack us from behin bank. I immediate- 
ly marched up with the company to the top of the 
bank, when the action begun. 

Inasmuch as this old landmark is now dead 
and will soon be at the mercy of the elements, it 
seems imperative that a suitable monnumeft 
should be erected to mark the site. Tae TriIBune 
is the paper to make the suggestion. 


A Yellow Page of Chicago History. 


L. W. Stone: State street, Wabash. Michigan, | 


Indiana, and Prairie avenues are 100 feet in width. 
Maybe Tun Trrpune readers would like to know 
how this came about and when. They were so wi- 
dened in 1367 by the ogusent of the property owners, 
from Tbirty-ninth to Sixty third streets, Every 
proverty owner in the district bounded by those 
streets signed the petition, and it passed the 
Board of Hyde Park, and the’ trustees of Hyde 
Park took possession of the streets named and 
had the fences moved back to the necessary line. 
They also turnpiked fifty feet of the streets, 
Messrs. Pryor & Hopkins owned the north eighty 
acres from Thirty-ninth to Forty-third streets, 
and had the same cut up into lots, with the 
streets sixty-six feet wide. Mr. Pryor signed the 
petition for widening those streets to 100 feet, 
and the thoroughfares in that section have been 
graveled and used as 100 fpet streets or avenues 
for the last twenty-five years.

Curiosities of the Pension Rolls. 

Here are some remarkably impressive pension 
figures: Mianesota furnished 18,554 three years’ 
men in the war, dnd she has 10,873 men on the 
pension roll. The District of Columbia beats 
this record, in that she farnished only 6,543 three 
fears’ men and had 5,132 men on the pension rolls. 
Dresan urnished 1,773 three years’ men, and 2.263 
soldiers from that te draw a pension. This 
record is surpassed in Kansas, which supplied 
16,624 three years’ men, and has on the pension 
rolls 29,421. California leads all the other States 
in this direction, however; she furnished 3497 
three years’ men, and has 8,004 drawing a pension. 
The only explanation of this excess pensioners 
over the number of three years’ men enlisted is 
that a vast number of men enlisted just before the 
close of the war and saw but little service. But 
they get pensioned just the same.— Boston Herald.

O’Connor one is led to believe that Lombroso 
himself is not far removed from the malady 
which he has put on others. According to the 
theory. of Lombroso, insanity among the 
learned shows itself in the tendency to pun 
and play upon words; an excessive fondness 
for system, a tendency to speak of one’s self 
and substitute epigram for logic, an extreme 
predilection for the rhythm and the assonance 
of verse in prose writings, and even in exag- 
gerated degree of originality. The mania of 
Writing in biblical form, in detached verse, 
and with special favorite words, which are 
underlined or repeated many times, and a 
certain graphic symbolism, are evidence of 
insanity. 

It is no wonder that the reviewer stands 
aghast at the statement and says that if every 
writer who displayed any of tne vices set 
forth in the catalogue were sent to a lunatic 
asylum half the newspaper offices in London 
would be empty. It is never the proper thing 
to belittle one’s own, but if the same rule were 
‘applied to the newspaper writers of our own 
country more than one-half our newspaper 
Offices would be for rent.

m ! Lombroso mentions some points of 
resemblance between them, even in madness. 
Both were neurotics in more respects than 
one. Caesar was a drunkard and an epileptic. 
His soldiers used to carry him home on their 
shoulders. Twice on the field epileptic vertigo 
almost decided his fate. The author says 
further: 

On another occasion, when the Senate had de- 
creed him extraordinary honors, and had gone 
ont to meet him with the consuls and preegors, 
Cesar, who at that moment was seated at the 
Tribune, failed to rise, and received the Senators 
as though they were ordinary citizens. They re- 
tired, ‘showing signs of discontent, and Cesar, 
suddenly returning to himself, immediately went 
bome, took off his clothes. and uncovering his 
neck, ‘exclaimed that he was ready to deliver his 
throat to any one who wishedto cutit. He ex- 
plained his behavior to the Senate as due to the 
malady to which he was subject; he said that 
those who were affected by it were unable to 
speak standing, in public, that they soon felt 
shocks in their limbs, giddiness, and at last com- 
pletely lost consciousness. 

Napoleon was subject to curious spasmodic 
movements. He had habitual spasms of the 
shoulder and of the lips. He was supersti- 
tious. He could not pass through the street, 
even at the head of his army, without count- 
ing and adding up the rows of windows. . He 
suffered from the slightest wind, and in July 
he would have fires. e had fainting fits and 
frequently burst into tears. When a garment 
did not fit him he threw it into the fire. When 
his secretaries did not keep up to him in bis 
dictations he would rave and swear. He went 
to the dance and pried into the private livesfof 
the young women and then’ torturea the Em- 
press by telling her ot the favors which they 

anted him. ‘These points are taken from 
Taine’s historical essay, and of it Lombroso 
says: 

This is the completest view of Napoleon ever 
given by any historian. To any one acquainted 
with psychological constitution of the epileptic it 
becomes clear that Taine has here given us the 
sublimest and precisest pathological diagnosis of 
a case of psychic epilepsy, with its gigantic me- 
galomaniacal illusions, its impulses, aad com- 
plete absence of moral sense. 

In spite of Renan’s own statement: to the 
contrary, Lombroso cites him as an awful 
example of the essential mental unsoundness 
of genius. 

Arraigned by His Own Mother. 


The life of Schopenhauer must have been a 
failure. Like Byron he had his mother 
against him, but she claims that it was his 
fault. It is not often that a mother is cited 
to appear against her own flesh and blood. 
The mother of Schopenhauer wrote to him: 

I have always told you that it would be very 
difficult for me to live with you; the more nearly 
I observe you, the more this difficulty increases— 
so far, at least, as | am concerned. do not hide 
from you that, so long as you remain what you 
are now, I would support apy sacrifice rather 
than submit to it. 1 do not misunderstand the 
foundation of goodness in you; what separates 
me from you is not your heart, not your inner, 
but your outer, self, your views, your ‘judgments, 

our manner of behaving ; in short, I cannot 
— with you in anything that concerns 

our external self. Even your illhumour, your 

amentations ove the inevitable, your somber 
face, your extravagant opinions, which you give 
forth like oracles, and tolerate no opposition to, 
oppress me, shock my serenity, and are no use to 

ourself. Your disagreeable discussions, your 

mentations over the stupidity of the world and 
human misery, give me wretched nights and bad 
dreams. 

Jean Jacques Rousseau believed that the 
conspiracy against him was so widespread 
that it included Prussia, England, France, 
the King, wonnen, priests, men, all irritated 
at some passages in his works. 

The sedate Newton is not spared by the 
Italian. He declares that the mind which had 
conquered the human race at last became im- 
decile and tottering, and that he talked and 
wrote incoherently in the end. Heinrich 
‘Heine is allowed to tell his own story. How 
his mental condition was the effect of disease 
rather than of genius; bow in the horrible 
night of senseless pain his poor head was flung 
backwards and forwards, shaking with piti- 
less gayety the bells of his jester’s cap. 

The Reviewer's t oaclusion, 


It may interest some to know what the re- 
viewer thinks of the book which he has so 
closely followed, ani which. he confesses has 
a horrible fascination. Here it is: 

There is no doubt of his sincerity and none of 
his vast ability. Butthe question still remains 
whether the difference between men of genius 
and the Philistines is in their symptoms and their 
sufferings, and not in the fact that the one are 
articulate and the others have left their history 
unwritten and unsung. 1 am inclined to believe 

that if every man and woman were to record faith- 
fully their hours of depression, their ,nideous 
dreams of day and night, their exaltations and 
dejections, Sig. Lombruso would be able to show 
that not not men of genius alone, but most of 
Adam's sons and daughters often stand perilously 
balanced on the frontier land between the regions 
of mental heaith and mental disease.

OVER THAT OF THE OLD WORLD. 


The Case of Capt. Eawara: Temple Rose 
Taken Up in New York After English 
Physicians Had to rate 
The Vermiform Appendix. Suceesstully 
Removed and He Leaves St. Luke’ 8 Hos- 
pital Sound and Well—He Is the Third 

son of the Late Sir John Rose. 

New Sun: A surgical operation of more than 
usual interest was perforined a short time ago 
at St. Luke’s. Hospital. Perhaps the chief 


> 


point of interest lies in the fact that Edward 


‘Temple Rose, iately a Captain in the Tenth 
Hussars, of which the Prince of Wales is 
Colonel, after consulting with many of the lead- 
ing surgeons in England and ir France, made 
the voyage of the Atlantic especially to have 
the operation performed here. The operation 
consisted in the amputation of the vermiform 
appendix, which, owing to its fatal attraction 
for stray grape pits, has become ea sort of 
popular bugaboo. The operation, which, under 
the circumstances, was one of the most difff- 
cult and dangerous known to surgery, was 
completely successful, and Capt. Rose is now 
well and strong. [This surgical operation is 
the same that Mr. L. J. Gage of this city had 
to undergo in New York at tne hands of a dif- 
ferent surgeon. | ö 

Capt. Rose, who isa large, heavily built 
man of 37, is the third son of the late Sir John 
Rose. His wife is Lady Cecilia, a daughter of 
the Earl of Cathcart. She accompanied him 
when he came to this city for the operation, 
and was the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Forbes- 
Leith at40 Park avenue, while Capt. Rose 
was in the hospital. At present she and her 
husband are at the Hotel Brunswick. Capt. 
Rose, besides being a Captain of the Tenth 
Hussars, served as a member of the Prince’s 


travelers. . Last spring phey visited Americ 
and before that they had made an extend 
tour in China and Japan, 

About two years and a half ago Capt. Rose 
had the first attack of his complaint, which is 
technically known as appendicitis, or inflam- 
mation of the vermiform appendix, The ap- 
2 is a little pouch at the lower end of the 

arge intestine. 


known functions, except that of provoking 
operative surgery. According to Darwin, its 
purpose is to prove that inan is evolved from 
a lower brute. Whether Capt. Rose’s first at- 
tack of appendicitis was due toa grape pit or 
some other irritable cause is not known. But 
since that time, during the last two 
years and a half, Capt. Rose has 
suffered from fourteen different. attacks, 
varying in duration from two hours to 
two months. Each successive attack aggra- 
vated the complaint, which developed into a 
chronic form, and was almost certain to keep 
recurring until it ended in death. Hach attack 
was attended with excruciating pain while it 
lasted, and toward the end the pain became 
continual. 

The English ph; sicians whom Capt. Rose at 
first consulted attempted only medicinal re- 
lief. Later Capt. Rose sought the advice of 
leading surgeons, first in England dnd tnen in 
France. But in both countries the surgeons 
refused to operate. In the case of a large man 
hke Capt. Rose the thickness of the abdominal 
wall greatly increased the ditticuity, of the op- 
ration, which, in the experiehce of ‘continent- 
al surgeons, under the most favarable cir- 
cumstances, has been only too often unsuc- 
cessful. 

One of the noted English surgeons to whom 
Capt. Rose applied admitted to him that in 
this particular branch of surgery the Ameri- 
cans were further advanced than the conti- 
nental surgeons, although it was believed that 
under the circuinstances the operation could 
not be successfully performed. 

When Capt. Rose was returning to England 
last fall from his visit to America he acci- 
dentally overheard on the steamship a talk 
about Dr. Greenleaf’s son, who was success- 
fully operated on for appendicitis dt Lenox 
last year, when on the point of death. No 
sooner had Capt. Rose heard the details of the 
ease than he made up his mind to ‘return to 
America and have his case examined. Being 
aware that a new attack might come on at any 
time he did no even wait to reach England, 
but he and his wife were transferred at 
Queenstown to a return steamship’ bound for 
New York. 

Dr. Francis P. Kinnicutt, the attendant phy- 
sician of St, Luke’s Hospital, was the physi- 
cian in charge of the case at Lenox, and Capt. 
Rose, with that case in mind, went to Dr. Kin- 
nicutt immediately on reachmg New York. 
Dr. Kinnicutt diagnosed Capt. Rose’s case as 
that of chronic appene tt and Dr. William 
T. Bull, the consultingsuryeon of St. Luke’s, 
who had performed the operation on Dr. 
Greenleaf’s son, confirmed the ‘diagnosis. 
Capt. Rose was told that his size would render 
an operation unusually difficult, but the phy- 
sicians believed it could still be made with an 
excellent prospect of success. Unless an op- 
eration were performed a fatal attack was al- 
most certain to come ultimately, and the op- 
eration was decided upon. 

Capt. Rose was taken to the hospital, and 
BP samy two or three days’ preparation the oper- 
ation was performed in the last week of No- 
vember. It lasted two hours and à half, and 
Capt. Rose was kept under ether all that time. 
Dr. Bull performed the operation, assisted by 
ull the surgeons of the house staff. The first 
incision disclosed such unusual difficulties 
that Dr. Bull was on the point of closing up 

the wound and abandoni the attempt as 
hopeless. The abominal wall was found to be 
four inches thick, and, to add to this difficulty, 
the vermiform appendix was found to be ab- 
normally bent up behind the large intestine. 
It was decided, however, to go on, and the ap- 
—.— was amputated. For the two days fol- 
owing Capt ose’s condition was critical, 
After that, in spite of a complication of influ- 
enza, he began to mend rapidly, and on Jan. 
11 he was discharged from the hospital sound 
and well.

work. The exposition was an extravaganza 
of brilliancy, of daring, of fancy. The audac- 
ity with which the build were garlanded 
with light, kiosques and booths were construct- 
ed of colored glass, flowers and fountains and 
statues were strewn everywhere, and the skill 
with which, amidst all this profusion, harmo- 
ny was preserved were the amazement of the 
world. 

A Man of Enormous Energy. 

It was M. Alphaud who created all this, and 
he did it while attending to the mammoth 
organization of the public works, every de- 
partment of which he put into condition for a 
brilliant parade during the Exposition and 
prepared as weil to discharge easily che large 
increase of work which the presence of so 
mauy Visitors in the city for so long a time 
made necessary. 

This facuity for directing a great number of 
things at once characterized all his work. He 
knew just when and how the streets were 
being swept, and at the same time he was 

iving directions about the laying out of 

ower-beds. He looked after the details of 
architecture, and he ordered the con- 
struction of sewers. Few men take 
such a variety of work without incur- 
ring the cuntempt and dislike of their sub- 
ordinates. M. Alphaud could do it because of 
his superior knowledge, taste, and experience. 
landscape gardeners 
listened to him because they recognized that 
he was thoroughly versed in their professions, 
and that his suggestions were remarkable for 
their taste and practical value. 

His tact in handling men was rare. Not 
only those in his service yielded willingly to 
him The municipal council itself submitted 
to M. Alphaud. Members declared that there 
was no way of denying a man who, even when 
matters looked compromising, would come 
before them with irresistible good humor, with 
incontestable figures, and with a knowledge 
of detail which seemed superhuman. They 
always ended by voting what he wanted. 

His appearance no doubt contributed to his 
power. e was tall and broad-shouldered, 
with piercing eyes and a kindly face, almost 
benignant indeed of late years, because of his 
white beard. 

The knowledge of the disinterestedness of 
his service made all who came im contact with 
him more obedient to his wishes. No one 
believed that M. Alphaud encouraged jobs 
or enriched himself from the public purse. 
In spite of the fact that in his service he h 
directed three great expositions with the enor- 
mous outlays they required, and in spite of 
the fact that hundreds of millions of francs 
pussed under his control each year, he lived 
simply in a quiet villa on the outskirts of the 
city. No one ever hinted that he made more 
money from his office than the $6,000 he re- 
ceived yearly as salary. 

Not a Seeker of Power. 


Nor did he ever seek 1 7 other than that 
of his office. It is said that he might have 
entered the French Pariiament at any time 
and that he was approached more than once to 
enter the Ministry., His invariable reply was: 
1 prefer to direct the works of the City of 
Paris. 

He had his honors, however. After the Ex- 
position of 1889 he was given the grand cross 
of the Legion of Honor the only engineer to 
whom it was ever given. And after the death 
of Baron Haussmann he was made a member 
of the Academy of Fine Arts. This latter 
honor he was very eager for, and in hopes of 
getting it he had written three works on sub- 
jects connected with his profession. The 
greatest public recognition he ever recvived 
was the magniticent funeral the City of Paris 
gave hiin. 

His remains were laid in state under the 
dome which he had constructed in‘ the Champ- 
de-Mars. Over him were hung the decora- 
tions used over the remains of Victor Hugo. 
The dais used had been in service two days 
before the funeral of D..m Pedro, ex-Emperor 
of Brazil. Representatives of the President 
of the republic, of the government, of the 
academy, and of numerous learned and scien- 
tific bodies, the municipal council, and repre- 
sentatives of all departments of the city’s ad- 
ministration, besides hosts of influential per- 
sons from all classes of society, were j resent. 
The floral tributes were magnificent. Milli- 
tary honors added to the éclat of the service. 
The cortége marched through the chief boule- 
vards which M. Alphaud had constructed. All 
Paris turned out to do him honor. 

And who will take M. Alphaud’s place? No- 
body. probably. 

But the king is dead. He will remain a 
solitary figure in the history ef Paris—with- 
out predecessors, without successors. 


BUILT A NEST OF HIS WILL. 


Remarkable Discovery of a Will and End 
ofa Lawsuit. 

Two hunters cut down a chestnut tree one 
day last week in Dark Hollow, a locality three 
miles east of Hamburg, Conn., to get at a 
nest of gray squirrels in its hollow trunk. 
They found among the leaves and pieces of 
bark of which the nest was composed some 
scraps of paper with writmg on them, several 
handkerchiefs bits of ribbon, and numberless 
fragments of twine. 

The pieces of paper proved to be the holo- 
graphic will of Abram Mosher, a farmer liv- 
ing near Dark Hollow, who died in the early 
part of last summer, and it has averted a 
law-suit. Mosier, through inheritance and 
through theft and frugality, was worth at the 
time of his death more than $75,000. He was 
not married and had no direct heirs. During 
the six years prior to his death he was an al- 
most helpless paralytic. When he was strick- 
en he tried to get one of his relatives to live 
with him. All refused, s» he got a young 
man named George Applebee to operate 
his farm and care tor him. Applebee attend- 
ed to the wants of Mosher faithfully until he 
died. A few days before the old man passed 
away he told Applebee that he had made a 
will in which he had given him his entire es- 
tate, and he asked Applebee to bring him the 
will, which he would find in the drawer of the 
bureau in Mosber's bedroom. Applebee did 
so, and Mosher went over it carefully to see 
that it read just as he wanted it to. 

Applebee carried the will back. He had 
just reached the bedroom when he heard 
A cry from Mosher ealling him 
back, and he hurriedly threw the will 
on a table that stood near an open window. 
Mosher had taken a sudden turn for the worse. 
Applebee found him unconscious, and he 
never rallied. When Applebee went to look 
for the will it was gqne. He searched every 
nook and cranny, but could get no trace of it. 

As soon as Mosher was dead his relatives, 
children of @ second cousin, appearéd on the 
scene and laid claim to the estate. Applebee 
told the story of the will and re- 
fused to vacate. the farm, all the 
time keeping up a search for the 
will, He was finally ejected, however, and the 
cousins took possession. There were persons 
who had heard Mosher say that he intended 
to give his property to Applebee and on the 
strength of their testimony Applebee was pre- 

aring to make a fight when the will was 
ound. When the fragments of the document 
were placed together it was found to be com- 
lete, though badly stained. The cousins 

ave already relinquished the farm.—New

In an Article on “Droughts; Their Causes 
and Remedies,” the Seer of St, Joseph 
Seeks to Show That Oultivation Does 
Not Produce Moisture, but Has an 
Opposite Effect — Cool the Parching 
Plains of the Arid Far West by Irriga- 
tion and Tree-Planting. | 

Sr. Josera, Mo., Feb. 5—Prior to 1870 rain- 
fall was very light in Texas, west and south- 
west of the Colorado River, and in the Pan- 
handle country of that State. Since 1870 the 
average rainfall there has largely increased, 
According to the theory promulgated by the 
State University of Kansas it is cultivation 
that has increased the rainfall. Just as well 
claim that cultivation in the great Asiatic 
desert of Gobi will restore it to rainfall and 
fertility, when it is an indisputable fact that 
the ancient Aryan tribes cultivated those rich 
lands to their death, bringing a | perpetual 
drought to a country as large and fertile as 
now are the great central valleys of the United 
States. The Gobi Desert is the heritage of a 
long-continued cultivation and the destruc- 
tion of the forests, and no professor in the 
Kansas University will risk his reputation de- 
nying it. 

To every old settler in Texas it is a well- 
known fact that, because the prairie fires have 
been kept out of Western Texas since 1865, the 
number and growth of trees have largely in- 
creased, and especially is this the case with 
the brush or stnall timber lands. 

An aerial river of water is almost constantly 
streaming northwestward over the State of 
Texas. That river rises from the Gulf of 
Mexico through the influence of the perpetual 
high barometer that covers the Atlantic north 
of 20° north latitude. By this | mean to say 
that the 19 1 part of the moisture that 
waters all 
ing the great northern lakes, comes from the 
Gulf of Mexico and moves northwestward in 
transparent streams of moisture-laden atmos 
phere. 

This great aerial river flows onward over 
Oklahoma, Western. Kansas, and Nebraska, 
Eastern New Mexico, Colorado, and Wyom- 
ing in the direction of the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana. 

But why does it precipit.te many times 
more water in Eastern than in Western Texas? 
Because the trees protect the earth from the 
sun’s rays and prevent it from being excess- 
ively heated. * 

Wherever the earth becomes excessively 
heated by the sun’s rays there the rainfail will 
be light. That great bels of country 300 miles 
wide and 1,000 miles in length, lying east of 
the Rocky Mountains, is a hot-bed, espe- 
cially in the summer months, and the hot 
air constautly rising from that great arid dis- 
trict drives the aerial river high into the at- 
mosphere, where it encounters the returning 
current and is carried back to the Gulf of 
Mexico without having accomplished the work 
of watering the great Western plaius, 

This condition of the weather, covering 
about 300,000 square miles of arid country, 
affects the climate of all that vast country 
lying between the Rockies and the Alleghanies, 


and including West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 


and New York. 

The moisture brought northward from the 
gulf is precipitated in rain or snow oper all 
the vast country described above by the pe- 
riodically low barometers that cross the con- 
tinent from west to east. 

That moisture must come from the Gulf of 
Mexico by way of the aerial river I have de- 
scribed, and as fully one-half of the water car- 
ried by this river is turned back ani deposited 
in the guif by the influence of the hot winds of 
the arid plains, it becomes a matter of great 
importance that these rising Currents of hot 
air be prevented. 

How can they be prevented? The Kansas 
University, through its professors, says that 
cultivation will accomplish it, when it is very 
plain to any observant mind that cultivation 
will aggravate the disease and make the hot 
wind still hotter. 

To rewedy this evil trees must be grown in 
vast numbers, and this result cannot be ob- 
tained in many places without irrigation. 
The drought years will return because they 
are governed by planetary infinences, and 
these drought years will kill the trees where 
they are planted on the upiands and not 
watered by irrigation. | . 

The 28 who live within the drainage of 
the Upper Mississippi and the great lakes have 
their whole attention turned toward the piner- 
ies of the North, believing that their only es- 
cape from, perpetual drought lies in saving 
thege Northern pineries from destruction. The 
destruction of these pineries will certainly 
very greatly increase the drought, but it 
should not be forgotten that serious’ droughts 
occurred in the Upper Mississippi Valley 
States while the Northern pineries were in 
their most flourishing condition. There were 
no conditions in the North that could have 
been the cause of these droughts, and the only 
cause that can reasonably be ascribed is that 
the moisture that must necessarily come from 
the Gulf of Mexico was cut off by the hot 
winds of the Western plains. 

It is not reasunable to suppose that these 
plains have long been sterile and rainless. On 
the other hand, there are inany evideaces going 
to prove that heavy timber once covered that 
whole country, that it was inhabited by a 
civilized race, and was cujtivated. I have no 
doubt that cultivation and destruction of the 
timber brought on the present state of aridity, 
and that the surest and quickest way to bring 
it back to its ancient fertility is to supply it 
with trees and encourage the growth of grasses 
suitable for arid. countries. 

Wherever there is a grove of trees there will 
be found an atmosphere cooler than that 
overlying the bare ground, and this cool at- 
mosphere will cause a downpour from above, 
thus mixing the cool and the hot air, bringing 


the gulf current nearer the earth and insuring 


its continued course toward the northwest. 

The recent experiments it, making rain by 
combustion prove that the upper currents of 
air in those arid districts are heavily laden 
with moisture, and it is not difficult to under- 
stand that cooling the earth by irrigation and 
trees will bring those moist currents down to 
the earth. 

It will not be denied that near the earth 
these currents move northwestward, while at 
& greater altitude they move in the opposite 
direction. In the high barometer over the 
gulf the atmosphere comes down to the water, 
and, after absorbing moisture, begins its 
movement to the north or northwest, toward 
the low barometer, then crossing the northern 
Rocky Mountains. Entering the low barome- 
ter, the air rises till it loses its moisture by pre- 
cipitation, and then returns again by way of 
the upper atmosphere to the high barcmeter 
over the gulf, and, again coming down to 
gather up the moisture from the ocean, be- 
gins anew its journey to the northwest. 

Cool these parching plains by irrigation, 
tree-planting and by preventing prairie fires, 
and not only will the arid districts be re. 
claimed to fertility, but the dreadful 
droughts will be prevented from periodically 
destroying millions of dollars’ worth of cere- 
als in these great central valleys, 
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Soft and Persuasive.
